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PREFACE 


T HE first volume oF the Selections from the Letters, 
Despatches and other State Papers in the Military 
Department of the Government of India. 1857*58, contained 
the documents from (he first outbreak of disnfTectinn lo the 
siege and storming of Delhi by the English troops. The 
second and thiol volumes contained in a similar form all 
papers relating to the mutiny ;il. Lucknow and the defence 
of the Residency by the garrison ; General Havelock's inarch 
from Allahabad and the first, relief of Lucknow; General 
Outranks defence of Lucknow ; Sir Colin Campbell > relief 
of Lucknow In November 1857 ; General Out ram’s defence of 
the Alumbagh ; General \\ Indhauj's defence of Cawnpore; Sir 
Colin Campbell’s storming and capture of Lucknow; all 
documents relating to the outbreak at Cawnpore, the defence 
of the iu trench meat, and the massacre of the survivors. 
The present volume contains in a similar form all papers 
relating to Sir Hugh Rose's campaign, in Central India from 
the capture of llathghur and the action at Hamden lo the 
siege and storming of Jliansi, 3rd April 185S; all the docu¬ 
ments detailing the opera tin ns at lending the capture of 
Culpoc on the 2itli May 1858; oil the despatches and reports 
relating to the Gwalior operations, from lho march from 
Calpec on the fith of June to the capture of the Itoek of 
Gwalior, held to lm one of the strongest and most important 
fortresses in India. 

In ihu introduction to the present volume the history of 
the Central Indian Campaign, one of the most glorious 
achievements In Lhe military annals of England, is told from 
the despatches of Sir Hugh Rose anil the respective 
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commanders and brigadiers. They have been collated with 
diaries and let Lera, and certain errors rectified and obscure 
points cleared. In the Central Indian Campaign no army, 
hut a small body of good fighting men, led by a chief always 
ready to face tremendous risks. marched in the hottest and 
moat deadly season of the year Irani (die confines of Western 
India to the witters of the J luiiiiii, a distance of a thousand 
miles. They made their way across ragged plateaux where 
roads were mere tracks and ton us few aud far between; 
they tolled through dense jungles where the Bhil hunter 
roamed undisturbed ; they crossed broad rivers, swollen w ith 
lh" rain which fell on the mountains ; they forced formidable 
passes; they fought a ml won pitched buttles, and they 
stormed the strongest forts. The rupture of .Thansi must 
rank with the great action* recorded in British annals. A 
force consisting of an incomplete division had laid siege to a 
strong fortress aud a walled city, defended by a desperate itml 
disciplined garrison more than double its number, and 
supplied with all the munitions of war. The Bombay Sepuv 
and the Madras Sapper vied with the British soldier in 
patience, endurance of privation, and fatigue. Then, in light 
id day, tliis handful of men sf armed the lofty walls, and, 
after four days' strenuous fighting, the city was captured. 
The taking of Culpce, a mil oral fortress on a high bald rock 
rising from the Jumna, completed the plan which the 
Government of India had drawn up for the Central India 
Field Force. But the occupation of Gwalior by Tan tin 
Topee and Lhe Ranee of Jhnnsi compelled Sir Hugh Uose, 
leaving a smill garrison at Calpee, to make a very rapid 
march in summer heat to Gwalior with tin- remainder of 
his troops, aud to fight and gain two actions un the road, one 
Ht Momr Cantonments, the other at Kotah-ka-Semi. They 
arri ved, from great distances and by bud roads, at their post* 
before Gwalior on the day appointed, the lUtli of June ; and 
on Hint same day curried by assault oil tlie enemy’s positions 
on strong heights and in most difficult ground; taking one 
battery after another, twenty-seven pieces of artillery in the 
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action, twenty*five Ill flic pursuit, besides tlie guns in ills 
fort, the old city, the new city, and finally the ruck of 
Gwalior. 1 On the 2Sth of June Sir Robert Napier marched 
from Gwalior in pursuit of the enemy, and by a daring feat 
of arms closed the Central Indian Campaign. 

Miss L. M. Anstev levs rendered mo great service in the 
correct ion of ifie [proofs of the Introduction and the Slate 
Papery—* tedious and ditHcult task when dealing with 
printers who ilo not know' a word of English. She lias also 
collated the proofs with the despatches published in the 
Government of India Gazette, the London Gazette and the 
Parliamentary PapefB of the time, and lias assisted me 
in reconciling many discrepancies in the contemporary 
narratives. Mr. I\ G. Stokes, besides making many sugges¬ 
tions, linscontributed the exhaustive index, which will be of 
service to the students of war. 

The source* of the narrative ns in the previous, volumes 
are Suite documents, hut the Introduction has no uilieiul 
character or authority.

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INTRODUCTION 


B0NDELCUND or the country of the Bmulelrw* is a strip of country 
about half the hire of Swtkod, lying smith or »mfch'W( 1 «b of the Jumna, and 
separated by that river from the wide ripen Gangvtb plain H Both on 
physical and ethnical grounds it should naturally be iiudoded among tte 
states of Central India. During the fatpiriri^ 1 convulsions of the Muham¬ 
madan Empire one u£ the Mahr&Ua free lances st : b?d the state of 
Jhunsa, a fragment of Btindeleund, and had hk claim by omquest cod firmed 
by aStmad from bis Master p the Foshwa, Hu anil his fluceessors governed 
it under the title of Subahdnr :is a vassal of the P«hwa, In 1817 the 
Poihwa ceded tho state of Jhnnsi to the British, and its new rulers 
acknowledged the hereditary title of the local mler, and fifteen years 
hitir advanced him to the dignity of Rajah* la 13 3 y he died after having 
adopted a son* Sir Charles Metcalfe, then Governor -jF AgtiL, hownvsr 
decided that, in the case of chiefs who may hold kinds or enjoy revenues 
under grants such us ate iasoed by Sovereigns to subjects, the power 
which made Lhc grant had a right to resume it on failure of hem male. 
The British Government refused to fcc&gnife the adopted son »nd selected 
a great unde to succeed to the principality. Ho wits an incapable 
leper and, having oppressed and djisgovemed for tbn>e yeare, he died 
childless. After au investigation by a Com mission of the pretensions of 
cevend dlaimsnts* the Bril kb Government selected the brother of the 
deceased Bajah to be hii anooftfiaar. Meanwhile oppression and disorder 
lind hewnw So rampant in the a (ate that iha Britidi Cover ament bad to 
do what they have bad to do in the ease of many Native SWes—underbaka 
its direct management And with the same resuEt.

No son wn B bom In him, 
lmt on hie death bed {IS&3} ho adopted a eon. Hjb widow, wbn united 
the martial spirit uf the Mnhmtta ».Idler with the mbfcbty of the Dofyjui 
Brahmin, demanded the sneefiBsson for the boy.

The mutineers now began tfl plunder indiscriminately not only the 
hontee of Enropems but also of same of the leading natives in tho town.

Koluotunliy they “ were induced to open the gates 
relying on the most sol Ann premises made to Major Skene tliat tlie 
lives of all would be spared,''* About t or 5 r. u. the news spread 
tlutmgh the town that the garrison were coming down from the fort,

ami could not boh 1 vtepmg. The sowar* and sepoy* pelted tm with 
stones and obliged us to separate, All the officers went to tins aids and 
the iervunts joined mu." Men, women and children wens taken to a 
garden near tlw city and all wow slaughtered without mercy, Three 
days after the bodies were gathered tugelhvr und buried in a pit. Sketie, 
while ha was awaiting the last stroke, tohl a sepoy who was standing 
beside him “ that it was idle for the mutineers to hope that England 
would be denuded of «n her b ‘Id aoui by the dent ruction of the handful 
of men l hut were now at their mercy.” Ou the ut-cmr»cd city which had 
sinned with the sepoys the wrath cf the bold and patient British Soldier 
not long in foiling. 

About two hundred milcu eastward of Jhuiisi lies the station of 
Nwreong which way garrisoned at the time by the Bight U iug and hisid- 
nuartcrs 12th Regiment Native Inbintry (strength about 400 bayonets). 
t,hi) Left Wing of the 11th Irregular Cavalry (strength about i 10 men) 
and the 4th Company 0th battalion of Native Artillery (strength about 
40 men) with No. IS Light Field Battery attached. The force thus 
mainly conaiaksd of regiincuts which bad one wing stationed at Jhiurni. 
At the end of April, the disaffection shewed itself as at Barrack pore and 
Meerut in incendiary fires. Thirteen day-i after the outbreak at Meerut 
' 1 0th May), the Native Of liter Commanding Lbe C’uvalry told Major Kirkc, 
who commanded the s bit ion. that his corps bad loomed by letter front 
Delhi that every Christian there had been murdered. ' Ho appeared to 
wonder at the little the ttutopeuni knew ■ f affaire in Delhi while hia men 
and himself were in communication with the place. Hie neglect, or 
dieoliadicttie of eiders, a few hours after was very suspicions ; and from 
ihat night the men und officers, by their deuteMinur, awoke strong 
d intrust in our minds '' No sign of it was however shewn to the 
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troopers. The officers visited their pickets and during the day went to the 
linos, and talked with the native officers : “ they were received with 
freezing politeness." The 12th native infantrymen and tho artillery, 
however, “liked the arrange™anti very much ; they wore greatly gratified 
l>y tho confidence in them shewn by the otfieora who slept among them." 
Major Kirke retorted to Major-Genera! Sir Hugh Wheeler, Commanding 
tho Division, that the men were well disposed and pleased- The General 
replied that the report was highly satisfactory. On the 30th at May, it 
wan reported to Major Kirke that mutiny was being openly plotted in the 
Artillery lines. Four men, who wore named by the Native Officer as 
being most active in propagating sedition, were dismissed from the 
Company's service and the Commandant .irdcred that the guns of the 
liattery should be pinned every night in front of the quarter guard of the 
lith Native Infant ly. “ I think " writes an officer “ that the moti of the 
company felt affronted and humiliated Ly this measure." 

On the 4th of June four out of the five companies of the wing of tho 
12 th Native Infantry sent a petition stating they were anxious to be led 
against the rebels. At 11 A,M> a letter brought by express was put 
into the hands of Major Kirks. It was tram Uanlop at JLanai, written 
at I P.M. the previous afternoon. 14 Thu artillery and infantry have 
broken into mutiny and have entered I he Star Fort, No unc has Iteen 
hurt yet. Ltokout for .-tragglerB/' Kirke at imw summoned the nati ve 
officers of tho lith Native Infantry £ he expressed his pleasure at the receipt 
of tho petition and told them limt be would report tlwir loyalty to the 
Governor-General, The native officers;, having again warmly fiBserted their 
fidelity, were told of the mutiny at Jhansi. They at once wrote a letter 
to their regimental conuadoa reproaching them for their conduct-, implor¬ 
ing them to return to their allegiance and informing them that limy 
intended to fight against the rebels. " The letter was at once despatched 
Ly express," That aftemon the troops were paraded in undress, the right 
wing at it- own linos, (fie artillery company Smlf way between its lines 
and those of tho 12th, the wings of the irregulars in their lines. "Tho 
i2th and artillery were th, u separately asked if they would stand by the 
Government; when it mme to the turn of the artillery com]*uy tho 
old subalular* L-sjuessud at once his loyalty to Government with a bold¬ 
ness and enthusiasm that did him high honour.

(thirty mile* from Nowgong) on Hearing that all fete ftiroptaxu at Jhanfi 
had beao murdered* Two days later a shepherd uatne into the canton* 
mmi and told them tlint Dunlop and Taylor had boon shot on the Jhansi 
parade, 11 I h^ l£th men at Nowgimg seemed horrified at the news : most 
certainly many of thorn, were sincerely so ; and that night the men of the 
artillery volunteered to serve against the rebuts.'

Aeeoiiipiitiied 
by n large number of women and children and some eighty sepoys who 
bad remained faithful to their Colowraj they flul forth for Chattcrpore* the 
capital d£ a vtnul] slate of tbe?- same n.i lie-* They hud not gone far when 
they toot the wrong road. It however soon fell dart and, a& they were 
concealed from the cantonment by a hill, they made an attempt to regain 
the main road by striking across country, but they found the ground 
impassible.

The mutineers, 
after plundering and burning the bungalows* started with the treasure 
and ammunition to join their oommdefi at Cmvnpor& Throughout the 
little territory of Band.v, iho revolt swiftly spread and all signs of British 
supremacy Taniihed. Never was revolution more rapid* never more com¬ 
plete, Anarchy, murder and plunder mged in the adjacent districts; 
The Naw.ib attempted to frame a govern men t and maintain order , hut 
like ScEm Ma and many other chiefs he was unable to extinguish the flames 
of religion passion and Imte which had boon kindled. Left isolated, 
without power to deal with ilia threats and tbs inducement that were 
hold out to him, be wo * drawn into the vortea of revolt.

In 17*1 Mnhadjce laid riege to the fortivs*, bribed the garrison, 
and marshal into it, Frctn that time, Gwalior became the home of 
the Sciiidift family and the capital of their kingdom. Ten years 
later, Mahadjeo Sdndii died and was soraved*] t.y his grand-nephew, 
Thitibd Raa Srindia. who hr the strength and discipline of Lis ormy 
bucanie tht! moat formidable member of the Mahratta oemfederecy. The 
Treaty of Hussein [31 st DoccmWr lSrll), by which the English engaged 
to restore the i’wliwa to ] owi r on condition or his becoming a mb?idiary 
prince, was a grave blow te the power of the ooufoderaqy and sorely 
wmiiided the Mahratta pride. The Mnhntfa Chief of Nkgpm* feommoniy 
called the Baja of Bcrar] and Danlat Rao Scindta could not tolerate the 
abandonment of the Mahratta independence, and on the Srd of August 
130' began the eueond Mahratta war. The well-contested and hardly 
won vidorio* - f Assays and Las.wari broke the power of Stindin, and both 
iu Upper and Central India he was compelled to enter into a defensive 
treaty mid malcu » large eeorion of territory. When the war brake out. 
the G.iTnmor of Gwntior undertook: to surrender the to]tress to tli* Englinh 
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but sMiflUf instigated the Commandant not to deliver it up at the 
appointed time. It was therefore invented by British troops and on 
the flth of February 1804 they gained possession of it. But Seiedia hud 
concluded the treaty of peace under the hope that by the words of the 
treaty the fort of Gwalior would remain in his posseaaion. The Marquis 
of Wellesley, bv a not wholly Lund missil.le interprets ion of the letter of 
the treaty, declared that justice did not require us to surrender the fort, 
wlitla sound policy imperatively railed upon os to keep it oat of Soindb'e 
hftadfl. General Wellesley considered that “the argument is on car 
dde"; lut he wrote to Malcolm I would sacrifice Gwalior, or every 
frontier uf India, ten times over, in order to preserve opr credit for 
sornpiii .ns good faith, and the advantages and honours we gained by the 
late war and the late peace; and we must net fritter them away in argu¬ 
ments di-own from overstrained principles «f the laws uf nations, which 
are not understood in this country. What brought me through many 
difficpltkffl ib the war and the negotiations of peace? The British good 
faith and nothing else." * 

In ISO5 L<»rd Cornwallis again lauded in Indio ns Govi}rnof*Gvbern] 
ard on the fifindof Novembers fresh treaty was crh lmled which reded 
G Wid i r and Gohud t» Si'indin. The camp which Daofat Rno f itohed id a 
eniftll circular valley surrounded by barren hills to the south of the fort grew 
into a haul some town and retain* at the present day its old name Lashlmr, 
tlw camp. In March 19i7 Daulat Bao died leaving no son, hut in aeuonl- 
ance with his last Wishes, a youth (.[eleven years, belonging to an obnuxe 
braneh oE the family, was adopted and placed on the Gudde* under t he title 
o[ All Jail Jan Khwijsh Rao Seindfa. In 1S43 he alto died without leav¬ 
ing a ho, and his widow, a wayward, passionate but el or or girl of twelve 
years of age with the concurrence of the chiefs of the abate and the army, 
adopted a lad of about eight years of age, the nearest, though a very dis¬ 
tant relative of the late Maharajah. Disorders Arose in the state and the 
fasoloTi.ee of an overgrown mutinous army compelled Lord E Deuba rough, 
then Governor-General, to take prompt action with regard to Gwalior. On 
December 29th, 1843, at MihanjpgiWs the English once morn encountered 
the Mahniltae, They fought with all their ancient valour, but had to 
retreat after a desperate resistance, Three thousand of the enemy lay dead 
on tin- field and fifty-sis superh bronze guns were the prize of the victors. 
The satin- day another British force encountered aU'tthor portion of the 
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Mnhratta army at Ptumiar, twelve? miles from Gwnli"r+ and gained a 
complete victory* The victorious forces met beneath the walls of the 
ancient itrunghokl which on tui> 4-th of January wra tuk^ti possession o£ 
hy the win indent fureo commanded by British QfflMErs# On the I Mi of 
January a fresh treaty was signed end mtified* The ailmisistmtisn of the 
State was eat rut ted to a Council of six noble?. u The Council of Rogen 
wrote Lord Eltanborotigli to the Date mf WelLingtoPj ,F cannot ho changed 
wll bout out eminent. It b io act according to crar advice during iho 
Mahamjoh'y minority, which term inates, when he becomes eighteen, on 
the IDth of January 1854/ 1 Two years before the stated interval the 
British Government dissolved the Council of Regency, declared the 
minority of the jonng sovereign a i an end, and with Ms comment uppoin* 
ted Bunker Rmi^ a young Brahmin of ^r. at ability and integrity! who hail 
already proved Ilia talent for Piivan or Fri-ne Mil lister.* 

Diuikur Rao though young in years whs worthy of hi§ high office and 
will always hold n high rank among the eminent Indian State,-navi t who 
have done m much to confolidato out Indian Empire hy their able 
management of a great Feudatory Stale. 11e Em proved the tuvtsnue and 
Judicial adininifltr-itionp and with ft firm hand he mtempted to pot down 
bribery and esti-rtion. i he natural c-otiseqneni es followed. In May 
185^ Cub i ii el Malcolm, the Political A gout at Gwalior, having been 
appointed Readout at. Bm^k, Captain Muephehsi-Ujt Resident at 
Bhrjj-Eklj wujct api Muted to succeed him. Two mnirtfis however elupsed 
bafim the new Ro title ut could reach Gwalior. During that time the 
low court sera und delturous intriguers who surrounded the young Rajah

Samuel Charters Macpherscn [a cue of the many sons of England who 
have gone forth for her* not only conquering and to conquer, hut saving 
and to save* He was the tseond eon born (0th Jo unary 1^06) to Dr, 
Hugh MaOpbowm* Professor of Greek in the University of Aberdeen. In 
consequence oi delicate health in childhood, bo learnt h :a i-odimenlB at hi a 
father's fcoen hut growing tali and slroug, he was eent to tho (’allege of 
Edinburgh. Here ho busied himujlf, not only with ula^ic arad moral 
philosophy hut also with botany, diotnitfcry and geology. At seventeen he 
was entered at Trinity Col lego, Cambridge* But, us a systematic course of 
ptudy has always been considered necessary for the legal parfessian in Scot¬ 
land* he lefs Cambridge after a residence of two years in read for the Scotch 
bai% Nobler destinies were in store for him. Hiseyer, nlwaya weak x were 
over-taxed by too ckse a study nf Mitfcftl Economy and Civil law: they 
became subject to an affection which intprinred seriously With hi* studies. 
It wai necessary that be should choose anotbor problem A cadebhip in the 
Eatt India Company J a service was obtained lor him and he isilod for Madras 
early in 1 On bis arrival, bu was posted to the Stb Regiment of Native 
Infantry. After four years of regimental duty* he was appointed to ibc 
Staff as Assistant Surveyor General—:ati office which gave him ample oppor* 
tunlty for continuing bis favourite scientiJiu studies, lie wrote to a 
you ng friend at Cambridge, ' H "flie templo of written knowledge baa 
be^u inexorably shut against me riace I was the age ycu are, I natch 
but pawing and desultory glimpses of what goes on within, but I am a 
worshipper without tbs? gate, and improve my uncommon opportunities 
of studying this strange runCj and the hind which iL inhabits, and so 
keeping my mind active and enlarged In physical and moral views, nod 
ready Jor any march that fortune may assign to it,* J While engaged on 
the geographical survey of the land and aisquiring a hn^wlodge oE the 
people by timely intercournu with all e lanes, Maepherson was summoned 
to join his regiment, which hod been engaged for some time in operations;

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i^nfnul a native chief, the Rajah or Zemindar of Goouhht. Fortum? had 
sstdgttfd to the highly edumted Scotch lad a loti* career among the 
barbarous aboriginal tribes whs occupy the hill tracts of Orissa rta the 
south-west frontier of Bengal. It was u lift- full of peril, full of anxiety 
and responsibility, full of wild adventure and barbarism, and it was abo 
full of noble neoompliflbmcnt, Among these tribes human sacrifice* 
prevailed.

having sunk deep into his hystom, he was obliged to laU leave to England 
to recruit his health. On hie say home, at Cairo, 'Jotran. introduced 
himself to Macphereon as one who had "long watched hie nurerr wiib 
the deepest iatorcsi and ailmi ration** J Soon after bis return to India 
[1863), he was appointed Political Agent at Bhopal, " a Tory pretty and 
pleasunt country,” from whence he w»a transferred to tbr mor«* import¬ 
ant office of Resident at the Court of Gwalior. There u little need to 
point the moral of such a story' as the Indian Mutiny, bat of its many 
morals there is one oh jef arrowhead of which we should not low sight. 
In the offices vital to our safety, it is not tufficieot to have clover 
administrators, hmi men of sense, courage, honour and aym ;<athy. Suoh in 
truth were John I<awrence F Henry Lawrence and Charters Muopheram, 
holding at tba time of the outbreak three uf the most vital posts in India. 

On assuming office at Gwalior, Macphcreou did not attempt to play 
the role uf ruler under a thin veil H* Considered it his first duty to 
conciliate the friendship of loth the Prime* and his Minwtor, and to offer, 
in it mudft that could not injure the impretsiuu of their power, every 
jidricesoL admonition. Hi# main aim was to raise the young Maharajah 
aw high and mate hire as useful in imtopembnt action m he was capable 
of being made. Between the Dcvoan Brahmin and the son of the Scotch 
Frofawr there quickly arose a friendship, and their relation*, rightly 
accepted, aided and mtit*n«d the vigour and authority of both many 
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reforms in tli-p adrmuislratios! f.l the State were introduced, and onltiva* 
lion anil pm&perity intireared. Over tbs young Rujah Mitaphatsoa 
exercised n strong influence, and led Hi to to extend hi.fi thoughts hdyomi 
hid pleasures and the menus of providing for them* In the spring of 1357, 
Seindm. actictjupattied by the Redid ant, the Di wan and several of the 
Gnaliir Chiefs, paid a mi to Calcutta Sdndk and D Linker Kan looted 
the colleges and seli^ol^ ii* models to be reproduced at Gwalior* The 
Maharajah went down thfl H uglily and eaw ft spinning -mill ftt work* " On 
Iiis way he was particularly boastful, until he passed the house occupied by 
the Viceroy of Oudh* Bit dght sobered him in an instant and Ilk zeal for 
pi v filiation instantly mcraBcd" # Lord Cuming, however, at his lust 
audience, allayed any Fean? that may Imve arisen in hi* mind with reg.krd 
to the permanence of hk ow n dynasty. The Governor-General conspli- 
mental him on the ftuutiesiful administmtixoi ot hiB territories and the 
wise intend notion of useful reforms, arid a ddmi that, if *nch measures were 
p^nscvnrod in and he died without male issue, thu Government would 
folbw ttict ancient Hindu custom of recognising an ^adopted snee«rsor. 
Thv remark made a deep iuipircsatLin on the Maharajah and the courtesy 
a rd generosity of Lord Canning were powerful factors in winning the 
fidelity of Sundia,

Gwalior like a thunder-clap and pundysed ua with horror *\ + They were a 
handful of Englishmen and women in the capita! of a Native 5Lite 
garrisoned entirely hy native troops. The Chief was a young Alahratta 
IIis army constated of ion thousand men, Tn addition (here was the 
Gwalior Contiugentj one of (hose Imdien of Iro>|« which the British 
Government had injavftotl on certain Native Prim es and Chiefs maintain¬ 
ing* in addition to their own armies neceftiiuy far the civil administration of 
their respective territories They were re fruited from the same class as 
the Bengal sepoy and also from the same country—Gudh* The Chiefs had 
no control nver the troops eaUsicd in their name and paid cat of their

The 
greater portion of the force wns stationed at Gwalior with outposts at 
Sipni Garoli, and Agra* The same day that tidings reached Gwalior 
of the outbreak at Meerut, cum? a message from the Licubmant-Govenior 
of the North-Wcii Provinces ashing if a Brigade of fciie Gwalior contingent 
nould be fiptufed to Agra. The fiesidonfc promptly planed at his* dufusal 
a Regiment and a half oE Infantry, on e hundred h i>i k r and a battery— 
beingoiw-haif of the fora at Gwalior, On the evening oF the I2ih, 
hlaepheraon bad a bug cynvematinn with the Maharajah who wa* deeply 
distracted by the accounts and rumours which filled his capitu! of 
nut break- thrmighoui die Northern Fruimit^ and Rajputasa. Hu h:n] 
doseij watched the mi threats in Bengal t he mmt have kumt a good deal 
whou Iihi wan at Calcutta h and he apprehended u wiiiespn^d mutiny of 
the Sopjy army- K He said that from the greased cartridges, the 
belief had arisen in the army that the Government intended to strike at tbs 
Hindu and Muhammadan religion e.

the *ngge«tian. Thu* fortified, Macpherfon urgtd him to influence by his 
aiMuple the surrounding Princes and to counteract the movement of the 
Contingent and of bis empathizing troops toward* rebellion, mi to do 
thim by demonstrating, by ever? act devisable, that he discredited the 
religious protect oE the movement, that he held that cur power must 
triumph* and that be was, therefore, MOiS«fly one with usf. Srindtm 
agreed with tli* If evident that 11 at whatever immediate risk to Gwalior, 
the Lieutenant-Governor hi wish for aid from the Contingent should be 
complied with/ 1 The young Mahnmjah at the suggestion of the Resident 
Ftimmondi Dnnker Raft the next day from hie country midenu.

The attitude ol the aspoys ctm su threatening thi\ Bunker 
Hao, afraid of personal violence, bad to leave hk carriage And return to the 
town hy a by-path on bor^e-back* Major Macphersoa on hearing whit 
had occurred* arranged to return to the Residency next day. The fallowing 
morning the Roridotit visited Sciiniia at his request and found him oppressed 
with anniety- Ho spoke long of the state of affairs. fS He observed that 
amongst the most affected of the Contingent, and somo of his own men 
Emm oar province 8 , nightly meetings for administering pledges—ns on 
Ganges Water—amid infinite boastings of the destruction of the English 
power and of ell Christiani wens very rife/* Ho then sjai J fhe feelings 
flTineed by the sepoys toward i the DIwAll when he attempted to visit 
the Res!lent in Cantonments laaife hi^ going there impossible- pt For 
with hi/life, in was imperilled our groat object to avoid giving 
to the leaden* uF the revolt the Itpretext for forcing on an 
outbreak while wo expected the fall of Delhi to change the whole 
aspect of LbinpJ" He th&rtfure begged, an usaentiaT to the security 
of their intorronrse, Hint Major Murphi-meti should live at the 
RcHdeuryj or aiiywhnre eU_- thu Resident pleased otto in ran ton men ts 
beyond SoindinS jurisdiction* The Resident told him that he had unthu* 
pated hk wishes. Sdndia then asked permi^iuti to guard the R^ideucy and 
large dofehouae with hi.- own instead of the Contango at troops, "when/* 
he added, JI the Residency may also become, as you dourc, a place of refuge 
for the ladies of the Cantonments, such as lias been provided in Agra and 
J hansx and is imj*i nautili her^** Major Maepberaou consented to the 
Residency king guarded by His Highness 1 troops alone. He, however, 
informed the Maharajah that, though be Agreed generally with h.k views 
rtjgurding tin.' Contingent, its officers confided very strongly in their men- 
Scindi* that, their confidence wm to him wholly kicomprcbtmsiblo, 
and added cinpkticcdly “ The Contingent Sepoys have entirely aeeaed 
to be se rvant* cd your Governmontj and this l say expressly with a

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view to acquit myself of responsibility" * The Resident at once informed 


the Brigadier of Seindiu's formal warning. 

Brigadier Hamsiy who commanded the Co®titigant at Gwalior was, 
like John Heanscy at Barraakp-re and Hugh 'Wheeler nL Cawnpore, a 
gallant old soldier, with a large knowledge of the sepoy, of his habit* a ml 
of his Language, and, perceiving in his non little evidence of vlwnge 
from the old die'ipliuti, manners and shew of personal devotion, could not 
understand the transformation which tin? blind fury of fanatical sen! had 
- wrought in them. He considered that llie removal of the ladies, unless 
imperatively necosairy, would indicate want of confidence in the fidelity o! 
the troops, and he "determined to tav nothing on the subject." The 
neat day there was, however, n strong rumour that the troops ware to 
mutiny that night, set fin? to the linoB and massacre their officers. Tim 
Brigadier reluctantly consented to the women and children being sent to the 
Residency. The Diwan wao with the Resident when the women arrived, 
lie instantly rode off to inform His Highness, " Ho came straight at 
spaed with a strong body of homo and posted parties of it, and of foot 
so av to moke safe the Residency and the rends from Cantonments both 
to it anrl to his Palm* lest the officers should need either, " That 
night the infantry and cavalry officers slept in their lines and the artillery 
officers and the old Brigadier before the guns- The belief of the officers 
of the Bengal Army in the loyalty of their men was bn often a grievous 
mistake. But the calm courage and high sacrifice by which, standing 
upon their views of duty, they illustrated their geuerom error must 
command admiration for ever. 


Neil morning, at the earnest request of Stindin, who could no longer 
confide their safety to those of his troojw recruited from cur Provinces, 
tbe ladies were eont from the Residency to one of his palm**. "The 
natives of Gwalior, " Bays one who w»s present, fl crowded to a aigbt inch 
as had never boon scon in their 6(.roots before.

Tho Brigadier aUo wrote- to Major MaephoraoD that he apprehended no 
outbreak and that he thought thaladifff should return, H Two ladies, 
Mrs* Meade and \U§* Murray 4 in opposition to the most urgent solicita¬ 
tions of Major Mnepherrion, returned to Cun too metis la to in the after¬ 
noon, and the news of l heir having done so sen tried lately spread through the 
station, and !md the mrst beneficial effect on the men generally, who it 
was reported to me had been greatly hurt it the distrust implied by their 
leaving the Unntonjnsnte. Many enquiries were made of the other officers, 
whose wives nod children had not if turned, and voluntary c-ffit-ra of protec¬ 
tion and even of rescue were made to 1 htir officers by many other men/ 
it was never dear whether in this lotUncq as iu many others, there nmy 
not have btFn us luncli if wan If nets and apj ridieusiou as of wicked 
purpose in tho conduct and speeches of armed men ugfred by false 
rumours which had been spread with a ayVematic endeavour to sow 
distrust and ill-feeling between ! belli and their officers. The Brigadier 
added— r I am happy to say that the rert of the ladies returned to 
Can 1 ufisneuts this morning and I consider that the eidhiuent turned 
\ y the above ooeurreu^ hw? t o far as this Cantonment is concerned, 
subsided/* On the J ft of J one, the Ocverngr-Oeuerfll Edegnuphed to 
Gwalior, “Convey my thanks at onoe to F triad la for fafc hind and thought¬ 
ful attention, as wall ve his mer guile measures for the Purity of the 
ladies in thfl CaDtaumoDti. It gives me the greatest pleasure to have lo 
ficknawbdgc these repeated proofs of his attachment lo the British Gov¬ 
ernment / 

On tJie 7 th of Jane, the 0 fiber Commanding at J ban si requested aid 
from Gwalior* He merely wished to reduce to iubmusiem fifty men rf 
tho 13-lh Nativi lufanlry who had seized tho treasure. The test of 
the troops he comideied continued loyal. Captain Jfumj f with a wing 
of the 4th Contingent Infantry and a Battery, was sent to quell th« 
handful of mutineer! at J ban si. However, they hud not marched three

He was accompanied by the 
Diwan, " They said tbat, from the nenmeyoE llmcsi and the intimacy ltim ,i 
btfcwoati its population rand that of Gwalior, the atrocity of tlifi maracn? QwsUot* 
and the amount of treasure seized, the Contingent and ail m Gwalior 
were stirred to the very uttermost* All save a very few believed that 
tmr Empire was ra its last hour.* 1 Eomdifl, the Biwau, ami the 
Mahratto. office ra, " survivors of the old war J! still WliovaiJ that wo 
fhrmld triumph. But their belief was sorely triad* Nows came daily 
of buroe and murderous rising Delhi did nut fill It sore preyed 
its bosie^eri. The people of Gwalior shewed by tWr manner full of 
ioscileneej of eiagi^rate d deference or of pity* their ripo ten vk* ion that 
our ruin was o?or. Thu only question to the soldiery nod people was*"* 
when Sumdla* blinded by the Resident find the Dlwan, would accept and 
act upon the conviction. 

On tbcl3tb P at the Durbaris urgent request f Major MacptierAon requested 
the Brigadier to despatch half a regiment undtwo pnj to two districts 
near the river Chnmbul. The ind Regiment, wag selected for thif duty. 

Major Blftkoj their Crjinmanderj "an Officer who, huymtd meat WtU in* 
formed P eiperienccd and bcSoved of his corps" reported (f that it would not 
mnve though he still hoped that it would come right/' But the time hud 
coma when Blake would no longer be left in hi* illusion.

They had already ordered caning® and pal&n- 
c^cdna to convey them to Agra, and an escort of ^modia^ body guard 
tit fTinvrd tbsm* MaopherEong with noble courage and Eelf-dovolion, wished 
to reiftflin at hi* poitj but Scindia, feeling that hts present# would bo a 
*43 nice cf grave emlmrnissioent and that hi a life would not be safe* wisely 
protested against hi* stay, The young sovereign realised the magnitude 
oE a cafcflitrophe which might oven threaten bia throne and F ambus and 
a^il Atod T bo had to face a most difficult position. His troops might Gualutce 
with the rebels and demand that be should brui them against thq English. 
If be refused they might, having powerful aililJery, bombard bin city nod 
fort. His first idea was, by means of his treasure, trt 7 tirebase the departure 
of the rebeba from his territory* But Major Mac photon urged the

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On Friday the 1611a another body "f fugitives, consisting entirely 
of women atnl children, made their way from Gwalior to Agra- At the 


first outbreak of the mutiny in that C’nJjtonaicint, Dr, and Mrs. K irte, 
Mr. and Mr?. Coopknd and Mrs. Rjilces took shelter in Major Bioko's 
bungalow, where they found his wife. As the roods wore soon guarded 
ami planted with gnu a and the cavalry rode to and fro, it was 
impossible for them to make their escape. Straggling shots wore heard 
and an evil din crime over cm wards. The guards ru.-hed into the house 
and said the mutineers had boon joined by the ruffians of the bazaar and 
wore coining to Foot the house. They advised theta to go into the 
garden, for, if they were discovered, they would rasa redly be slain. A 
faithful Muhammadan servant of Mrs. Blake's guided them to a spot 
where they lay concealed behind a bank well covered with bushes. The 
iii_sht was clear and they understood the meaning of tho rod glare in the 
sky. 11 The moon (which had now risen) looked calmly down on our 
misery, and lighted tho heavens, which were Hooked with myriads of 
stare.'* An ominous crackling was heard and shouts .f glee and triumph. 
Tho mob was burning and plundering tho bungalow neat door. Presently 
the diu grew louder: cloud? of iuioka and .-hafts -f flamea swept ovor 
them. Major Blake's house was on fire. Then footsteps were heard 
coming towards them, Tho sepoys were warching for them. “ I =uw 
tho mouulight glancing on their bayonets os they thrmt aside the 
bushes, and they poised so close by us that we might have touched 
them/’* Mira stood by bis mistress. The faithful sentry came and 
told her that 4i the sahib was shot.” She had now no desire to 
escape for " the bitterness of death seemed [xut/'t but Minsa and 
tbo BCptjy dragged her to Mina's hm at tlm eomor of the garden. 
Dr. and Mrs. Kirko with Mrs. Raikiw and her nurse and baby took refuge 
in a stable, Mr. Coopland and his wife followed Mrs. Blake, They all 
crouched down in the hut not daring to move and scarcely to breathe 
Mirra then barred the door and foatend it with a chain. Half flQ hear 
crept on.

There 
whb reason to believe that be wo* one of several emkaaries sent to test 
the of the Native Chiefs. 

Immediately aftar, there came tidings of the mutinous behaviour of 
the 3rd Cavalry at Meerut, then a report that the 7 th Oudh Regiment, 
stationed seven miles from the Ouih Cantonment-, had refused to bite 
the cartridge. The wind of mo tiny was pwkf* But on the 11 th of 
May, Bnrand wrote to Lord Canning 11 I have no reason to suppose that 
any of the contingents of Central India have as yet shown any disposi¬ 
tion to sympathise with the disaffected movement* RiuMW of an 
tin comfortable feeling criming among the Mhow native troops l have 
heard, but nothing definite nnd nothing to which X attach any import¬ 
ance/ 1 Mb-w is an important military station between thirteen and 
fimrtecn miles south-west of Indore. The garrison at the time eon- 
sis feed of oop company of artillery, Enropoaus 91, Natives 93; Bifid 
Wing oi the 1st Light Cavalry, Europeans 13, Natives I^£ ; the 23rd 
Bengal Native I infantry, Europeans 10 ; Natives 1,1X8, Colonel Platt 
of the 23 rd Native Infantry, who commanded Lite station, hnd served 
for mote than thirty years in that regiment, and, in the previous year, 
when an op| ortnnity occurred for hrs joining a European ei-rps, the 
men had unanimously entreated him not to leave them. 

Two days after Durand despatched his lefeter to the Govamor^Gene- 
ral, hi received an unintelligible telegram from Agra regarding the out* 
brent at Meerut and the massacre at Delhi. The unit doy he received & 
more definite account. It was a critical situation. The revolt of the 
Native Infantry at Mhow might or might not follow. Ti e first aim of 
the Remdent was to protect the Residency, to guard the treasure which 
was considerable, and to prevent the eontngion of mutiny spreading from 
the men of the regular army to the sspnp of the Contingent. Tho only 
treopi stationed in Indore, fur the pro tool ion oE the treasure oud other 
buildings, was a regiment of theMnlwa Cqntingeut T two hundred strong* 
Thu contingent was sup ported at thr expense !, f tbs various dopin'rent 
Princes and Chiefs of MiEws, It wpb mainly recruited from (he some 
elaifl os the Bengal sepoy and was pract ically part and parcel of the 
Bengal Army. It ww l like the Gwalior Centre gBnt p paid by one master, 
governed by another master, and owed aitogbuce to no one. Rolkar'i 
troops, the number a ini payment of which were regulated by treaiy. 
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aaitfiir&Ed of about 64£ artillerycavalry and 3,145 in (antiy, 
including 111 a contingent of hor^e which he was bound to furnish to the 
British Government- At Smkrpore, about forty miles from Indore, 
wulb Nation ml the Mulwa Bhil Contiugen*,, reunited from tbo wild 
tribes of Western and Central India which Out ram had rodnimed, 
Domed now imnmalaod to his aid two hun Irod and seventy of theae Blub. 
From SeborB # the head-qnniteri s t the Bhopal Contingent. ho ordered 
two traps of cavalry, two hundred and seventy infantry and two guns.

Tlio following day news arrived that, the oilierrs of the £3rd Oongal 
Nutivr Infantry war? doubtful of their men, and a native was sent to the 
Maharajah with a m^nest for troops, #i Tli ^ were almost immediately 
after countermanded, hut not before the order# had bean tilled by the 
Maharajah. This of rcaure cau^d no slight commotion in the dty^t 
On the SQth, the detachment of the Bhopal Contbgdttt and the Mnlwa 
Bhil Corps arrived at Indore. Be the month of May wore to a close. 

On the 1st of June, news reached Indore of the mutiny at Nnsscerahad,

The contents of the first telegram had become known 
in the bazaar and were eagerly discard- At the bitnie time, it also 
became known In the town tbit Delhi Wd not fallen-* 

On the morning of tho lnt of July, Durand received a letter from 
Agra, dated the SOth of June, stating that the report of the fall of Delhi 
was not true. The British posit ion bail been repeatedly attacked: it wits 
all cur slender force oonkl do to hold their own : and no assault would 
bo made till reinforcements had arrived. Dunnd was busy framing a 
telegram to convey the content* of the letter lo the Governor of Bombay, 
when a native messenger rushed into the room and said there was a 
tumult in the bazaar A groat mnm upproaebing nearer and nearer 
confirmed the intelligence. Durand left hi* desk and walked lo the 
steps of the E^dideniay* At tliat moment ho board the roar of guns- 
Holkurs throe nins-poundnrBj which bail been brought diwn for the protec¬ 
tion of the Besidenoy , wore u pouring rounds nf grape into tin? BhopiL 
Contingent Tavalry at its picket* and lbs infantry in their ffli^—all 
of course quite unprepared—many cooking others batbiug/ J t A little 
after eight that mornings Saadid Khan. a mnn of weight in Indore and tin 
officer in Holkars Cavalry t followed by eight troopers bad galloped 
from the direction of Indore to the Durbar troop* posted between the 
city and the Kotidcnoy shouting — if Got ready, com a oh kill the 
Sahibs : it is the order of the Maharajah.** The Durbar troop** Lurnod 
out at once and, screeching their religious erics, formed up. The gunners 
placed their guns in pwltlon and opened fire. The infantry* joined by

A picket of Light Cavalry was thrown out 
about five miles on tbe Indore rosni under tw'0 Lieu tenants., &ud another 
of iifty fiijpr.n-6 under Lieutenant Simpson tu the north of the eautonmeiitfi 
near el ra.vine. The women mi children who hud taken refuge in tliu 
Artillery barracki were moved into the aimmnl, or fortified squares and 
the European battery scut to guard it* "AH officers wore ordered to 
proceed to the liuo^ of their men and remain there all night, ready to 
turn out at a moment A± uaticu ami the men were kepi! accoutred. The 
arsenal guard was increased by thirty men ; and everything wins ready 
to resist the Attack if possible.*^ 

About U‘SU F.w. the officer^ of the 1st Cavalry, after having dined 
at mess* went to their lines. Captain Brooke and Hie subaltern who hud 
accompanied him in the* morning espoditiop had a tcnl pitched tivn or 
three yank in front of the main guard After seeing that their horse* 
w ere ready for act ion, t hey went to the tent and tried to sleep. About 
ten. o'clock u small bungalow iu hunt omight fire- Broukek companion 
went out to see the cause *>\ this. Oti miehiug the guard, he found 
Lieutenant- Martin, the Adjutant, m the centre of the nten talk ing to 
them, "1 joined him, and observed om innu in my troop—a villain; 
he had bis carbine, and began to cavil with Marlin about sume men 
Brooke and I had killed in the in Drain g. I feeling sleepy said to Martin,

flake stop I J I caught hold of hie arm and said, 1 Only keep tip and 
follow/ but at thifl moment 1 felt I was done. We ported, as I thought, 
only to meet in death/ 1 * Brooke and the officer aF the I si Cavalry rushed 
on. H By this time the infantry hnd el 11 risen ; anil as I rwij the ground 
was tom up with bullets and they fell thick t \round me, Their lines 
were in a direct linn between the fort and ours, so that we poor fellows 
had to run the gauntlet of bath fires/' Qn approaching a bungalow 
about a quarter of ft n^ile from the fort, ho saw two natives and rushed 
up to them. He “simply took their hands, barely able to speak, and 
-.iid t 'Save me/ They did—to them I nwe my life / 3 The men of the 
infantry regiment were fast advancing, screeching their religious ety* and 
the two natives hid him in a small house, Some sepoys curno to it, but 
they could not find him. Then there was a lull, His native friends hod 
disguised him in their dutim He opened the door and ran for the fori. 
£l Can I ever make you fed the deep thankfulness that was m mv heart 
as I ran across the open plain up the hill to the fort. The artillerymen 
were manning the walla, and the sentry's call was never mom thankfully 
received 5 and I cried friend! friend! and found myself inside,"* 

Thu officers- of the Eftrd regiment dined that night at the Sergeant- 
Major** house dose to the Sines. After dinner they sat ia a group outride 
to enjoy the onol of the night. Then it was proposed that they sbomH go 
to their bails at the bell tout® of each of their cam pom eg. Ap they were 
moving away* some ona said, "The report is, the regiment will meat 
ton to-iiight/ J The Major answered, "Oh, very well j lot'* wait ami 
*oe/ J The words were liardly uttered when they heard sheds in the 
cavalry lines, and n idled towards their companies. They were received 
with shots and with difficulty made their way to the fort . On the nrrival 
of the fugitives at the fort, Colonel Platt, who eommuded, ordered the 
native guard to be disarmed and turned out of the fort Ho also ordered 
the European battery to turn out. He then called upon the officers hi 
Follow him and do nrluii they could hi stop the outbreak. Fagan knew it. 

■ LftUr from »* If foqgity li JjI Cxtvlrjt, fori Jmiy tiil~ 
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wan hopeless, to r bo luul been obliged to ran the gauntlet of the men^s 
firs; but he at on^ responded;, and mounted bin horse, remarking oaJy 
tbat it wm too late, Platt replied, '* Yun are the man I ahruys t-xik yon 
for," Half an hour passed before the battery moved out, The horse* 
wore knocked up by their morning's work and several of the drivers had 
deserted. As it advanced up the infantry [mradej it wub several times 
fired upon, but no rebel could be seen. The blazing bungalows lllmni* 
mited the grouml, but the huts of the sepoys Tram in darkness. When 
opposite the centre of the infantry line*, flungorford halted, expu ating to 
he joined by the Colonel and the Adjutant, N o sign of them. The 
sepoys again opened fire, Hungerford unlimbcrod and fired several rounds 
of grape and round shot into the lines. iC There was some groaning* and 
noise, but nothing visible ; and in a few minutes everything was perfectly 
quiet/** The whole of the cavalry had trotted away in regular file and 
taken the road to Indore: the infantry had also ftihJ ii] tho greatest

At day-break, ail officer who had been hilling in the bazaar all night, 
crept into the fort and told them that- Colonel Platt and Captain Fagan 
had been killed in their lines, and Major Harris was lying dead in the 
road shot by bis nwn trooper*. A detiwdmcutj eonttfiting of two guns, 
ridden by gutiQcrg? (Europeans] and (tofitted by volunteers, was tent out 
uEider Captain Brooke to *catch for the bodies of the missing oflSeets.

Unit very morning two 
men of the 23rd Native Infantry who were with Lieu tenant Simpson on 
[kbit duty escorUxl him safely to the fort. Major Cooper, their 
Commando r, promised to rowan! their fidelity by promotion to the Tank of 
Havildar, but they subsequently deserted and joined their comrades. 
The struggle in the sepoy breaet between fidelity and .ugard for his 
officer and the wild Bacchic impulse to fight for his frith in one of the 
most tragic fcatikTOfl of the mutiny.

alul would like to keep watch on the bastions if wo would let them/ 1. 

On this 3rd of July, Htmgorford was informed tluit Hulkar's troops, 
a^^mpumed by the mutineers from Mboir f mount to attack the fort 
Every preparation was mode to meet it, and II linger ford, baying lieon left 
alone at Mhow without any political officer, assumed political authority 
and wrote to the Maharajah as follows t —

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Tlie news of the attack on Indore Residency hy Ilolkftr 1 * troop* 
fjiiread like wild fire throughout the country around. It was stated that 
t he Maharajah Lad joined in the revolt, and tho petty chiefs wore ready to 
follow tho example supposed to have been set by the grot MahntU 
sovereign. The Rnjah uF Amjliera immediately s-ent his troop* to attack 
the small town of Bhopawnr where a detachment of rhe Dhil Corps wm 
stationed. News of their approach reached Dr, Chisolm, who wo* in 
medicut charge &f the cantonment. " I immediately assombM the men 
of the Itliii Corps, about ISO ill n tun her (the headquarters as von know 
being a way), got oat two small guns which we had, helped to load them 
with my own hands, and posted them in a good spot, 1 then amt to 
Lieutenant Hutchinson, the Political OiTuor, who was Jiving three mile* 
away, and told him ivfiat 1 had dure, recommending him to join me and 
make a stand at the line? of the Bhi] Corps. He aocordingly ^ 
down with his family. All this oammed on the evening of the 2nd 
July," Night fell without any appearance of the eiwiny. The men lay 
down at their put* and the two officers slept at the quartcr-guinL 
When dawn broke, they discovered that only twenty Bhils remained m 
the line*; the other* had stolen away from fear r and it was evident from 
thoir conduct that these twenty did not mean to fight. IfesistaiR’C was 
now hopeless, and the women nnd children had to lx> considered. On 
the mum in® of the Slid of Toly, Lieutenant and Mrs. Hutchinson and 
child, Mrs. 9tookley nod four children, and )>r. Chi»elm started for 
Jhabua, a small subsidiary native state between Indore and Amjham. J n 
the afternoon they arrived within its boundary, and hod kilted to rest 
tliotr cattle when they wore overtaken by A small body of horse and foot, 
who hiul boon sent in pursuit of them. “ We gave ourselves up for 
loatj but Lieutenant Hutchinson and myself prepared to sell nor Kw# 
** dearly tif- we could. Fortunately, wc were well nrnied, bavins Eve 
guns between us." Though worn out with fatigue, Hutchinson nnd 
Chisolm kept watch till night, each awaking his companion (if he slept) 
at the slightest enure for ulnrm. “ You may imagine how dreadful * 
night the poor Indies jmssed; indeed few of uur party will be disposed 
I fancy, ever to forge! it, Nothing hot jungle all round j one miserable 
hut within sight, belonging to somo (fdA runners, deserted again by tfce 
few people who aecomiwnied us so fur from Hhopnw&r * and a baud of 
a Mavrins at haml (hinting for mir blood." When day light returned, a 
Email ]»arty l.e lunging to ths JhaUia state eon ducted them to an adjacent 
town. At first they treated them with, civility, bur towards evening 
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they grow insolent and began to plunder them, " We stew our prot- 
tlon had but little improved, and we prepared again to sell our lives ah 
dearly as we could,” At this moment, an escort sent by the Chief to 
conduct them to hb capital arrived, and the next morning (Btli July) 
thev reached their goal and found shelter and safety. The y cmnsj Chief, 
a good-looking youth of sixteen, received them with marked kindness, 
in consequence of bin minority, the managerucut of Affairs rested in the 
Imnds of his grandmother; and she, in the true chivalrous spirit of her 
race, did a!! she could for the safety and comfort of her way-worn guest*. 
“ To protect ns,” Dr, Chisolm cays, "was as muck as she rodd do; 
for there were a number of Ami® and men of that class in the employ 
of the Chief; and these fanatics loudly demanded onr surrender that they 
might put ns to death. The family themselves arc Eujputs, and had 
fortunately a number of Rajput retainers about them. To these they 
assigned our protection; and faithfully did they execute their frutt. 
Not a Mussulman sepoy was allowed to approach our quarters in the 
palace ” Five days did they enjoy the hospitality and protection of the 
young Rajput Chief. Then, escorted by some troopers whom H olkur hjul 
sent for their rescue, they returned to Bhopawur, where they remained 
for a couple of days. "From Blwpawar” Dr. Chisolm writes,“we 
intended to go into Indore, where Elolfcur had kindly prepared room* for 
us in his palace. But, hearing that many of bis troops wore etili in a 
very agitated state, and that the Mussulmans in the city were ripe for 
mischief, wo turned off and came in here, thinking it more prudent, both 
on Balkar's account and our own. Wc arrived on the nigh!, nf the l€th 
July, thanking God for His mercy to ns during so many days of danger/ 1 
The next flay Hungerford wrote to the Bengal Government: ' The 

country is perfectly quiet, the Maharajah of Indore most anxious for 
opportunities to prove his friendship and fidelity to the Government, 
This Fort is strengthened and proviBinncd in such manner as to enable as 
to boll it for any length of time against any native fame; trade and 
bald ness aro carried on as usual in the towns in HoUcaris stales. The 
Maharajah’* tributaries having discovered the mistake they first foil into 
of thinking Hoi tar inimical to the British, luive suppressed all disorders 
in their own districts, and aro willing to assist in maintaining order. 
Some oE the Maharajah's troops alone show a had spirit, and are still 
mutinon* and diaifeuted; but they will, I think, bo ustrainod from 
any further excess, acd cm the arrival of European troope the Maharajah 
will at un.ee disarm and punish them, ” 
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ii wue due to the courage with which Hungerford a—timed rfcfportsi- 
bility p and the tact ntul firmness he displayed* that Mhow was saved from 
Calling into the hand.* of Hiti mutineers, and tranquillity was preserved 
throughout Hrjlhat^s wide territorial 

While at Hflfehajigabnd* nows reached Durand which made him vary 
anxious. There had coma to the Commissioner of Nagpore false reports 
that the fort at 31 how hud fallen into the hands of the muEdneem and 
Hint nil the Europeans hud been massacred. He thereupon ordered all 
the officers commanding the military poets on the northern line ot his 
territory to faJJ book if the Indore mat in cars threatened to march towards 
tho south„ ami ho wrote to General Woodhura urging him to march 
eastward towards N:igpore< D errand felt that the line of the Nerhmlda 
must be held in order to prevent the conflagration in the north ^prowling 
to the Booth. He wrote to the Commissioner of Nagpore and te the 
Government of India piloting out the gr&w political tiud strategic error 
involved in the proposed change of operations. Ho also wrote to General 
Woodbtmi exjjrtsssmg hi* strong diaappi^val of It, He went further, 
He took upon himself the grave responsibility of authorizing the oificcrs 
commanding the military posts to disregard the orders they had received. 
Fearing that written words might nut confirm Wuudhum J s wavering 
purport 1 , be again forth «outhwaid Eo reach UiiH and to exercise his 
own strong wall over him. On the way, gbd tilings reached Durand 
that his vigorous requests for the advance of the column hail Imjco sue- 
oessFtiL General \\\ ~lburn hail been forced by ill-health to resign fain 
crnnmandp and Brigadier General Stuart* who had succeeded him* wiu 
ordered to march direct for Mhow by way of Aflaarghnr, 

On the morning of the liith of July* the colamn f consistiug of the I4tb 
Light Dragoons, oolcoiflb'd Field flattery, Llie £Mli Bombay Native 
Infantry* ami a Pontoon Train* loft Aurangabad and made its way over 
rfim rough pass of Chowkcr. Eight ilnylater they were on campod oti 
the south bank of the river TuptL Cbdara now broke out in the camp 
and* in a few hours* many died. u Major Follttfct, Commanding the t fith 
Regiment, Bombay Native Infantry, died here about p.u. Ho was a 
fine man and much beloved of his regiment/ 1 Before the first streak 
of dawn* the column moved slowly down the high tank* revered with trees 
to the ford. Once upon the shingle at the water's edgo, the infantry* 
taking off shoes and Bteckingi, waded across and formed up tm the 
opposite Link, l# Than down come* the artillery i gun after gun, dashing 
the stream about in a thousand rambows as- they fraa through ; then? an? 
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the dragoons and gaudily dressed irregulars in groups qniofcly watering 
their horses; thena Jk«Iv-b«trere carrying the Kick man a row, Fprinkling

On the morning of the Sflnil of July, the column encamped to the 
nurth of the fort of AsaarghuT on a little plateau mimmudod by denso 
jungle* Tlmt evening Colonel Duraiu.lninifl into camp from the fort* and 
from that time he impressed hie strong character 011 the movements of the 
column. 

On the b l4th of July the column rat forth for the Nerliodda J and on the 
evening of the fourth day the brood and rapid stream lay before them. 
The monsoon rain had fallen an the Mb, arid the stream was running 
EohL In a few hour a it roae several feet. , c H i gh and large boulder? 
rapidly disappeared j the current increased in rapidity, while huge trunks 
of trees, bushes, and logs of wixxl came floating down* 1 * The river must 
bo crowed at once. Large bouts of a rude description were ready, and 
upon them tbs troops, artillery uni baggage were fekeri across The 
whole of the Urd Hyderabad Cavalry tinder the command oE Caytem Ojt

1 ” After firing the sale to, the small garrison 
came ont to meet the column nts they marched into Mhow, “ the £Stb 
hand playing rejoicingly.'' three days later, the force wm strengthened 
hy the arrival of 231) bayonets cf H. M. *6tb. 

The timely relief of Mbiw reved the line of the NVludda, and it 
gave us an important bare for military operation#. But every hand was 
uoir ft gainst the Knglicb—from Xenmidi to Saugor, Frum Gwalior to 
Miniw—and the farce at Onmndfo disposal v#s extremely inadequate 
lo the restoration of order and the stay of anarchy. The Gwalior

wai In o]ien mutiny, and no Imst could be put in ihe Mllwa 
contingent. Ifnlfca^E force, w hich had supplied the troops who had 
attacked and burnt the Residency, cutihirted cf SO gnns of various 
calibre, about 1,*<JU horse and five battalions of diseiplincd infantry j and 
Golkar's capital contained a turbulent pope It lien ready to burn and slay. 
Durand's force was esfiiciouL to disarm Ifolkar’s force at Indore and 
miintoin order in the city, But lie could net at the same time disarm 
Molkar ■ trrwjM stationed in separate cantonments. He was weak in 
infantry and the rain had tendered the country imputable. He there- 
fore wisely deter mim'd to leave Indore alone for the present and to make 
preparations for operations against tbs enemy who were openly defying 
cur power and spreading rebellion over the whole slate of Malwa." In 
July, a number of Sdndia** revolted troops had seized M undesore, an 
important town near the Rajputann frontier, about a hnndr«t and twenty 
miles north-west cf Indore. ATI the turbulent Afghans and foreign 
mercenaries in the snramudirg districts joined them. Fire* Shah, of the 
Oshii royal family,, plained at their Lead and raided 1 he Mm-sulmao 
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standard. But Durand W to possess his eonl in P*&W* The 
heavy rains continued and rendered the black cotton anil impassable. 
Ho ma le tie best m* of the delay. " Tho hammer and forgo were going 
night and day in the fort, gear for elephants ami siego-gnni was making, 
no trained bollocks wore being taught the draught of guns, ui'ul com tuis* 
sariat stores were being prepared." In September, the rebel force 
had risen to some seventeen or eighteen thou sa nd * Ah Easter in 
Western lands marks the awakening of spring, so in India the Hasalim— 
like Easter & moveable festival, occurring in September ut the early days 
of October—itWiiks the close of the season when the rain waters the 
parched plains, and the arrival of dry winter when the fields arc g»«n 
with young corn. Same intercepted letters informed Durand that at 
the dose of the great Hindu festival a general rising would take place 
in Hriwu,. On the 14th of October, when the rains had barely ceased, 
news reached MW that a body of RohilUu was about to move on the 
town of Mandfcaar on the Nerbuildu.

Two days 
later, three coiupimi^ of the Shth Bombay Native Infantry, three guns, 
and "fifty sabiw of II* M. Hth Light Dragoons were ordered to 
proceed without delay to the support of Lieutenant Clark* On the l ' J lh, 
orders were issued for the column to march, and tdl Europeans left 
Stnart * behind to go into the fort.

When news of the attack on the Residency afc 
Indore reached Dhur, sumo four hundred m&nseimxi^ mainly Arabs and 
Afghans, wIid hud been enlisted by the Prime Minister, plundered and 
burned two British gkition# R and on their return they toot posHsaon 
of the fort uF Dliar, On the lath of October, Cup tain Hutchinson, the 
Political Aijent, reported that the mother mud uncle of the young Chief 
had instigated the rebellion and outrages of the mercenarieiij and that the 
Durbar had received with marked attention and civility omi&mriet from 
M and as Off, where the insurgents, under the Imperial Prince, had become 
a formidable fbiim Durand determined to attack at ftlice the fort at * 
LHuirj ntid, having crushed rebellion ther-e, to march north against the 
Sh&himla and disperse the AI undcsors army. 

On the - 3n d of October, after \i wearisome march over a broken and

0 n the 2 1 th, the siege-train arrived at the camp at Dhur, ’which was 
Ta# Fort of pitched in eld euoriiKins ravine yurrouDdcd on all fide 4 by heights broken 
Dh * r * by gigantic fissures, About a mile and a half to the north, on a mound 

some thirty feet above the plain, stood the fort with ifff massive walla 
bnilt of fine-gnimed rod granite, some thirty feet high, having at inter- 
ynla fourteen bastions and two square tf/wars. To capture thus citadel by 
coup do main was impossible. The walls must ho breached, and to 
establish n breaching battery, a position must be taken np as near as 
practicable. The southeast and north fares wore quite omippruachabk 
from the plain, upon which there was little or no cover, and the 
approftohns on ad these sides ware almost peTpencHctdiTj while the walls and 
bastion a wore considerably higher on account of the fall ©f the liiUfl. The 
we#t face was defended by thick zigzag Iwp-dudwL walls, s-trongthenod 
by baetione, running up from the lower gate to the curtain. la 
eolith was an intricate, almost impregnable, eastern gateway* flanked 
by iiry a bastions. Opposite the west face* and only three op four 
of hundred yards distant from it, was a long high mound terminating at 
Mw* n large lak\ It was determined to take advantage of this natural 

paralEol and to met a branching bftttafy on it at a spot opposite the 
comer curtain. Strong cavalry and infantry pickets were thrown out on 
the east and on the northern faces* and as the lake was unibrdahlu it was 
considered that thorn was no escape for the enemy. On Sunday morning, 
Eotli October* the Sfltb and Madras sapper* marched through a gorge 
leading from the camp to Dh&r. As the troops neared the fort* a very 
smart fire of musketry, gingall* and round shot was kept up by the 
enemy. 11 The artillery dashed along in splendid style and speedily 
opened fire upon the bastions* while the 8th with their rifles subdued the 
heat of the fire from the m ate block mein All this time the mortar

through She air to other houses. The conflagration spread foster end 
faster, and the whole town was enveloped in llanos dickering high nod 
broad ; then aruee a din of voices, uinid volley a id muukeLry, rattling* and 
seroimiSj, and howling of dogs. Hoof after roof tumbled in, nod soon the 
village was one huge pile, overshadowed by curling clouds of smoko 
dancing high above the flumes and darkening the bright starry *ky. It 
was a gorgeous tight, and if beauty could acconipciiiypudi u picture, it was 
there, aj? every flume., and cloud, am I burning tin] bur lay reflected* 
bright und changing, on the still bosom of the lake below.** The party 
rushing through the scorching flaming ttrcetf returned in safety to the 
battery. By the morning of the itfth # t1i» I S-poundern and £4-j»imrJcr 
howitzer hud made a considerable hot* in 1 he carta in. The next day 
the enemy hoisted n white ring and a malinger way sent to them* but 
after sumo coEivefriitiun they drove him nwuy. It wjw only ft rose 
on (heir imri lo gain uii importunity >>f examining the bmieli, All 
through the day of flic Slot the British batteries kept up au unremitting 
fire, while that of the enemy slackened, At scinEor, ll storm log parly 
wa» ordered to be In reading for the night, and Corporal* Hankins ami 
Clarke volunteered to examine She broach for them. About ten o'clock, 
the two ifaldiciB ►tufted* itfirbed lh@ top, mad* their exammatiun* and 
returned. The breach wa* practice Mo and easily ascended. ThepUr- 
ndsbing party was ndvatced, mounted the breach, and entered the fort 
unopposed by a ftjul. The rebels, foreseeing in iivitili, had left (ho fort 
by the main gateway, and taking advantage of the cover afforded 
by pkntatioaa of high-gTowu sugar-KAtie and gigantic cereal* ami darkly 
shaded groves cif mango and tamarind trees, they had made their 
escape oil observed by the outlying pickets.,* 
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The Governor General's Political Agent ordered the fort oF Dhar to 
be tkmoliahod ami the state to bo eanfbtfuted ponding the final deci*inn 
of GoyemmBDt * At five o'cWk on the inoming of the 8th of Novem¬ 
ber, the column started from its encamping-ground at Dior- They left 
iJin once stately fort a hasp of ruins, the palace am 1 gate* burning piles. 

* « Xhe fljiin«g shot up from the crackling musses beneath them in wild 
luridily, and glimmered upon the deporting masse* in ghastly beams, 
us they threaded along in silent tramp beneath the shadows of the dis¬ 
mantled bastions and walk. 11 they continued their march through 
western Midwu towards Hunde&orc, news reached them of ihe evil deeds 
done by the enemy who hud preceded them. t p In several of So India *h 
villages nod towns they had plundered the inhabit inis, beaten them* and 
carried away the women, 1 * On the 8th of Nwember, a largo body of 
B fg4-* the Afghan mercenaries or Veiny utica, as they were imlled* attacked the 
ber, station of Mehidpore, garrisoned by a poiidon of the Ufllwa contingent, 

commanded by Major Timmins. The infantry and ortdkry of the eon* 
lingent were drawn up near the artillery linesj and the genu opened on 
the memjj who were Tinder cover of the bungalow* and their enclosures. 
The majority of the contingent infantry, however, refuted to attack 
when led on by their officers* Af The SLdiuh-Jjif-Major opened hid jacket 
ai the rebel* approached, took out a green flag nod hoisted it 4 * Only a 
portion of the artillery stood to their guns, and at neon the rein]fa at¬ 
tacked and took them, ** The contingent troops then Bed, and their 
officers were forced to caisapa, escorted by a faithful band oE ike 2nd 
Gwalior Cavalry "f On the 9th of Novamherj they arrived in oar camp. 
That night. Mayor Grr, with three hundred and thirty-raven sabres, 
iliawn from tbo 1*1, 3rd f and 4th Regiments started for Muhidporo. 

On the morning of the l^lh, after a march of skfcy mile*, On 
arrived at MahMporc and found it had just been evacuated, the enemy 
having taken with them two 12-ptmndergj Four R-pounderSj and sixty 
cartload* of ammunition nod plunder, 14 Grr after watering and feed¬ 
ing hi* horses set forth in pursuit- After n ride of twelve miles he tame 
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in loudi with their raajr*guard at the village wf Rawih They wore well 
posted, h_»\'i VwHt right resting on the village and tbc-ir front covered 
by a ufcilbih orrmikk On immediately crossed the rivulet suit!, brav¬ 
ing iht fire of the gum, Abbot and Jokes tone with their troopers 
chained. A& they rode up to them tile enemy fired, and the grape 
passed over their heads with a l ushing noise like a covey of birds/ J In 
another instan t they were right upon tho buttery sibri ug the gunners. 
Ami then began ft mortal tussle. The Afghans standing up UUiiifnllj, 
made a desponitu resistfince. An English officer came up with one of the 
Rohilhis. ° He was a fine fellow, and perhaps ft leader. He was 
requested to Burrendrrj this 1i« re filled to do m v he was then told that 
unless he did so, death would assuredly be hEi« portion. Then ensued the 
struggle for life in deadly con diet, which he manfully maintained upon 
fool till the cold sharp spear u£ his antagonist pierced hi^ breast ; ho 
then Fell upon the field, cant one agonised withering look of a tilill unvftH* 
quished spirit oil hia foe, throw bis arms across bis oyts, and died with¬ 
out-a gToau/ J The combat eon dimed until darkness fell and the enemy 
vanished in the I !l crop- ..i' sugarcane and jownree. But the guim were 
ryiaken with sill their urn munition, ami one hundred and fifty of tho 
enemy lay dead ou the field. The British loss was one hundred- killed 
and wounded* 

On the I till LJ November, Durand received a despatch from Major 
Or? i is forming him of the defeat of the mutineers at Mdudporv* The 
ieows was important, not merely on account of the success gained* hut 
because it proved tho loyalty and gallantry of the IIydorabad contingent. 
Durand continued Ms march through western Mahva toward* Muadcfiaro 
ns fast as the roads would pc mi it. On the lHth of November* the 
camp was pitched at Honda on the kmks of the Chtmibub Spies 
stated tbit n large rebel force was now only twenty miles away and 
that the rebels had determined to give the British battle in the open 
field. They had spread in Munclosure the report that. they had defeated 
the Engli&b at Dhar and that they were now going to d&lruy 
utterly the few remaining Feringhces who had the temerity to follow 
them ao far. But, with oriental carol egstiets they neglected, what was 
moat vital to their sneers—the defence of tho great natural harrier* 
To cross ilia ChunihuJ without opposition was- ft business of no light 
nature. 1 , for the hanks were rugged and a!moat perpendicular, the stream 
Wftd itLpid Lind deep, and its bed broke n by tmomuEJs hoidderH of basalt. 
The sapper* had cut a road down the bank fur the artillery and then 
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the passage began. '■ It was a beautiful picture/'says an aye-witness. 
"Tin; steep, verdant, shrubby haulra covered with our varhil forces, 
elephants, canids, horse*, ftnd bullocks; die deep flowing clear river 
naebidg on and on to the far mat to the soft deep blue tuftod horizon ; 
the I mbble aud yelling of nioti, the 1"winy of cuttle, the grunting ivreii ms 
of the autcLs, mid Lite trumpeting of the weary heavily-laden elephant 
the rattle of our artillery down the bunk, through the river, and up 
the opposite side; the splashing and plunging (jf our cavalry through tJie 
drciiiin—twigbin it anil eager for the green encamping-grountU before 
Lliem i and everybody bo busy and jovial, streaming up f n , nl the d^p 
water to their respective grounds; and all this in the face, almost, of an 
enemy." The crossing of the force, u in munition, and Wgago occupied 
nearly the whole day. 

On the muming of the St 1 st of November, the column encamped 
four miles south of MqlHlwn*. In the afternoon, the enemy came out 
from the town and occupied in force a village Qjxjn the British left, 
and formed up into considerable mnsaew upon the oxlfnsivo plateau in 
front of their line. The accurate fire of the British guns caused the 
musses to waver; the order wan given for the sappers mid II yd cm had 
infantry to occupy the village, which was speedily done, for ns tlif-v 
advanced, the enemy evacuated it and fled. "The cavalry pumiwUnd 
cut up a good Dumber of them; the maim body then (led into Mundesure. 
By o'clock the field n’u, ours." 

The spies lutd informed Pi in! id Him. the rebel feme, some live 
thousand in number, who hail Ik.vu besieging Nivnuidi, had raised the 
■iege, and were hastening to jam I heir euiniades at Miindcpio r. lie, 
therefore, determined to occupy u position which would enable him to 
prevent their junction. The next morning be crossed the river, oud, 
making a (lank movement to the left, he encamped to the west of the 
town within two thousand yank of the suburb, lie wav just in time. 
A cavalry movement showed that the hfcennteh robe Is were psled in 
considerable force live miles away on the high rood to that station. At 
dawn, Durand struck his amp and went forth to meet them. There 
was a small branch of the river to be crossed, and before all the baggage 
could be got over, the enemy earue out from Mwadoon to full upon the 
rcar. The dragoons and two guns soon drove them hock. The immJ, 
eentinuF.il, unmtfvHfad- When they had gone about five miles and 
approached the spot where the enemy wa a Mid to lie [vsUd, a Jftilt Waii 
aeuudcd A few officers rode abend, when they «iw in front of them what 
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seemed likr muring mugefl anfl flags, waving above the liigh crop* f.f 
grain, fi They 1 ieca.1110 more and mono distinct am] presently we eonld 
tiNL 1 iii huge body of honeixitiD and two bodies of infantiy, ,f It was the 
rniFfn y foam Nwjnuch in foiw. They had selected n very strong 
position upm tbh road, their right reeling on the Tillage of Ooorsiuh, 
fchoir centre on a long hill, and their left well covered by fields* of uncut 
min f with broken ground ami nullahs in their front fnU of water and 
mud. 

The troops took up their position for the battle. The artOkry ml tied 
to the front, the men cheering ttxid waving tln ir hats us they flew post 
to upon fire. The H«th formed into double line on the right of the 
guns; the fc^thi with the Marine tappers r* Tcijfo* on their left, moved 
up under a sharp and licovv hre in double line* * us beautifully as on a 
piada ground" to tin? euem/a cento. To the left of these was the 
H yderabad infantry, and on either Hanks wore the dragoon* mid irregular 
cavalry. The Hyderabad Contingent artillery opened fire from the 
British left centre. During the artillery due)* the enemy’s infantry 
cam* down from their heights nnd with banners and flags of all eolonra 
flying niltaneocl to within a few yards* of tho infantry, Thtf£ath 
Bombay Native Infantry, led by Major Hubert son, cb a fgod and drove 
diem back, Liontenant Martin of tlw Bengal Cavalry, with some score 
of dragoons, flung himself on the encmf* guns and cut, down the gun- 
pen:. But the dashing charge w&£ not anpport*!, and bo hud to retire, 
htivitiig received a wound in the knee* The horsemen r howoverp ngo-in 
f D |] on the gun* and captured them. Tho unomy t contesting every iudb 
oj the ground, retired to tho village.* Tho K6th nud «5th Bombay 
Native Infantry now moved on it: and tho men foil fiurt, because they 
had to jaw a Rood many mi! lull a filled with «>|wyit who, from these 
ambuscades, pl«4 the* muskets with offeet. But keeping well together, 
they nrrmoonted the difficulty of the ground and attacked the village. 

The walls of the hodiwtt and Ihc mclocima were piaferd with loopbofM 

through whkh the rebel* «mn»ra»d a well stained fusillade. The 
BHliih soldier and the Bombay sojngr fought their war into the village, 
but a „ the enemy W"™ under shelter and aimed to costly that every shot 
told, the assailants were ordered to withdraw. During tin* eon]bit, tin 
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runr-£:nard was attacked by a strong liody from the city of Mnndeenro. 
The Hyderabad Cavalry, commanded by Captains Abbott and Murray, 
with two gnne and three companion of infantry, wore sent to reinforce 
it. Tim two gun* opened cm thy enemy, mid when they Insgiu to 
wnvor, tho Hyderabad Cavalry and a troop of the Idfch Dragoons, eom- 
manleI by Lienlenanf Loith, charged them and <ir nTO them back to a 
point where ft small pond u( water and some shallow pits or stone 
quarries joined. Lieutenant Kedmayne who was loading, wheeled round 
the pond, being oloscly followed by Lioptenant Chapman and a few dragoon* 
A tremendous concentrated fire o£ musketry from the quarry dashed 
oenrly the whole to the earth. Lieutenant Hodnauyne, whose horse 
lio.il carried him far ahead of his men, web, while lying on the ground, 
hacked to pieces by tha rebels. " Whnti his boily to brought 
in, no feature could te retsognis#J. ,( At this moment Captain Abbott 
appeared on the other ride of the pita, and the enemy retraced iut-o 
the \tLi tides ora fort. Sable night fall, and tile K.dijlLlw huld the 
village—« flaming fire. 'I he British Lies ww great—upwards of sixty 
olBcern and men wounded. 

About 10 o'clock nest morning, the 18-pnunder and 2-t pounder liawifc- 
zers were brought up to within two bund red and fifty yards of the 
village and potued forth a storm of shot. and shell. The houses were 
reduced to a msuu of ruins and the Ere consumed nil that would bum. 
But the gallant garrison still hold out. Towards i f.h., Urn Bflfch Regi¬ 
ment, tbn 25th Bombay Native Infantry, and Home Madias sappers 
stormed the burning village. The heroic RobiHas defended the burning 
rtheds witli dogged bravery, and, from the top* of the charred ruins, sent 
a deadly fire on their as sail ants as they rushed through the streets. 
k T|j e Modnsssec* with their huge blue turbans, behaved gloriously, as 
thev ftlwsivs do. They went rushing about like Mabmandora in the Homes 
and' smoko." The Bombay sepoys, always patient, faithful and brave, 
also ohouo that iky. Mirny of them were wounded as they charged Ihe 
village, or in the fur ion* hand-to-hand struggles. When they were 
brought into tho fluid hospital with urine and legs shattered by round 
shots, limits anil body perforated by musket bullets, and fltssh wound b of 
no slight nature, their general observation vnm, " All well, never mind, 
we have eaten the Sircar's salt for many years ; this has been good work, 
anil tho Sircar will be good and take care of us, or cur families if we 
die." 11 One poor follow, whose blood was welling away profusely from 
a wound near tho shoulder joint, was offered a little brandy-and-watOT a.-; 
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n rf-im nW , *hon he nobly said *Give it to my brother first/ who sat 
next to hint groaning in agony ; be then drank and said ho did not mind 
his wcond, fnr he knew Government would not forgot him During 
that dreadful colt flier, tho County Downs hud to freely uso their bayonets 
au they drove the TUdiillim, contesting every inch of the gronnrt, out of 
the houses. The Irish lads n-t only fought manfully, but their conduct 
increased the luetic of the soldiers' heroism. 11 Occasionally a bob nl the 
sister ide, all covered with sweat and dust, hie face blackened by powder 
and wnoke, would he seen lending tenderly outside tho wells a wutinro or 
II child." When evening came, only a few rebels remained in strongly 
built houses nt the upper end of the village. Cavalry pickets were 
thrown around them and the troops rotnrnod to camp. f| The next day 
not a living soul remained in Goontriah.’* 

The capture of Goorariah was n mortal blow to rebellion in Western 
Malwa. During the attack on the village, tho Shnhzada and his Afghan 
mercenaries evacuated Mttndeitoro, and us they fled through tlio country, 
the population attacked them and drove them into the jungles. After a 
laige breach had beau madu in one of the walls of the Matnjeiore fori by 
the Mud mu Sappers, iu or dor to rentier it untenable by a foe, the column 
marched for Indore. Major Orr was left behind wilh hie Force of 
Hyderabad troops and Chptoin Rf-ntingB was appointed political agent 
of Western Malwn.t Ko better civ due could have been mnde. Ho had, 
lie Tore the outbreak at Indore, 'controlled bin own district with oonragii 
and energy, anil during the operations he bad rendered gnod service by 
miring and managing some native lofie* in tho small «Utw north of 
Indore. On the lSEh of Deeerober, the column marched. through the 
suburb* of Indore and pitched ihcir camp in front ..f the ftesiileuey. 
Thu massive walls of the lately home of the Govern or-General'■ Agent 
at Indore steal, but the inside hod been eomphtety gutted. Tin ehoreb, 
«n pretty little village-like sanoluory," hod been rifled and defiled. OE 
iht hospitals and other buildings nothingrewaiiisd but Itykraad tumble¬ 
down walls. Hut the British ruprcs ntnfcive, cruelly and treechoTMaly 
driven away, bad returned supported by British bayonets. Tho court

Efolk&r 
promised that a Oomniifnion which bo had previffluly appolbted would 
make full cm pi ides Into the matter. But Durand Imd grave doubts 
whether justice would ever I as done. He had not much faith m tho 
fidelity of the Indore chiefs The precise nature and amount of H> lkar J i 
loyalty has boon diEcnsa-Ecl lit considerable length and with considerable 
acrimony - But the facte are few ami simple. The British Residency was 
attacked by tEulkaria nmtiuous troops ; Europeans were^ murdered, and 
tb& Resident was compelled to evacuate it. Holkor know what was- taking- 
place. Banda t Khnn rode op wounded to Hulka/fl palace and told him 
that he hud wonnded a sahib and attacked tha ftetidivnty, For three 
days Holkur remained in his pnla.-e in constant oommmiflation with tbs 
emit moors. He then visited the B (taidericy and onvBi'scd vn Lb Sandal 
Khan, with the commander of (he infmtry which had led the attack, und 
with the sub&hdar of the 23-nl Native Infantry who tu a party to the 
murder of his eatuoinriilmg officer. On the other hand* it must be 
ramemberod that lie refused to hand over to the Mho w mutineers the 
Europeans and other Christiana who had taken refuge in his palace, and 
when he had recovered from the ebook of the revolt r«f his troop, he acted 
with energy* consideration, and loyalty in the British cause. Bat the fact 
remains that at the critical moment when the Residency wap attacked* 
Hollar hesitated and did nothing, If he bad appeared at the Residency, 
with such troops a* he could depend upon, to overawe his mutinous 
soldiers, the outbreak would at once haw been put down* Ho wm care¬ 
less of the live# of English officem, and in the hoar of trail vinktiid hia 
duty to the tiovcrnmeul to which he owed allowance, and which from n 
cottage had placed him ou a throne* If Holksr had been deposed and 
his state confiscated ami divided among "our faithful allies, there is nit a 
native child who would not have admitted the justice of our decision. 
But the Government of India* taking into consideration kts subsequent 
conduct, treated him with marked leniency and gmoroatty- Sir Robert 
Hamilton, who h&d hastily and improperly placed Holbir'on the throne, 
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advocated hiJi Haim. for territorial reward for mg tiny eorvitm But Lord 
Cunning, when ho understood thn whole question, deliberately recorded 
that HolL*r P s etrtuttf wore not mieh m to entitle him to a reward ; and 
hi® decision ws# endorsed h y successive Viceroy a. 

On the lBth ( Durand erased to bo Agent to the Govern or-General* 
Sir Robert Hamilton had returnin'! to Indore acid resumed charge af 
hi* duties. He was acomupatiied by Sir Hugh Bose, who toot mmmtniL 
of the force which thou assumed the u.'ltho «»f the Central Indio Field 
Faroe. Thm cadis.! the Malvra Campaign, u brilliant, ftpiisoAa in the 
history of the Indian Mutiny. Durand had overcome by |n tic one 
and courage the van ad obstacle which beset. hm path, and hail proved 
himself a skilful and daring- commander- fi His c0ndnct/ J os Lord 
Caimfng rucorded in a minute, u woe marked by great foresight and the 
soundest judgment a* well in military as an cm1 matters/ 1 He had 
many points to guard, and the trustworthy force at his disposal was 
almost hopelessly small; but by a j a din ions use of it, and by tho clneeti 
personal supervision of its movements, Colonel Dnmnd saved our interests! 
in Central India until support could arrive. 

When Sir Colin Campbell waif in Calcutta, a genera] plan of campaign 
waf designed, by which the resources of the three Presidenries, lifter the 
arrival of lvhforeemjints from England, should be made available for 
emuhined notion. A Bombay r-obimn, railed the Central Imlia Force, 
supported by the Rijpntana Field Force on one side and the Madras feme 
colled the SaugOT and Nerbadda Field Force on the other aide, was to 
mjiK-h through the heart of Hind ns tan to restore order, and, by distracting 
the attention of the insurgents in that quarter, obviate the risk of 
Sir Colin Campbell taing attacked by the formidable GwnEior Contingent 
and other rebek, whilst engaged in the reduction of the Bnib, Reddle tind, 
and Oudh. The Central India Fkid Force was to tnike Mhow its base 
of operations. After capturing Jhaufl, the strnngkihl of the mutineer 
ia Central India, it was to march to Cal pee dlnated on the Jumna, where 
Sir Colin hoped to cotne in touch with it The Madras column, starting' 
from Jubbulpore and dearing the line of communication with Allahabad 
and Mirtapcrre, was to march aero® Bundclcmid to Banda, also situated 
on the Jumna some nftiflty-Bvo miles south-west r>f Allahabad. It wih 
a Wl H^onioived plan and fhnwed a broad grasp of the practice of war* 
The officers appointed to tarry out the operations, under the instmotioEii 
of the Commaiidcr'indjliief, were Major*GeueraJs Sir Hugh Ruse to 
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command the Central India Field Force. alar] Whitlock and B.-bcrts to 
command the Madras column and Raj pi i tun * Field Force respectively. 

Tt would bo diflkult to imagine two [iren more different in tbsir 
characters and their lives than Colin Campbell, tho sen of a Scotch 
carpenter, and Hugh Rase, the son of tho Minister iTenipntentiary at 
the Prussian Court, Calm Campbell was a bravo soldier endowed with 
a vigorous intellect, SopLch homely sense and Scotch caution ; Hugh 
w as a clever, imputed ve soldaer^ whoso operations were marked by 
skill* daring, and deteraimatiaiij but a lack □£ caution which nearly ended 
in dimeter. OtnitUj however* attached to everything he did ; we nee it 
!□ his despatches., wo mo it in his conduct, ef war. To Colin Campbell 
the mounting of the ladder nf success was a long and tedious process; 
to Hugh Hose promotion earn a rapidly. Filtering the army in 1ft 20 m 
an Ensign io the O^rtl SuthcTjand Highlanders, he vai transferred to 
the 10th Raiment, aihdjn recognition of the gallantry ho had displayed 
under critical rdrenmstauefcs to Irekml, he was given, on ihe special 
recomtW Lulntion i f his commanding iffioer, an muittaehed majority hy 
inirchfl-ic, aft -r a little more than rix year** Berried Soon after i brining 
hts majority, Major Rose wag appolnlcd to the 02nd Gordon iKjptdaiiders 
and served wilh them eleven years. In the year IS 10 he was uU ached, 
with the rank nI Lienten^nt-Ccti ncl anti Deputy Adjnt ant-Ohum^ to 
Omar Fashi/s Brigade in Syria daring the operations ugiinet MebetDct 
AIL Soon afi. u r his arrival, and in a brilliant exploit, thu fiery courage 
of the sabfeur was din pi ay el.. As Rose was wandering aceiduntally in 
the direct ion of the Egyptian outpoik, he noticed that a large ; body of 
their cavalry was about to surprise the camp of Omar Pasha. Pitting 
himself at the head of a regiment of Arab cavalry, he charge 1 down on 
tho Egyptian horse. ^ !□ the hand to hand encounter that followed 
Colonel Rose received two or three slight wounds, but bo encoded in

Wliyti tbu Amtirfcrm mlsskiiarki at Atmya nn Mount Lebanon sent an 
urgent apg»a! to tha CGarni £i-r ^skinnae, Rose rode there? accompnniod 
only by two K avis so#* Ho found fcb^ castle in fhmw and the Prusai 
with drawn swank wqtddng outside to sahrothfl Christians an they were 
driven oat nf the fire. The imperious Consul w exercised his dominium 
over the Druses that they not only rirfmlnM from skying lbo Christmmi 
but allowed them to go to Bcynmi under his charge. The Druse* bad 
laid wa^te the country with fire and sivnrd, and, b^sefc by fanatics thirsting 
for bloodg he conducted in safe! ye^ven hundred Christians to Rcvrnut*

who liad been Bailed np, advancing from the mosque, a til i inhered, and, 
with ■ few rounds of artillery, sent Lho rebels on the other side of the over 
into the jungle. Then tlic whole rebel force retreated rapidly tea 
precipitous ridge four miles to the north-west of lUthgW from whence 
they hail started in the morning. However, Captain Hure of the 
Hyderabad Contingent with soma of his troopers came up with thoir 
r*« before they reached their coign of vantage and sabred se veral of them.* 
While the fray was going on in the plain, the garrison rssdonb 
their fire from the fort. But the two batteries continued to pound away 
at this wall. Then the rebels saw their friends retreat into the jungle 
H nd thoir fire became far lees effectual. 'Thu English batteries continued 
to pour forth their shut and shell every quarter nf an hour. At 10 KM. 
a breach appeared which rented practicable. It was decided to examine 
it. « Corporal Utahan, Sutodar Soloway, and two privates of the Madras 
Sappers examined the breach under a very heavy fire from the enemy who 
were evidently on the f m trier." All night the cannonade continued. At 
daylight the gone in the fort were silent. Lieutenant Strutt of the 
Bombay Artillery and Dr. Lowe of the Madras Sappers, noticing how 
quiet all was, thought they would go to the breach. "We wont, not a 
shot was fired. Ldoutonaut Strutt jumps 1 dowu into the ditch, scrambled 
am the rubble and np the bramb, t followed. On looking into 
the fort not a eoul was to be seen. Tire birds liad flown ; how, was 
a mystery." They bad fled in the dead of night by a precipitous path 
where no footing could be Been. " Oire or two manglod bodioB lay 
at the bottom, at leg ting the difficulty of tho ascent" Crossing a ford 
over the Biotin under the Bhopal camp thay passed through tire Bhopnl 
lines into the jungle, f Tho 3rd Europonm when the y e ntered, the fort

Sir Hugh 
Bom that the garrison of Jlal.hghur* strengthened by rebels from Himilel- 
omul, had oonoeutrutod at Bn rod hi on the left bank of the Been*—a strong 
vilhigo with a a gurrio/ 1 nr mull fort, with dense jungle on each aide* 
about IS miles from Ratbghnr* Ai midday on the 31st, Llui Goners!* 
with five guns Horse Artillery, four guns Captain Light foot* battery* 
two i|4noh nmrtars with fifteen men uf Captain W^loDtnl/a battery 
under the oommmid of Lieutenant Strutt, three. troop I4tb Light 
Brngooni, two troops 3rd Bombay Light Cay [dry, twenty-five men Madras 
Sappers, 3rd European Regiment* and u dutachuteui Hydorahcwl Con* 
tingent Field Force marched for Barodin> As they approached the river 
Biena the enemy were observed on tho loft, well concealed by long grass and 
nulklie* Hugh Rose immediately ordered Turnbull** two guns to vom# 
into action, but before they could o|hih fire* tlmrecamea crash of musketry , 
LiglitfooCi four 9-pounders were called up und opened with grape and 
round shot, it was too etw for shmpur-h Tho 3rd Burupftitii worn 
in skirmishing order in front of tho flanks of tho guns, and musketry 
replied to musketry* The fire of tho rebels diminiflhed* hut it could not 
** silenced, Then the order to attack was 'given. The ijni European* 
charged, drove the enemy out of the thiek jungle nad twisting nnthdis* 
and took possession of tho hank of the river commanding thefofd to 
Burodia. The Afglniiis nitd Put]iHUB fought with their nccrastumod 
ci image* cevnml of t hem, e ten when dying, springing from the ground 
and indicting mortal wounds with their broad swords** 

Hugh Rose turned the advantage gained by the 3rd Europeans 
immediately to account. He seat the Hyderabad Irregular Cavalry, 
supported by tha 3rd Bombay Light Cavalry under Captain For 1*10, 
to cross the fund covered by the skirndsbere. He himself followed with 
four guns of the Homs Artillery and a troop of Her Majority's ldtii Light

the exception of a detachment of the Hyderabad Contingent Field F°n» 
(infantry and gain) under Captain Hate, which remained at tlm ford 
to protaot th* roar. Forbtf, a fine soldier, as daring as ha was stiUul, 
found the enemy’it flank* posted in iluet jungle, their eon ire in com* 
pvmtiraly open ground. Without a moment’* hesitation ha charged 
and broke their cent™, Tim enemy Found safety behind their gun#, 
well-placed in Front of the village. It was a strong positian, On three 
eidoait wm nurounded ly thick jungle, in which matchlock men wore 
posted; and before them ran u wot nullah whose hank* were hnetl wub 
infantry. Turnbull, who Lad rapidly taken his gniu Across tho ford, 
unlimljered in front of tlio village and opened fire on the enemy's position, 
Thor answered with guns and ttfcbeta Captain Neville of the Boyal 
Engineers, who had joined tho force tho iky before and was acting a* the 
(j cneml'i Aide-do-C:imp r was struck hy a round shot to the head. Ho 
fell d C ad from his harm. He had passed days find nights in tlm trenches 
before Sebastopol witliont being duelled, Tho night before, he had written 
a letter to his mother (repressing the certainty lie felt of death in 1 no 
corning action, yet he pressed Sir Hugh Rose with much mroortness fo 
let him act- :i* his Aide-rle-Camp at Harodin.* 

Driven from their position hy the fire of the British guns, tlm enemy 
retreated into the village and jungle. Sir Hugh Itoee. crossing the nullah, 

seized the vraH rfHind the hamlot and HUrmnnkl it with the skirmishers 

and a troop of the 3rd Light Cavalry. Soon after, the village itself and 
the little fort was occupied, hut the enemy, cscqit a few Afghan 
fkirtmubcrs who were killed, had Bid into the jungle. Their !««*, 
itecmling to their own statement] were four or live hundred. Their 

*bl<#t military leader was hilled and the Eajuh of Ban pore was wounded.

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Two British officer* wore killed and six wounded, and the casual ties 
among the men were tfiwen* 

About 4 the force returned to camp. The capture of tlie fort 
of Rathghur and the defent of tha rebels at Earodia had completely 
opened Hngk Rose's communications with the west, and Siuigor. Ho 
now bsiiid hie orders for the Inst, march on the city, which for eight 
months kml been surrounded hy thousands of insurgents. Ai tho British 
troops imseed by the village** peasants, who had Loan robbed and maltreated 
by fbc iiiHurgatits, ran to the wayside to greet, thorn.* At daylight 
oat the Srd February the fort of Saugor, which is situated on a hill in iho 
heart, of the town, wm peon. Wien they drew near the city, some of the 
European a r±iuie out to meet them, and on each si do of the rend there 
were of natives in their bright and many-wloumJ dressy who 

gazed with wonder at tho mo&petted apparition of a British regiment.f 
The J 4?tb Dragoons and Iho hu'Jl! siege guns drugged by elephants were 
a rooms of much curiopity and awe to them* Am tho troops marched 
hciicatli t In* walls of the fort, they saw the ramparts crowded with nmi] 1 
Women, and hildltn. For many a week, during flight weary ami anxious 
months* they bnd heard of relief being near, till ” we grew siek with 
exporting 1 and wnk-bing fur its milintkin/ J Thou there eamo the faint 
fitmnd uf distant gum After three ihjA it grew more sharp mid quimk 
ami they know that Rnthgbur was being bombarded* "The rebels 
inside the fort, among whom were tome of the most daring and trouble¬ 
some lenders, could not hare had a wink of sleep from thus constant 
booming which was distinctly heard at Bangor* But to m it brought 
sweet fdlimbers and a happy souse of approaching security* At last, to 
our joy it was reported that the fort had boon taken and chat Sir Hugh 
Ru*o was dose at hand " The tnxips, after murehtug- through the city 
in a lung line and skirting he beautiful lake, encamped tan the right of 
the read beneath a barren belt of hills. 

Sir Hugh Rose had opened ^miutmications with the west and 
nortli and the time had upw coma for him to clear the way, towards tho 
cast. On the eastern flank, about twenty miles from Bangor, waft tho

The fort was 
now held by the mutineer* of the 50th and fifind and by a large body of 
insurgents, and ifc had to be taken More Hugh Rose could advance on 
Jhikneii 

On the 9th a small force went out to destroy the fort at Siumda, about 
ten miles from Saugor, and to cut a road for the siege train to cross the 
river Boas. The Madras Sappers having done this work of distraction, 
the fniw nt forth for Oarrakota, After a trying march over lulls and 
through a dense jungle, skirmishing atul halting and eteating upon the 
enemy, then sighted the fort, and, late in the afternoon, they reach*! the 
emsmping-ground. When the shadows grew longer, they got their 
tents pitched and •' made the Very best of a very rough dinner. ” It 
woe somewhat interrupted by the enemy sending round-shots and rockets 
into the amp, Meanwhile, the Ground had been making, what he 
alwnrs did make, a thorough reconnjiissnuco, and bo Aid not return to 
camp till nearly S o'clock. « How he vndurod so ranch was surprising 
to every one, nor was it the most agreeable thing for liis staff "* T j lC 
Genond had found tliat the enemy hod erected some earthworks on the 
road to the south, by which they expected the British force to amve, and 
that they were oocupiing in soma force the village of Bascn near the 
fort. Despite the darkness, Hugh Roan determined to drive them at 
once from their position. The horse artillery, taking up potion on an 
elevate spot in front of the Hritteh camp, poured upon them ft destrue- 
tive fire- Thu enemy Founded their bugles and advanced m force at 
a doable upon the guns, but were driven back in disorder by the 3rd 
Europeans, They again formed up and advanced with unabated vigour, 
but as they got near the guns they were again beaten ImA and they 
retreated in dironkr into the fort. During the night a breaching

Lienttuiant StrutL of the Bombay Artilkiy fought tbti gun admirably 
and at length knocked it from the- embrasure. After this no further 
annoyance from them was experienced." 1 The Impounder* played upon 
the fort nil the evening mid through the night, At dawn, the enemy 
could be won escaping- from it in great numbers. The order was 
given to ceaee lire, and tlie 3rd Europeans, on entering the eiladul, found 
it dcsortecL Captain Hare with the Hyderabad Cavalry, two troop* 
oE the 14th Light Dragoons under Cup!nine Need and Brown, and 
two guns of florro Arfaltrry under Lieutenant Crowe ret forth in pur¬ 
suit P After a rapid ride of twenty-five miles I lure found thorn the other 
lido of the river Bens, Leading Ids gutis and cavalry across the stream, 
he opened fire and swiftly charged them* 11 A great number were shun 
and made prisoner, a* was also a good deal of their plunder captured. 
Thus the Slut mid 32nd mutinoius sepoys were punished, am! the bmuLi- 
ful little fort of Gunkotu fell into our bands*" 

After a abort front bad been destroyed by mines bo a* to leave a 
practicable breach in the #g«£tafc of Crarrakutn, and a company ®t the 
loyal and gafknt 3L«t Bengal Native Infantry t under Licutejinnt 
Dickens placed in ebaigo of it, the column rejoined the force m Sanger 
on tke 17th Fubuary. Tim General wm anxious to move m Jhamsi 
without delay* It win clearly his interest to strike another blow at the 
rebels before they recovered their morale and placed UiomsdiYefi ill a 
strong position easy to defend. To fcii-R hold and aggressive spirit a 
period of enforced inaction wan the sorest of trials* Ihitj, owing to the 
want of supply and transport, it was iippossihle to make at once a further 
advance. On the Sflth of February, ho wrote to the Governor of Bombay ; 
w I ma anforttiEiflti'ly detained by want of supplies and carriage, So the 
greet disadvantage of the public service ! 1 have lost nine [itevioii* 

days, doubly precious not only on account n-f the timo at a season when 
every hot day endangers the health and lives of the European soldiers, 
but bfican&a every day has allowed the rebels to recover the mtitvlt they 
had- lost by niy operations, which I had madu as rapidly and efficiently 
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iP possible, knowing that any sucres* with orientals pmlnoes twice ns 
gotxt ft result if one acts promptly and follows tip one success with 
smother. Nothing Tajuires system eo much sin transpart. Laying in 
supplies* ns it h called, is perfectly easy in a fertile and peaceful country, 
hut this will not do in my cftse, where a country hiss been devastated, or 
ie in the ImTidn of tlio enemy* Thun appears all the risk of a civil or 
occasional system of supply/ -1 

During tliis period of repose, Sir Hugh bestirred hiniaolf with his 
usual vigour to collect provieioue and transport and to increase the 
efficiency of his force In every branch. Tie bad the eic^e train re- 
Ftipplied from the arsenal with a large amount of ammunition and 
strength™ ed with other heavy guns and ho withers and large morLure. 
il Many more elephants were uhtalned, and the Ortlnancc and l^ngini'er- 
ing Parks wet® ^wciftlly strengthened/’ The Sid Eurojtfan regiment 
changed their uniform for a drees mow suited to a tropical climate, n 
loose etone-col oared cotton blouse and trousers and a puggree of the mma 
ruloar, Yh® ofliMf* and men enjoyed their brief rest and there was 
gTKit and constant conviviality in the vnrious mi^eos and camp. ri Wo 
were on the eve of a long and trying march north—months would P&fl* 
away ere another such respite corid be dreamed of* and Ef wo could placa 
any returnee on the reports in camp of the work iu store for tw, wo 
certainly had evoiy reason to take pleasure by the hand and 1 be merry 
while we may/ so there was music and feasting in nil due order; and 
flays of promotion and days of receipt of gratuity far service wound*, 
and birthdays, am) other memorable oecasious, were celebrate! with 
r^olrnngs/ A few days after came the long march in a scorching 
cseanon alul wasted country and night bivouac in the jungle. 

On the evening of the 2tUh of I^bmary, Sir Hugh Rose dispatched 
Major Orr J fi column of the Hyderabad Contingent to march on a rente 
parallel to his own and to reconnoitre the paste* through the range of 
kills, which were serious obstacle* to the forward movement of hi* fore® 
and to the union of the 1st and 2nd Brigade, without which the attack 
could [not he made on Jlmofu At 2 a. h. on the morning of the 27th, 
Sir Hugh Kese J s force wits again put in motion. A* the troops marched 
ftiuvay fromlSaugor, ioekctfl were seen to ehoot up into the dork sky f rofn 
the centre of^thc city, « The' enemy hnd evidently had their spies in 
cur entrip*who were now telegraphing the departure dF onr troop* to 
their friend* north of he/" Alter moving over n belt ef bill* through 
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n narrow pas*, the form* bolted* Tha nnxt morn in g, while the shirn vrure 
still out, the column again in motion, ami it had not goii>i a mile 
when rcukek again tot souri shooting up into the sky at regukr 
intervals in front of them. Atf they moved no and on, htfaoon firos 
warning the enemy of their approach tdicme out of the dark uLm^ of 
jungle on ike different kids. But when Ihu dawn had at kit brought 
the full light of the day the fira were no longer Men, Thau, when ike 
sun's rayw began to be £dt p they bolted near the village of ttijwos and 
pitched camp on a flat eurriniLiidyd on three sides by high hills, Hero 
Sir Hugh Bose wiiB joined by Major Orr, who had reconnoitred the

Tii attack, with a handful of Europeans, a erty surrounded by a null 
twenty-five lost high, loophided and hastioued, protected by u fortresi 
built on n high granite rook, rundsod almost impregnable by art* 
garruKmod by eleven thousand Afghan uiercenarios animated by the spirit 
of faiial Seism* was outride the ttfmndji of ordinary strategy* Lord 
Canning and Lord Clyde wore anxious thut tbo itjottghold of the rebd 
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p.wef ebon Id speedily fall, but they were aHutremed to face tho po*iibiHty 
of a ever?* On the 11th nr February, four days brfbre I he main portinu 
of tun army dettined for the singe of Liuknow had crossed the Ganges, 
Sir Calin Campbell wrote to Sir Hugh Rose authorising him to pass by 
Jhnn-i for tho moment, and, in ncMidatica with the general plan of 
campaign, sweep the rebels before him by marching in two divisions, 
one on Cal pee through Chickaree and the other On Banda. Lord 
Canning wrote to Sir Colin Campbell, " I have written Sir It, Hamilton 
and Sir Hugh Row, in the sense of your instnivLioun to the latter, 
imposing upon them, that if for any reason, whether as being too strong 
for him, or for *ny ether cause, it should bo public to pass by Jhansi for 
the moment, there is plenty of work for the Nerbnddi field Force in tho 
neighbourhood of the Jumna," No ruler more strongly maintained 
tho fact than Lord Canning that the soldier is the servant of the states¬ 
man. But Lord Cmining, in his correspondence with military com¬ 
mander#, also recognised the important fact thnt - mo special knowledge 
and practical acquaint an ce with the working of the military machine is 
necessary to mumsnvre snniis Hugh Bute on the spot saw bettor the 
■tretegicBl requiroment# of the situation, He toe had ulviiyB foreseen the 
difficulties of besieging Jhansi with ail inadequate force, and he hod 
fully understood tho resisting whieh led the Viceroy and Lonl Clyde to 
give him the option of not attacking it, “ hut it was impossible, he 
wrote in a public despatch, "to obey my orders to mareh to Calpcc by 
Chtrkai'OL-, leavo bi^cL & fittciDghold hb Jbun&i nutnkon in my reat. 

A month before Sir Colin CimpbeU wrote to Sir Hugh Ease 
that he abonH advance on Cnlpeo through Chirk***, tho Commander 
of the Central India Field Fore* had dispatched his 1st brigade 
From Mhow to march parallel with him o§ he advanced on Jhansi. It, 
thereforej proceeded on the road to Agra, e]earing the country ojs fur ae 
Goona. Here it was- met by Major Orr, with a detachmont of the 
Hyderabad contingent of all arms, anil Major Keating the Political 
Officer rrho hail advanced from Mundesorc and done splendid service in n> 
Pht*btiihiug pGPd.ii] and telegraphic commamo&tion. Brigadier Stuart had 
orders fiorn the Comnmnder^in-Chier lo march From ti.ona, about seventy 
mUrn to the westward, and take the important fort of Cbmderi, whose 
capture was necessary in order that the 1st brigade on the west and the 
End brigade on the east of the river Betwnshould be concentrated for the 
ihtbMjk on Jhanai, Tbs wpojt F after their defeat bj Hugh Bose, had gone 
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to CliauJcrij whoso garrison had *wom to defend it 11 * tin) Kajpcte hail 
defiladed it in the days of old** To capture it was no easy task. The 
citadel, girt by a rampart vl einditono flan kin I by eiruuk? bastions, j-tande 
on I be top of a hill, bcnEJsath which nestles the outer fort and the town, 
built entirely of a time. !n the days of tho great Altbnr, it was said, ** If 
yoti want to fee a town whose liouECd mo palates, visit Chandcri." The 
rule of Mahmttn bundle billed it* commercial priisperity. and it became 
a city uf splendid mins, 

On the Uth of March, Brigadier Stuart encamped she miles from lhe 
town. Thy next day ha pushed a rvcunnaEs^aiiee in Fore# to clear the 
jungle that intervened. After a inarch of three miles, he tame to u 
narrow pa$£ between two high hills, The rebels-, according to the wont 
of (irienUls, had not rcritisod the m r-L ^ity uE dcrending it. Two miles 
further, however, 3m found the road barricaded, and when thu engineer* 
begin to remove the otatruction, the ein my ‘(petted lire from n hill on the 
loft. They were soon dPledged, and the artillery advanced with two 
eqmpunjes of tho SGth on the right* nnd the EGtk Bombay Native 
Infantry cm the left. They had reached within a mile of the fort p when 
Hidden !y they came on a wftU, which extended from one ridge o£ hills to 
another opposite the ml ley mterrenbg;. "The wait was loopholed, and 
furnished with bastions twelve or fourteen feet in height and j«iml in 
thickness .** From the loopholes the enemy scat a devastating firo into 
the email ranks oE the advancing force. But it did not stop them* The 
men of the 96th p led by Lieutenant Lowin, and Mujur Keitingc of Lhc 
Bombay Artillery, rushed forward. Lewin and Keatingg were tho firht 
to reach the top of the wall and, jumping down, closely followed by the 
Irish hkd^j they drove I ho rebels back into the foit.

Prom tho 27th of Fabraary to the 17th of March Lord Clyde 
wtw occupied in the capture of Lucknow, On the 11th of February, Lord 
Clyde had offered to Sir Hugh Rosa the option of not attacking Jhanu T 
and it is hardly likely he would have scat an imperative order on that 
date. Sir Robert Hamilton also states in bis memorandum, " There wss 
not any tiling left to my discreti on in my letter to the Governor- Genam!."

On hif arrival at JhnnBi, Sir Ungb Kose* following tho maxim of 
Vadium* proceeded to establish seven flaring camps as an investing force 
around the dty. He gave to one of the prioriped camps* com mantled by 
Major Scudamore, half a troop of Horse Artillery* nnd Ia1or>^o Major 
fjiill, commander of another camp, two 9-poii n dors. “These nimpu da* 
biehed to ibo front outpost* and vedettea* whieh watched and prevent^ 
nil htmc from the city day and night; each camp on any attempt being 
made to force its base vwis to hiB on the other to help/* The General 
gave dSreotionf also that tho raad from the city should be obstructed with 
trenches and nbattis. Many very formidable elcmentd entered into the 
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problem of the megc + There wru do meam of breaching the fort except 
from the smith, but the south was fianketl by the fortified city wall and 
tfio moumL The city, therefore, most bo taken before afcUckmg the 
fort, and the fortified mam-don was the key to the city, for it covered, 
not only tlm south tide of the fort, hut %t also enfiladed two walls of the 
town and eoinmvnded the whole of the louth quarter of it,; remi ndin g the 
palace. The capture of thb great work must he an essential part of the 
plan of attack. Sir Kugh Rose determined ro concentrate a heavy fire 
cm the mammon and on the south of the city* to breach the wall close to 
the mound and to dismantle the defences which protected it and opposed 
an attack. After careful reoanuai^aiioej the General selected a roelcy 
knoll (the right attack) on the eastern side, to the south of the lake 
opposite the Orehhn Gate, and a rooky rid go (left attack) on the southern 
side as the best spots for bis breadd ng batteries* Rut these batcould 
not Imj completed tiEl the Eirriful of the let brigade with its siege gulls. 

On tbe 2End of March, Jlianai was invested* and about 9 p.n, that 
evening, the Madras and Bombay sappers moved silently from cump in 
company with two iS-poundcra, bo wipers and mortars, and a company 
o( tbe 2+1 li Native Infantry for the purpose of throwing up a battery, 
the first on the right attack near tbe Ordilia maul. In the night's dead 
silence they codd hoar tho hum af voices Ln the citv, and through its 
darkness they saw the glimmer of a torch or lantern pairing to and fro on 
the ramparts* As the heavy guns neared their destination, the darkness 
was broken by a sudden flash before them. The men halted, prepared 
to resist an attack. Severed officers pushed their horses fur Irani r and 
they found that the light came from a detach men? of the 3rd European* 
who had taken possession 0 f the pzwitinn where the battery was to bo 
erected. In the night a marLur battery wap thrown up on a little temple, 
ami tbe heavy gum placed in batteries m the rocky ridge, about three 
hundred yards from the walls. When morning broke and the enemy 
eaqgbt sight of the opposing batteries, they opened fan from the gum 
of the fort and from two or three lotteries on the city wall, H At first 
the shot* passed urer us, but. by and by they got our range exactly and 
than their iliots struck thr sand-bags, and the templei almost evorv l ime. 
There was generally time to bob one's haul beneath the hags when they *

Pelow this rocky ridge was n smalt de-Me, 
aod from it, naaror to the enemy, tile ground sloped upwards to a small 
plateau- This was taken possession o£ under a very gating cross-fire 
from the gnus of the fart, thy bastion s, and the city w alls. The hoyal 
Artillery, commanded by Captain Ominetney, wmvl got a ten-inuh how¬ 
itzer into position^ and the Hyderabad Artillery brought up other guns. 
As tho untis r o artilleryman were laying the gnn t a round idiot from the 
fort killed a subuhdar and a hard dor. A sepoy of the eoutingDufc 

quietly remarked, 11 there is luck for somebody/* All day and thinugh 
the night of the ifith, the British troops wore hard at work throwing 
up cover for their guns, and hi morning they were placed in position. 
Two 13-poundara wore to dismantle the defences of the fort, white tho 
two l O-iudi mortars destroyed it. Two 8-ineh mortars and one S-ineb 
howitzer were to play on the mound and adjacent wall and city* One

They immediately 
separated, probably with the view to mislead her j ursum as to her real 
course. Captain Forbes sent Lieutenant Donrtcr through ttlwindara 
whilst he, with the 3rd Light Cavalry and 14th Light Dragoons, passed 
it by on the left. As Bowksr rode through tho town, ha saw traces of the 
Ranee's liasty flight mid her tent, in which was spread an unfinished 
breakfast. Oti the other aide of the city he came tip with forty of the 
enemy, consisting of RohBlw and Bengal Cavalry, and aflat » sh'-rf. 
sharp tussle they were slain. Pressing on, he caught sight of the Ranee 
on her grey liarse accompanied Viy four attendants, The Mabratta Qnreii 
was as much at ease galloping * boras u» in tho sanann listening to her 
favourite minstrel, and a stem ohaac ensued. Tho British subaltern 
was foot gaining an her, when usshot was fired ami he mil fro u his horse 
severely wo a tided and had tn abandon the pursuit. 

Meanwhile, Sir Hugh Rose oftURod the outskirts of the city to Itc 
scoured by cavalry' and infantry, and there was many a desperate struggle. 
The carnage was terrible, for the Afghan and Hohilla sold hi# life to til# 
Britidi soldier bond to hand. Forly of them barricaded themselves in it 
ftffnp" with vaults and a courtyard. A detachment of infantry, without 
knowing it# strength, dashed Forward to the assault. Rut tho Afghans 
aimed coolly, and every shot tuld. They coulii out scale the wall, and in 
vain thev tried to break open the massive duor with tho butts of their

siege of Jhansi, td boldly ndlertfik -n and ao desperately finished. 

The capture oE Jhunsi mdsri rank with the groat action n recorded m 
Briliph annals. A force consisting of an incomplete dmrion hnd kid 
usiego to a strong fortress and a wailed city, defended by a garrison more 
than double their number, of desperate and disciplined men, supplied with 
all the munitions of war. It was the hottest season of the year, and 
from sunrise to sunset the infantry, urtilleiy, and engineers had to conduct 
their operations without a morsel of shade to protect them, and Amidst 
boulders which radiated all day an unbearable glare, and blasts of 
scorching heat. Many perished from I ho aun and the lotig unbroken 
Loih For seventeen days and nights the men of Sendamore^s cavalry 
brigade never took off their clothes, nor Jet. their horses rim id unbridled. 
The Bombay Ht-poy and the Mad ms tapper vied with tlir- British soldier 
in patience cndmreo of privation, and fatigue. Then, in light of day 
Ibis handful of nicn stormed th* Tufty wull^ and, lifter four days* strcnn- 
nus fighting, the city wtta vaptumk The khi nf the victors amounted 
to SOT killed mid wounded, of whom thirty-six were officer* ; that of the 
enemy wa^ about fi,000* The British soldier fought to avenge the foul 
murder of the women and children, the rebels for existence. But though 
the British saltUor is ready over to el like an enemy find to take a stem 
revenge for innocent blood shod, there is in Ins conduct, and character 
a gmwl deal of gentleness and gallantry* When Jhnori vu captured 
mid the actual fight was over, a largo uumbtT of the inhabitants were 
found to be in a flump] tde state of destitution* lf Both those fujmtfld 
wealthy/* 1 o qqntu sue among a number of whoops, "and the very poor 
were all suffering alike, and it was strange to see our men serving out 
fotid for moihen and their children by the light of their blaring houses, 
and frequently beside the bodies of their slanghEcnd husbands or parent^ 
Yet such assuredty was the case/ 1 

Oa the art-tring of the loth of April, after the struggle whs over and 
the battle fought and won, the British soldiers wen? fts^cmllcd outside 
the city wall near the garden where the men, women, and children bad 
Ix’iui slaughtered* Sir Hugh Ho?e and hk *tnff and the two chaplains 
wbii through nil the dona, heedless of bullets, did their Master s work,, 
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mitiB baring to th* want! tied nod rounding the dying, stood over the pit 
where thair bodies wm buried. And there aroae, as if from the stain that 
kj in the grave, the word*, “Man that is born of a wtuttwi hath but a 
abort time to live, and is full of misery/" And then thore came the 
dosing nolo of victory—I heard n voice from heaven naying unto me, 
Write, From henceforth blessed am the dead which die in the Lord : h\on 
m eaith tho Spirit j for they rest from Lheir labours/'* 

J honsi, ike great stronghold of the mula nqnettf in Central India j held 
been taken, but Cm Epee, their well-fortified streemd, full of warlike stons 
ami Amm unition on tho right bank of the Jumna, remained to bo cn^ 
tuj-od.

bank of the Jumna, From Maxwell 1 h* was tu receive a supply of 
ammunition to mako good the large amount which hi* force had ex- 
pended in the sieges of Churkere nod JIiildsL Ho wrote to Colonel 
Maxwell that he would bi* on \hv Jumna, n few miles below Cal pee 
on the 1 Mb of May. Having heard that I he enemy laid mtibi mo¬ 
led elaborate linos; of dofeneo for f.he prtifrvtion of Cal pee, on the 
main road from Kooneh to that fartresis bo determine! to turn 
them by breaking uff to the right from the high road mud to 
march to the village of Golowlec on the Jumna aliont 6 miles 
below Cal pec. To mislead the enemy and mn^k tlib movement, 
he directed the 2nd Brigade to close up to the town of Omyo from 
Kiwttdt, and, following the high road toCalpee, take up a praritiGtl at 
the village of Bamliu "This plan was foiled by the Brigade losing its 
way and, instead of going to Bund a, mnkint* a double march, and follow^ 
iog mo to Sueilo^.*^ During this prut meted march rt£ twenty miles 
man after man wont down smitten by the hot winds which blew across 
the dazzling white pin Ins hard as flint. If We went on, a fearful hot 
wind blowing behind ua all the tSme/ J says one who wm preheat, 
Willi *nt being able to procuri 1 a drop of water, until the men began to 
c*v out and our dogt to drop down death As we passed along we enw 
several ffiimefej bullocks and tattooes {t which had fallen deal from the 
heat hot !h fr<? kmt mj decomp&ri “ion >toi.iy a a. They seemed to bo drying 
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up lika muimniei in this intensely powerful mill It was almost- tor* 
much to endure* and m marched on one felt obliged to i^alSop from 
hush to bush to gain a momentshank* f<or ono'fl mouth was parched* 
and one's head begun to feel like a ball eF fire, white rings of light dittoed 
before one’s eye*," It was near two o’doek before I ho wretched march 
istiDo to an end and a cr&wd of invalids reached Sufailffl, Brigadier 
Mtewort and tlia whole of kb staEE formed pirt of the sick list. 

Above nil things it was ucee&H&ry that Sir Hugh Hose should reach 
the Jumna on the 14th os be had told Maxwell he wonlddo. Bat the 
powers of movement of the 2nd Brigade were reduced to the Lowest 
point P tie could not push forward with vigour and leave it any distajieo 
behindj. for it was weak, and the enemy had concentrated all their Cavalry* 
with Infantry and guns from their bivouacs* in the villages around Ualpee 
for the pur['i --i.- of unceasingly kura^ing bis force. They knew full well 
butt tho nun and scarcity of water 3Lad t dd upon the Earf'pcAitfj and ii 
was part of their tadic* to furce them to be exposed at the hofctwt time oE 
the day. A general order, i^Ljedby the rebel coin minder* staled that tk ns 
the Euruj.Hjan infidels either dkd or LnJ to go into hospital from fighting 
in tbo mn f they were novel’ to he attacked before ten o'clock its the day 
in order that they might feet It? force/' But the-o were not the only 
■ametis of trouble to the General. lie now learnt that tbo Nnwnb of 
Banda had joined the notch ufc Cal pea, after being defeated by W bitL«ck B 
with mi etEciunt body of Cavalry-—tliu remnants of qur mutinous regi¬ 
ments and aom -3 iuCirntry mid artillery also well trained. 

On the loth of March, General Whitlock was informed by the 
Military Secretary to tile Governmailt of India that it is of urgent 
importance that support should be given to the loyal chiefs of Bunded- 
Dund el$ Boon as possible. Bat Whitlock wap a man of extreme caution 
and Lie movements wen: tb-w. Setting out on the Sind of March* he did 
But arrive before the town of Bands till the 19th of the following 
month, Tbo Nawab had selected a spot in every respect well adopted to

Sir Hugh Mow marched with the 1st Brigade and Major Orr's force far 
Go low lee. * After onr arrival in ramp the cavalry cF the enemy eame 
down In force upon the baggage and rent guard. Several men of the 25th 
Nati*® Infantry were killed and others wounded* and Ihe enemy were 
driven off with Io-h, In the onslaught they wore heard to fay, fi You 
have bated Jhaufu, and now you are come lo loot Cal pee are you, 1 ' On 
reaching Go!owlet, Sir Hugh Rnse sent two of the Hyderabad Cavalry 
across the Jumna to Maxwell who was about thirty miles off on the other 
side dF jfc t rei guesting him to move lsp to ihe river without delay. Two 
Pontoon rafiflj brought with gre.it didieulty From Poona soma eighteen 
hiindn:d mile* awny. r wore Hunted by sunset on tins Jumna and the jauction 
with the Bengal array effected. ™ One of the mo?t important of my 
i instruction^ was n-.w carried out- My force lmd mart-hid from Bombiiy to 
the Jumna and had olTneteil an onion with the Bengal rap the immediate 
result of which was a com Lined operation of Bengal and Bombay troops 
again^t Cdlpoe/* 

Bui it wns no ordinary U pc ration, Calpec stands on a high bald rock 
rining from the Juituio, and is a natural Forti™* The only avenue by 
which the Britiali could approach it from their camp on ilia Jumna whs 
barred bv a labyrinth of deep rocky raving every yard nf them affording 
a rlangerou? obstacle or an ainhush. To the south it* front fU covered 
by huge tombs, built as well n# the walls round them of solid masonry, 
and capable of affording shelter to large masses of troop*. There was 
ira cover by which they e&nld tas approached Save u few tamarmd 
trees arid bustivs the country around wn^ a sterile dffsvrt blighted by lire 
Berets sun. At the foot of the Fort wa* the town, also forming a formid¬ 
able Hue oE defence- The garrison coasted oF the fi wnlior Contia* 
gent, the best drilled and the be^t organised Native troops “f all arras 
la luiii a, mutinous Bengal regiments al#u well drilled, Kekil Cavalry 
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from Kolalj, ft chosen band of fonjiimn] Afjgtift ns h and the- force oF all 
arms of the Nawab of Banda, To take Cal pee by a protracted opera¬ 
tion imfi out of the question. fP The prostration oE ihc w&ole force had 
become a matter ol arithmetical calculation. So many hours 1 sun laid 
low bo many men/ 1 Sir Hugh Ruse determined to bolt the Rebel 
Army in one decisive) action. H Whim I came near Cajpee/ 1 lio wrote, 
Pl I Found that It was Barctmndod by a bolt of ravines about two mi!os in 
breadth us difficult ground ns could be seen, mud that to attack the 
fort I must force the ravines, of which the enemy laud antranabed t\m 
entrance, and afterwaidi the town which surrounded the fort- 1 always 
thought and hoped that 1 should have one £vkk! Tight with the rebel* 
for Culpec, and Unit; if they lost it, they would evacuate the town and 
fort. * 

On tlie morning of the 1 fifth, the advanced gmird and the centre of 
the !nd Brigade veadjoil the village u£ Diapoom without opposition, but 
the nar guards under Major Furbei, won vigorously attached by about 
1 j.OnD or 1,2110 Cavalry besides a large body of infantry. Forbes, aided by 
Orr p after a stiff light repulsed them, and brought safely the long nod help- 
Iren line oE baggage over difficult ground to the camp at Diapoora. Sir 
Hugh Hope, on hearing that Forties YVati bard pressed, marched a body 
of troops to his as-fiefcancci nod on reaching the camp, the £nd Brigade 
found that the enemy had attacked in force a village, the pto&rariou nf 
which by them wo aid have rendered the camp untenable. The OfEeur 
Commanding in the village had felt him self *o hard pressed that ho had 
given order* for eroruating it. The enemy were pressing forward. Sir 
Hugh Hose immediately comma tided the troops who wore retiring to 
re-nreupv the village and hold it at any pricCj and he Font the detach¬ 
ment ho had brought with him to their support- Captain Lightfoot 
of the Bengal Horse Artillery placed his artillery skilfully on the left 
of the village, and the accurate fire of the shrapnel and round *hfft broke 
the Rebel Cavalry anil drove them from their position its support of 
the infantry, who still held tho deep and twbting ravines in front of the 
village. Sir Hugh Rose directed Captain Bouglon f Commanding Artil¬ 
lery, Hydenibiid Contingent, to post four fi-po under* nn the right of 
the hamlet and burst shrapnel over the head* of the conceal fid foe. u This 
he did with bid usual skill and devotion, under a heavy fire of the enemy's 
riflemen so effectually that the Rebels who were also suffering from the 
admire Ldo fire of the fist, retired from their ambuscades/ 1 Sir Hugh 
Bc&e did not pursue. The ground vu difficult and tin greater part of 
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Iiis mm\ bill Itesn marching nil night anti engaged alJ day in fearful beat* 
tw My gatULi wtw n waiting one, and I abstained carefully from playing 
1.1 mt h- 1' juy adversary, which was to dLurgomkc nnd prostrate my fores* 
Iby continued exposure to sun. I never yielded an inch to the enemy's 
attach*; but, an the other band, hn&bandcd the strength nnd health of 
my men far one grunt combat for Cnlpec. As it was, the intense heat 
iiindir luiVo«? at[i"tigb"t my trsiojH?! officers ais well ;ifi men.

On LLt? 17 lb instant, after noon, the enemy again attacked the 2nd 
Brigade sit Diapoora and wan repulsed, The smtic day Colonel Maswell, 
h :vmg Mi column to take up their position oppodk Cnlpeo, arrived at 
GuWhe, jiDti Sir Hugh Rtwo communicated to him hia plan of attack 
and gave him the roquet to dim-ti-EF. Maxwell was to cunatrouti on the 
cither bunk tif the Jurmia, Mortar Batteries, one to shell the fort 
rif Calpee and destroy its defence* facing the British. posit inn, another to 
sbdl tin* part of the town facing the mine way, and a third to Ijc placed 
Iwwer down the Jumna oud opposite the village 1 of Rehrae, which stand* 
on the edge* if a hil] mli nndy plain situated between the belt of ravine* 
and Calpce* Hera the enemy had a force and battery which would 
Awaken on the siLrht column of attack whoa it debouched from the 
ravines. With the right (the 1st Brigade} Sir Hugh Rose intended to 
attack Cttlpec, whilst with liie left [the 2nd Brigade) he Intended to make 
a strong feint to be converted into a real attack if feasible, Orris force 
at the village of Tchree in the right centra was to ke^p up the commnni- 
Aatiati between tbo two Brigades and Awiat both ay required—a skilful 
plan! but Uvfh and growing difficult ice caused it to he altered.

will bo completely prostrated. 11 But his labours* hardships and privations 
which tad l>oea inoeSBant and severe* did nut dinutikh the determination 
of the British soldier to fight. 

At b aju on the iOthj Sir Hugh Rose crossed the river to select 
the rites for Maxwell’s Mortar Batteric* and to diniat bis attack nu the 
rily and fort ^ir Hugh Rove hud barfly jetntnod to cenup when the 
cnemv attacked with considerable determination the right ikiik, but, 
as bn hod fixed the ilinl for the attack on Calpee, be refund to be drawn 
into & gcneml action. He directed the pickets merely ta maintain the 
ground, if irbibb they did steadily and gallantly, under the nhlc command 
of Major Stewart* Her Maje&ty a s Mth Begiiuotii, until the enemy were 
lifiek.

wwe reinforced by pearly tbe whole of Her Majesty's *tith Begiment P 
which, tluuwn mto skirmishing order* covered a]most the whale of our 
portion to the right.

the 3rd lWiLiy Light Cavalry and f ir eomyiinit* of the gjlh Bombay 
Native infantry. On the Brigadier** left p the pickets of the right centre 
were supported by the other half uf No. [ Light Field Battery, the 
remainder of the 2uth Bombay Native Infantry with the Slit Company 
Royal Engineers, 1 lie whole under the command uf Lieutenant-Colo ni-1 
Robertson of the 2otb Bengal Native Infantry. In the centre wore the 
Siege Guns h two Impounders, one 2.4-pounder, and two S-indi Howitzcrn 
with the .Madras Sappers under Lieutenant Gordon, supported hy the 
wing of Her Majesty’s 71st, uou ^ttodron of the 11th, a troop of the 
Jlrd Light Cavalry and Captain Field's Royal Artillery Jbpounders, To 
the left of the centre, facing the plain iiud the village of R eh roe, was p< rst- 
od No. 1 Bombay Troop Horse Artillery supported by two troop* of the 
Htb, Beyond these ware placed the Camel Corps ;md No IS Light 
Firld Battery, supported by a detachment i-f the .Sikh Corps, the Hyctera* 
had Field Force covering the extreme left. 

Shortly after S a.m*, SEr Hugh Ro^ was informed by his videttes and 
oufcpottte that the enemy were advancing in great force from Calpeu and 
itn environs towards the b+>lt of ravine* on the right, ami along the 
Bauda-Cidpee rood against the left. Ho commanded half of No, 4 
Light Field Battery to move down to I he Mortar Battery, ami 
Hrv was immediately opened on the enemy, who were advancing in 
great mraben and with much spirit over ground most favourable to them. 
Ah Sir Hugh Rose was posting bw siege guns, a menage reached him 
from Brigadier Stuart that tbe right was ao longer threatened, Th* 
Attacked the loft now in fall teree, hut Sir Hugh did not lake 
away a man from the right. He hud the power of foro-coing, which 
ouahtas the bora coaimandcr to discover the phuis of hk foe, He felt 
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that tie roBinj hoped, by arousing hi# anxiety fcr bis left and center 
to induce him to impiweriflh Ids right. Tbe eillhn?fs in tie mi iw.-i wa* to 
him omlnouaj nud be betaine aonrmeai that in them the enemy lay 
to menial* Ha ordered a company of the 3rd Europeans to be pushed 
botec hundred ynrde forward u into the network of LimbuiiW J In a few 
moments the Jlrd KuFopmtitf started the rebel hwit. from their 1 air* From 
the deadly mvfofl labyrinths, tdnre Arofc n enTtain of fire and smoke, and 
the battle waged from I lie Jumna to the Tillage of Tehree + From the 
left of the village Hugh Eoeo watched the determined attack made 
on his centre. He could meet it* He watched the enemy** movement 
on liis left. It was intact. It was his right wing which caused hi in 
anxiety. The fire its that quarter grew ehu'kcr, and he -ent a messenger 
to Brigadier Stuart to n*k him if he would like 1 1 l« wimfnFHsd by 
luil f the Camel Corps. The messenger rtturned to te!J him that the 
Brigadier would he very glad to have them. At this moment Briga¬ 
dier Stuarts Fire became fainLcr and fainter, that of the enemy heavier. 
Hugh Uofc knew what that meant \ Iris right, the key of hh? whole 
position, was in danger. He must deal with the arfirir himself, and ho rode 
at once to Haf nasi (dance, “ with the whole of the Camel Corps at Its beti 
pause/ 1 On the war, lit-met an orderly coming to him at flit! speed 
from Brigadier Stuart, Mo was charged to nay that the Biigadhi 
wanted further reinforcements. tf I know that they were required, for tho 
enemy's fire new came from within our position.” (1) On reaching the 
foot of the rising ground on which tho Moitar Battery and three gun* 
hud been placed, tho British soldiers dismounted from their camelsj and, 
lod by Sir Hugh Rc^o and their Commander Major Kora, they u went up 
the rise in line at the double in perfect onkr.

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Sir Hugh Rom the anmniand of the line of the Morar River, of the read 
to .Agra, jiiii] enabled him to linBUdnnicate with Brigediei Smith to the 
left, and the R eadenry to tin. 1 right. (1) 

On the murning of the 17th, Brigadier Smith reached Kntali* *Ice-Semi 
which bes brtwoeu three and four nrilos «outh-eoet of Gwalior, It con- 
Hinted of & small fort and native camvansarjr from whence its name is 
derived. A a mall river runs past the fort, il Between it and Gwal ior 
lie* a chain of smalt hills, a mile broad, and through a defile in them mu 
the Jhnnsi road, Hanked on the west by a canal impassable to guns or 
horse except by a bridge just burnt by the rebels. (&) Brigadier Smith 
had been ordered by Sir Hugh hose to halt at Kotah-lce-Semi and com- 
matucalc with him. Smith was, however, hampered with a largo 
quantity of luggage and Kotnb was not a tafe position for a halt- The 
enemy, who were wssn in largo masses, seemed determined to attack him, 
and lie thought It best lo take the initiative. Placing Iris baggage m 
and Hoar the fort nf K,.iali under as strong a guard as he oould afford, 
he uronscd the river with a troop «f the 8‘h Husaare to reconnoitre 
When they hnd ridden about a thousand yards, u masked battery suddenly 
opened on them and, as they turned to gallop out of range, one or two 
roen ami horses dropped, The Brigadier's horse, luring eligibly wounded 
in the scuffle, fell and rolled over him, broiling Iris rii]i*r severely on the 
temple and spraining bis wrist.'' (St But he was booh in the saddle again 
And no onq knew ho had lw hurt. He hud ascertained that the ground 
in front was impracticable for cavalry and tlrnt admit fifteen hundred 
yards from Kotah-ke-Senri their guns were in position nud their lino mu 
all under tho bill* across the rfjad to Gwalior, 

As soon as ho returned from reconnoitring. Brigadier Smith ordered 
the Horse Artillery to advance and they soon silenced the enemy's gum;. 
Then lie sent his Infantry across the broken ground. Colonel Rainef, 
commanding Her Majesty's 9Sth, led his men, covered with two companies 
In skirmishing aider and the 10th Bombay Native Infantry »# as 

a reservn to nttaeli the enemy's entrenchments. When within fifty yards 
of the works ho ordered the skirmishers to advance at the double and 
charge. With a loud cheer they rushed forward,and lire mr .s were within 
their grasp, when a deep ditub with four feet of water and sleep hanks

file, and hy the time that the skirmishers had ascended the opposite bank, 
tiie entrenchment was completely abandoned, " The skirmishers piushed 
on through the rarities and swept the hills. Then Haim* received orders 
to proceed up the rood with the 10th in reserve. While Raines wqe push¬ 
ing across the broken ground and driving the enemy from the hills, 
Smith was for some time unable to bring his cavalry into nation, and 
as the enemy threatened to attack in large numbers his baggage aud rear, 
he was obliged to fend Lack a huge detachment of his slender force. 
With a squadron of the 8th Hussars anil two divisions of Horse Artil¬ 
lery and one troop of the 1st Lancer* lie entered the month of the defile. 
From the hills nn the left the rebels opened fire, but mi thev rode. The 
end of the defile on the crest of the hills waR reached. Below them lay 
the wide plain Eietwuan Gwalior and Mnnr. Turo luttoriw of sir and five 
guns were near the PUoolhagh palace, commanded by T^nttaTnj-nj himself. 
Two eighteen jKiondon. were in tlm Cninpao to the left and man y gups at 
other points. Smith, who had now conic in touch with his Lnfnntrv, saw 
from the crest the Gwalior Contingent Cavalry in their red uniforms 
riowiy advancing in skirmishing order up u broad ravine to his right 
am) about a hundred yards hi front of him. The pith with a shout open¬ 
ed fire ; the horsemen immediately broke from under it. (IJ Smith 
ordered the nquadron of Hussars to charge them. Led by Cidouel Hick* 
and Captain H encage, they dashed down at full speed, sweeping the 
enemy before them, and they never drew rein until they bad ridden 
through the enemy’s t'Ajnp in the Pboolhagh twu and a half aides away. 
The Pliwlbftgh was in their [n^session, but only for a moment. They 
could not hold it, For they Lad Ihr uutetripped tlii'ir support. They 
returned, bringing with them two guns, “ the bast proofs of how 
nobly they hud fought and rwafluarod." {i) Otfiecre and men were so 
completely exhausted mid prostnipd from heat and the day’s work that

The enemy were collectings both un the front 
and fiankH p and, us lm troops were incapable of further eiertion, Brigadier 
Smith * retired the Cavalry by attemativo Troops protected by the 
Artillery duriag which movements both arms showed the greatest steadi* 
neat* and entered the ravine under the protection of the Infantry pasted 
there. tJ Ho then Wk up a position for the night, and* Heading for 1 m 
baggage* placed it in a sort of amphitheatre formed by a portion uf the 
IiiTlit hr occupied tf I guarded both ends ul the defilo with bixong 
picket* of Infanti vs in strong |n^itions formed by the ground„ and nho 
threw out strong pickets both Cavalry and Infantry, towaids the heights 
on out right j the left nf our position was defended against any sudden 
asKaulte by a steep hunk and a canal/ J A brilliant day’s work wa* 
done by a jaded column. 

Among the slam that day was the Ranee of Jhantd. Many tales have 
been told bflW she met fwr daath* but the account given by her servant 
hag the strong feature of truth. It was her custom tty lead her troops 
clod in military attire. A red jacket, hitraiflrf* and a white turban on her 
tend, which mode it impOFfiible to tell Ifer rieT, The Brahminee eonou- 
bine of her late husband, dre^i d as a trooper of the Gwalior Contingent, 
nrver left her side. They were sealed together near the PhoDlbagh 
batten asj drinking sherbet, f"iaT hundred nf the ;Vtb Irregulars near them, 
when the alarm was given that the Hussars approached. fl Forty or fifty 
€jf them name upj and the rebels fled* save about, fifteen. Hie Ranee s hoKfl 
refused to leap the canal* when she received a shat in the siile. and then a 
ent on the head, hut rode off.

The voices ciying 
underneath the sod in the garden outside J bantu were beard and the dark 
account demanded. 

On the evening of I he 1 7tIi P Sir Hugh Eose received Lain Brigadier 
Smith an account of hie fiction and a request for reinforcements. He at 
once directed Lieutenant* Colon el Robert&oii to join kim with I hree troops 
Light Dmgnon^p -I- Guns No. I- Light Field Battery and the 2btb Bom¬ 
bay Lighi Infantry* The next morning the troops which had been left 
to garrison Calpee reached camp, and on tho afternoon of the tamo day 
Sir Hugh Rose marched from Momr to Eotnh Kc-Serai with the 
following force i

He left- in Momr a titidieicnL force under tlrigudier-General Kapur for its 
pmfoetidiij the investment of Gwalior, and the pursuit of the enemy when 
they retreated from it 

Tbe march to Kotab-ka-Serai, full twenty miles, was most hanw«ag, 
OF the gflth aluntip a hundred men wore struck down by the sun and had 
to be carried in dhoolies ; but tbeir commander tells us that these gallant 
soldiers wore not deterred by eiekncss from taking part next day iu the 
afiFault on Gwalior, Having crossed the river Momr, the column 
hivouackei] fur the mght on some rooky ground not far from .Smith ? s 
crimps The ncit juornEng the Gmscmi rocon nil!trod the onemy^e position 
and examined the ground octrajm-d by our troops, lie found Smith's 
piHilion wins emmp'ed and commanded by a battery of ii pounders^ which 
the enemy Imd 6rectal on a ridge on the highest of the series of height** 
which rose on the other tide of the canal from a narrow plain and were 
intersected by ravines. ir Tu protect the battery aurl the position* the 
nutmy Lad concentrated a numerous force of all artiiH on the ridge, an 
well as u large body of Cavalry in rear of ih"*(l) The General also 
discovered that f! about a mile and a ball further hack and about the 
■a mo distance from the left of tbe road woi* stationed, in a gorge of the

Thou he would fall un these poets, 
while Brigadier Smithes Brigade, concealed by the ravines, would attack 
their front and left flunk* This project, characterised by his usual skill 
and enterprise, Sir Hugh Rose was unable to execute, o wing to the 
activity of the foe. Their troops, accompanied by artillery, p-ntireil forth 
from Gwalior, and they seemed determiner I to fall on his left Hank which 
they knew was weak. The position in the pass, t cenpiod as a temporary 
point without ttny view to lighting a battle, was folio, and Hugh Rost? 
could not mk a serious attack* He therefore determined to change the 
defensive for the offensive. His plan of battle was soon eluar to him. 
Ifo directed Brigadier Stuart to move with the B6th regiment, fliipportad 
by the 35th Bombay Native Infantry, to cross the canal, tmd f crowning 
the heights on the other side of it* to attack I he on* my on their left, 
whilst at the same time Brigadier Smith p with the 95th, flUpjKJrtctl by 
the 10th Bombay Native Infantry, should move from his right front 
cross the efina! in skirmishing ord*r, and advance obliquely under cover 
of the ground over the shoulder of the bill on which was the Rebels 
battery against their left front. {3) 

Brigadier Smith crossing the canal ascended steadily, with the Sflth 
under Eieuteoua^Cokind Lowtb, the heights. The enemy, finding tlmt 
their left was lifting turned, retired mpidly towards tijc battery, closely 
pressed by the skirmisher# of the S0tb. Beneath their battery was an 
entrenchment. But they did not hold it + They retreated across it to 
ihvir gunti. n The g&Lktiit skirmishers gave them no time to rally in

id detached bodie* in the plain below, Meanwhile, Lieutenant Roome., 
in command of the 10th Bombay Native Infantry, who were moving 
up In support of the 05th and in protection of oar right, found himself 
exposed to a hit? of artillery and musketry from the heights on the 
enemy's extreme left. " Advancing h ith half of hi a Regiment Id 
skirmishing order, and leading the remainder in support, he cleared the 
two nearest heights of the Kehi.il infantry and charging gallantly took 
two brass field pieces and three mortare, which were m a plain at the 
foot of the second height/' 

The British troope were now in possession of the highest range 
and Gwalior lay at their feet* ,r The eight/ 4 " pays Sir Hugh, w was in¬ 
teresting, To our right wa* the handsome palace of the Fboolbagh, 
its garden and the old City, surmounted by the Fort, remarkable for 
its ancient architecture with lines of evtepsive fortifications round the 
high and precipitous rook of Gn'idim 1 , To our left lay the * Lushker # 
or new city, with its spacious Lou^e*; half hidden by trees/" He saw 
that the slopes descended gradually towards Gwalior, aud in the plains 
bduw could be discovered the rebels driven from the heights, seeking 
shelter among the bouses and trees outside the city, He had intended 
to proceed no further that day* and had sent word to Napier to attack 
Gwalior from Murar in concert with himself the next morning. He 
now changed his plan* ** I felt convinced that I could take Gwalior 
before sunset/' aud he at once- prepared for a fresh onset, Colonel Owen, 
with the 18th Bombay Lancers, was directed to descend the hills and occu¬ 
py the road which fed t v the grand parade of the Liishher, The tSrd 
Troop Bombay Horse Artillery with a squadron of Sth Hu*surs wore 
to cover Sir Hugh Bow 4 "* extreme right parallel with the troops attack¬ 
ing Gwalior. No, 4 Light Field Battery with two troops of Her 
Majesty J a 14th Light .Dragoons were ordered to cover his advanced lino 
and to answer the enoray^s baliury in position in front of Gwalior. 

AS! bring ready, Sir Hugh Rob* gave the word for the general attack, 
and the Infantry, owing to tbe formattan of the hills, moved forward 
in irregular line. Thu 86th forming the left was in advance, the 05th 
the right was refused- The enemy were attempting to bud their two 
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iS-poundere when tlfce- Cxortonal ordered the 0-pounder which In? had placed 
in position opposite them to bo tired with dmipnch K Tha shrapnel 
a remarkable one burnt just over the IS-pounders into about twenty 
pie™, killed and disabled some of the gunners and put the refit 
to Sight/’ The enemy's Infantry and Cavalry began to retire in groups 
aeiw* the grand parade At that instant the 1st Bombay Laneem 
issuing from tlie Pass* charged across the wide plain, cut them down 
and, continuing their msb 3 pursued them through the Lnabker. Id the 
narrow street,, bravely leading his men, fell Lieutenant Mills of the lit 
Bombay Lain-urs-, ** a very pfoniisini; and popular young officer/ Cup- 
tain Lock in the pursuit cut down the rebel who shot him* Lieutenant- 
Colonel Gwen, not thinking it advisable to have his troopers invotved 
in street fighting* Withdrew them from the town. 

The British foldiera raised a loud cheer as the Bombay Lancers 
swept across the phi in and Rainey with two Companies of the S5tb, 
charged down the dope “ with his tonal FpIrifc ,J and took the two IS- 
pounders and two small inert ins on the grand parod-e. They wore 
soon joined by the GenemL Ue determined to advance nor m the plain, 
force his way if necessary through the Lnshker anil gain possesion 
of SdudiaV palace. Captain Meade, who was well acquainted with the 
town, volunteered to act ns a guide, Remembering the bloody fight 
which had taken pl&oi in the street* of Jhatiei, Sir Hugh Hose directed 
Rainos to form four eimpani^ of bis Regiment for street lighting, 
Hiring himself at tbeir head with Meade by hi* ride, u each officer 
having his pistol at in their hand," ho marched through a mile 

of strati and arrived lit the open spaao in front of the pul ace. The 
approach to tbs palace block was surrounded by lofty buddings built of 
Bolid masonry with terraced roofs screened by a parapet. To storm them 
would entail a heavy loss of life. The palace court yard was full of 
exmtad soldiery and many desperadoes Meade volunteered to ride for- 
ward ajqno and to endeavour to obtain the peaceful surrender of the palace. 
The General assented, The column was halted and Meade rede forward to 
the entrance of the court-yardr(I) There was no gate, but a heary 
of wood agios# the gateway prevented a iiarKSffln from pwng 
through it. For some minutes Meade on bis horse waited outside the 
portal. Many muskets were levelled at him. w At length to my great

full mail/ 1 by the shoulder, ho told t ham he would save their lira If 
they ohovad his orders. Hut thorn must he no delay as the British troops 
were ready and eager to storm the palace. They said they would hand it 
over to their Sov^reign^ hut not to tha English-. He replied that it must 
be givtiu. up at once or it would be stormed and not a man of them would 
Sicapc, After some parleying, they consented to retire into lha interior 
of the palace buildings. Then Meade rode hack and reported the result 
to the General, and arrangements were made for the sonority of the 
pal lo o- Before fiunset the Lushkor, or new city, and t he old town were 
occupied with very trifling 1 o:-h to u£, 4i and to the unUjunded gratitude 
of the people and the high credit of the troops with scarcely an act of 
plunder/' 

Meanwhile Urigudkr Smith had got into action with the enemy near 
the Palace of PlmolbagL, which after some stiff fighting he raptured* 
Ho then pursued a Urge body of the enemy, who were^rotiriiig raimd the 
rock of Gwalior towards the lU=idi;iiL?y, covering their retreat with gun,-, 
After a stout resistance " which did credit to the enemy's artillery '* the 
guns were captured, (l) and they pressed hard on the fleeing foe long 
after black night bad fallen, until men and hones could go no further. 

On the morning of lLlo 20th, S-rindm, who hud arrived from Agm 
two days before, wm conducted from the cantonment of Menu by the 
Agent of the Governor-General to the parade before the Phoolhagh, 
Hem he was received by Sir Hugh Roots and his force with every possible 
mark of reject. Then the victorious Commpnrkr, accompanied by bin 
personal and divisional stuff and all the superior officers nf tin* Force* 
" whose duties allowed them tv* be pmeut ** Carted His Royal High net* 
tn his palace in the Lushker, * r with n squadron of Her Majesty's Sth 
llususirf?, and another Lif Her Majesty 1 ! Light Dragoon^ usori. honourable

handsome street, wtijd> leadti from thi** giund parade to the palace, (he 
fjopulntion of t he half-empty, half-closed Luihket, which hnd recently 
been despoiled b j his faithless soldiery, welcomed the return of their 
Sovereign and of peace. 

A grim tragedy, however, marred the joy of that morning. Ae the 
troops were drawn out to rneem- Saindb* four or five shots wore find at 
them from the rampart b of the Fortj and 03 Hiu Highness amt the 
Agent advanced with their corthje, one shot struck immediately in front 
of them. It was a startling surprise, for the General bad been informed 
that the Fort bad been vacated during tljo night. It hail been vacate!, 
but thirteen men* four of them eon tinge tit rtptiye, and nine velnlteH 
with two women and a child* after proceeding Borne irh \im towards As^ra, 
resolved deliberately to return and die in it, (1) Mir Hugh bad ordered, 
the fort to bo closely invested. Lieutenant Rose of the l&fch Bombay 
Native Infantry* who bad distinguished himself at the hand to hand 
fighting in the ravines, occupied, with n picket famished by bis regiment, 
the Kut.wnl or Police Station near the main gateway. Lieutenant 
Waller* a brother officer, with a small party of the same corps, held an 
adjoining post When Bosg heard the firing of the guns and learnt 
that soma Ghdzees were still defending the fort* be wi % »t to Waller and 
suggested that they should attack tho stronghold and deotniy tlio 
despomta fanatics. Taking with them a blacksmith, the two piukqta* and 
twenty Pa than police they crept up tbs winding rood until they reached 
the main gateway which they found closed. It wo# burst open and , 
surprising tlua other gates before they could bo glint, they reached un 
arohway on which the fanatics had brought a gun to bcar.(£} The 
Ghiyseea, having taken post on a bastion, Gang over the walla all ibeir 
gold and silver coin, blew their women ami children and swore to die* 
The gun bn^l at the third discharge and the attacking party rushed 
throng]i the archway and made their way, reganB» of the bullets sent 
down upon them* to the top of the wall. (3) On the Lm^tion the fanutics 
withstood them steadfastly and slay ing, were slain. Bette, who was swift

Maharajah Seine]ia, do not shrink from their obligations, or hesitate to 
avow their loyalty. The Eight Honourable the Governor-General, in 
order to mark his appreciation of the Mahara jah Scindia s friendship, 
and his gratification of His Highness* authority in hi# ancestral domin¬ 
ions, is pleased to eluent that a royal salute shall be fired at every 
principal station in India." 

Ou the 20th of Jane, Sir Hugh Rose, on art-mint of ill-health, made 
ever the command to Brigadier-General Napier, and in the following 
order he bade farewell to the troops he hod Jed to victory upon

hills. 

The ardour of an excellent Officer induced him, at this time, to 
make an inenntiens movement with hie Giitifl to his tight front, with the 
view to pour an enfilading fire into llio Enemy Bnt he had not taken 
into consideration that this movement brought him to within fifty or 
«*tj yard# or the edge of the glen, in which lay concealed some hun¬ 
dred Sepoys, who, before he could ttwlimbefj opened a very iicav t htc on 
bia Guns, which lie was mm bio to depress on them- The Sepoys for- 
tunateiy tired too quick, and too high, and the Officer retired his Guns 
Out of the range of their musketry, with only a few Casualties. The 
Sepoys hailed this little reverse with about*. But their sauces* had only 
brought on their more rapid defeat. For knowing now their exact posi¬ 
tion, and seeing the necessity of showing them that a calm ret rent was 
only tho prelude of n rapid offensive, 1 advanced 100 of the Ilydrahad 
Contingent Infantry under Captain SiticWe, at dnahie time, and mads 
them charge into the glen, bring their right shoulder* forward, and 
sweep it down towards tho roed. Following this up by a movement of a 
Company of the 3rd Europeans, against the front of the Sepoys, aud of 
the Salt Customs, from the extreme right, against their rear. To still 
farther discomfit them, I sent a Troop of Her Majesty's 14ih Light 
Dragoons to a knoll, quite in rear of the glen, and commanding a view 
of the Lake, and the other end of the pass. The Rebels wore driven with 
kea from tho glen, and, crossing the road, ascended the hill on its left, for 
the purpose of joining the large body of Rebels who occupied the hills 
divided by ravine* on the left of the road. The Troop of Hone Artillery 
would have swept them away with grape, had not the Officer Commanding 
it mistaken the Rebels, on amount of the similarity of drees, for Mao 
g£ the Suit CtMtam*. 

Not giving the Rebels time to breathe, I directed Captain Macdonald, 
toy Assistant Quarter-Master General, to storm the hill, to the left 
of the mod, with two Companies of the 3rd Europeans. CapUin 
Macdonald conducted them ably and gallantly, up the almost preuipitom 
height, tuid extending the Grenadier Company from the right, and sup- 
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porting them with the other Company, tiro** them from the iirel to lha 
eeciuid line of hills. A» Boon bh Lieutenant-Calotte] Liddell had come 
up, with the rest of t.heSrJ Europeans, 1 moved him up the hill, in sup¬ 
port o£ Idt two Companies, directing bun lo advanoe, and drive the 
Enemy siici’esisively Trotn nil the hilt* commanding the pn*e- He per"- 
formed this movement entirely to my satisfaction. 

The glens and hill a which protected the pass having Wen taken, I 
sent Captain Abbott, with the 4ih Hydrahad Cavalry to clear the pass, 
and drivi* in the Enti my J a front; this he did effectually. 

The Enemy, repulsed in Bank end front, retired to the village of 
Mndinpore, in rear of the end of the Lake. The villniiB wo* fortified 1>y 
a formidable work, in the shape of a bund or great thickness of earth and 
solid masonry, which dammed up the Lake, The Enemy had placed iba 
few Guns they had in rear of the Lund, and had been firing with them 
on the 3rd Europeans on the hill. 

The pus- having been gained, I sent direction! lo Brigadier Stewart, 
whom I had bulled in rear of the pass, wiili ihe Reserve »ud Siege Train 
to advance through it, and occupy the bead of the Lake- An soon ns they 
had arrived, I opened with the Winch Hu witter, and the 1.1- Founders in 
advance of it, » lire on the Rebel Guns, 

At this time I received a message from the Officer Commanding lb* 
flear Guard, that the Enemy had fired from the range of hilie running 
to the pass of Nnrnt on him and Wr long line of baggage, 1 had nil 
along thought it likely thnt the Knjah of ftnnpore might come to the 
aid of the Rebels at Mudinpore as soon ae he discovered that themovaof 
Major Scud nmer^ was n feint, nnd my attack (.he real one. 1 therefore 
sent a Troop of Her Majesty's 14th Light Dragoons and a Regiment of 
Hydrahnd Cavalry, to cover the Rear Guard. 

A few rounds drove the Enemy from their position in rrar idlb( 
buud, and they retired from Mudiupore, through the jungle, towards 
iliu Fort of Serai.

The Cavalry which 1 had detached with Major Scudamore, »nd to 
assist the Hear Guard, rendered the Force available fur the pursuit

Major Orr, mil Captain Abbott under him, pursuing, along tb* 
road, til rough lb- - jungle, came up with the roar of the Rebels, co»*l5t* 
fq g principally of the Stud Bengal Siiive Infantry, and killed n guod 
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many of them, amongst the unrulier the notorious Mutineer, Hall 
Turbedio, who, as HuviIlIat Major of tho 12nd, was instigator of the 
Mutiny in tl itt Regs men t t and whjm they made their Commanding 
Officer. 

] oiro my acknqwledgoiiots io Major Orr nod Captain Abbott for 
their conduct on this occasion* Captnin Pi ok ti ny, who aoeoHipamed my 
Force a* Political Agent at Jhainio, distinguished hinuclf in the pursuit* 

1 marched the Force several miles lieynnd the pass, into an open and 
level country. The line of baggage was so long that it did not come up 
till the nesi day \ but owing to Lhe precautions I had taken, it did not 
sustain the slightest loss. 

1 ha results of the ructom at Mudiopera were at no nacrous as they 
wot? favorable. My Force bod got into the ranr of lhe pnem, and the 
Enemy^i line of defences, of which they thought so much. Tho ]mss of 
Nbrul considered hy them to b* impregnable was turned. 

Hudinpore, it is tm was the weakest of the passes ; hot, on the 
olber bandj it bad heeu defended by the Sepoys of the ttud And other 
BugisnenU, umd by 7,000 picked Huiideelas. The Sepoys and in* Bua. 
deek^ quarrelled, the former declaring that the latter had run away, and 
left them to fight at the pass; general mistrust* and u panic ensued in 
the Rebel Camp. 

Tho Fort of Serai, or Soyroge, a fortified Palace nf the Rajah of 
Sbaghur, perfect in architecture, now used as an Area nil for lhe 
manufacture of powder and shot, fell the nest day into the hands of my 
Troops. The dyes of the old Bangor Mint, from which the iM.ek were 
making halh, wore louud here, in quantities. 

Tbo day after, I took possession of Marowm, an ancle nr. Fort with 
a double line of defences, in an important position, on the road from 
Saugur to Jhunslcj and from Shsghuir to Malth^no, 

The Sliaghur Territory was attached to tins British pow^sioue by 
Sir Robert Hamilton, and in consequence the British Flag wag hoisted 
on the f ort of Marowra in presence of my Brigade. 

The payees of Narut and Dk am coney were abandoned, and Sir 
Robert Hamilton established a Police Stiiuou at Maltlnme. 

In fact* the whale country beE H'eeu Saugor and Jhanaic, to the East 
of the Rnrer Betwm, which, since the outbreak of the rebellion, bad been

I arrived iha follow* 

mg day, the 21st Ultimo, with the remainder of my Brigade before 

Jimmie. 

The picquets of the Cavalry sent on the day before had sabred 
about 100 armed Men, Bondedae* endeavouring to esiti*r Jhansie, having 
toon Bum mooed by the Ranee to defend it. 

Having no plan, or even correct description of the fortress and city, 
t had, together wilh the Officers Commanding the Arlilbry and Inigi- 
neerBj to make long and repeated reoonuf^Ufttiflfl^ En order to ascertain 
tbe Enemy's defences ; this delayeJ, for some days, the ccramonneitioat 
of the siege operations. 

The great strength of the Fort, natural as well as arilfh'ia!, and its 
patent, entitles it to a plans amongst It on an eleva* 

toil rook, rising: out of a plain, and commands the city, anJ sur founding 
country ;ii is built of excellent and most motive masonry* The Fort is 
diffloaUto breach, because, composed of graoito, it§ walls vary in thickpos* 
from niiif-on to twenty Feet. 

Tbo Fort has gEig naive and elaborate outworks of tha some solid 
eonstmetion, with front and dun king embrasure* for Art ii lory fire, and 
loop-holes, of which, in some places, there were live tiers, for njosketry* 
tin ns placed on thu high tnwtra of the Fort commanded the country uLI 
around. 

One tower cnlled lbo if white turret" had been raised lately In height 
by the Rebel*, and armed with heavy ordnance. 

The fortress is surrounded by the city of Jhannie uu all sides, e\* 
eept the West and part oE the South face. 

The Bleep nesa of the rack protects the West, the fortified oity wall 
with bait ions springing from the oenLm of ltd Skmlh fage, running South, 
and ending in a high mound or (nameJon, protects by a flanking fire its 
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South few, Tim mound was fortified by ft strong oireulur bastion for 5 
Guns, round part of nhiflh was drawn a ditch H fact deep and 15 foot 
brood of solid masonry. Quantity* of men wefts alwuy* at wort 1ft the 
mound. 

Tha city of Jhnnsb is about 44 roilei in circumference, and is snr- 
rounded by a fortified and munve wall, rrom fl to 1£ feet Lhiok, and 
Tary iiiff in height from Id to 30 feet, with numerous flanking iustlsijs 
Armed as butts ries with ordnance, and loop-hole** with a banquette fer 
Infantry. 

Outside the walls, the city is girt with wood, except come parts of 
tl.# East and South Fronts : on the former is a piotanwgiM lake aod water 
pain. (*; to the South are the mined Cantonment* and residence* of the 
English. Temple* with their gardens,—one the Joltnn Bagh, the neue 
of the massneie of our lamented country-men—and two rooky ridge*, the 
Beet meet called “ Kapno Tekrl" both important potitfeti*, feeing and 
threatening the South face oE the city wall and l 1 art. 

1 established ««?n Hying Camps of Cavalry, as un infesting Force 
round Jhau-ie, living to Major Scudamore half n Troop of Horse Artil¬ 
lery, and later to Major Gall two 1#-rounder*. These Campp b#t*aW 
to the fr-mt outposti and vidnttci, which wu‘ gbed and pretented all issue 
from the city, day nml night | >aoh Gamp, on any attempt being nridft 
to force its line, wa= tu call on the others for help. I gave directions 
also that the read from the city should be obstructed by treuclifc* and 
a bat til. 

The attack of Jbauile offered strums JilBeuhiea. Thera wore no 
means of branching the Fort, except from the South, but th<* South wns 
flanked by the fortified City wall and mound juet described. 

The rocky ridge was excellent for ft broaching battery, incept that 
it was too fur off, 040 yards, and that the lira from it would have been

In the meantime! th* right eittook opened lire, from an Much How- 
itze^ and two Monk Molten, on the n-nr of the mound and thu South 
of the City, with the extent inn of ihe Palace which I wished to preserve 
for the tiae of 1 he Troupe. 

A remarkable featuie in the defence was, that the Enemy had no 
workB or pcata nut side the City. Sir Robert liacuilum eBlirngtod ihe 
number of the Guriaoti aL 10 l Uf}H Bnndeelas and verities,* nml 1,800 
Sepnii, of whntn 4Of) Wl'co Csmdry, and 1 bo number oJ Guns in the City 
and Fort, at. SO or -10. 

Thy fire of the right at talk on the first day 0 F the opening of the 
hrOj the 28th Citium, cleared the fiuiuatl of the workmen nod tin 1 Enemy* 
The martin^ in eonseqoenoe of in format ion I hud received, gc eiled and 
Fet on fire long rows of bay-rick* in lb* Sooth of the Ci tv M w hich created 
an almost general conflagration in that quarter. 

The Enemy hud been tiring actively from the white turret, the 
tree tower battery in Lb* Fort, and the wheel lower, Saugor and 
Lntchmen-gPte batitries in the town. About mid day their fire ceased 
ftlnioFt criuplelefy, but re-cr>mnieoeed the next day willi increased 
vigour.

BefuTe the Band-bag bnttery could be made for the 9-Pa under, 
acting Bombardier Breaua, of Captain Omioiosy J i Company, Royal 
Artillery j quite a lad, commanded and pointed the G- Pounder in the 
open, and silenced the Enemy 1 ! Gun in battery in tbs bastion, destroying 
bo^idet i.H defeimoH + 1 praised him for bis good service on the ground, 
and promoted him. 

The iwo H-invb Jloftars, mud oec&rfounlly the two IQ-meli Mortnrs 
of Hi! left attack, ans wared <he garden battery* shelling also the Nia 
Bu^tic, and live wrils vrh-io the Sepoys had taken op their quarters an 
account af the good water, 

After the capture of JUau*ie we had proof of Itavoo tmuasd by 
the shelling and oirnnrmade m the Fort and city* Beside the damage 
done to the houses and bn tidings, ilia Rebels acknowledge to have lost 
from Fiity to seventy m#n a day killed. 

Our hitter w hail by ik* 30ih dismantled the defines a af the Fort 
and dty, or disabled I heir Gum, It is tme that the Rebels had made on 
the white turret an excellent parapet of »argo Banc-hags, winch they 
kept always wet, and stdl ran up freak m lieu of dialled Gunn Lut 
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thrir befit Gun>i bad beeu disabled, nad their beat ArtiEl^rv-meQ killed ; 
their fare was therefore ho longer serious* However, the obstinate 
defence of the Entfcij'. the breach, ami the client fired Ull„ had unused a 
greul doniumptioti uf iLtninciiiliuDj so ranch so, that it wm evident there 
would not hie sufficient to multiply breaches iu the town wall, or to estab¬ 
lish a main breach in the South double wall of the Lvrt. 

Under these cirtrn ms la nces, I hie Officer Commanding tho Artillery 
and Edgii^erij called to my notice the necessity of having roe®urge to 
cHfcalude, to wbifthi I gave my consent, requiring however thai Lb# breach

Having received no report* from the right auackj composed of the 
3rd Europeans end Hyderabad Contingent, I matte ray way to them in

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Enemy p ami milking their wuy ki Hie Paladej the Rebels wer* Gring at 
them from ths bouses, which the Troop* were breaking open, and clearing

The right und left attack n b**iitg now ooncuntmied in the Pslacre, 1 
gained pMFB^jumi of a large pnrtioEi of she City by ad rand tig the 0rt 
Europeans to the North-Bust, and occupying the lfurrabgODg«gatei «iii 
whioh 1 rested their right dank, forming on oblique line from the irnte 
to the Pabice with the ^rti Europeum und the StSth in the Palace. The 
two fiegilDenis occupying with pieqneti oammcinding houses tn their 
front, rhia hue was a prolongation of the second line leading from the 
mound under the front tn the P.lWo. This done, it w*s nectary to 
clear tbs large portion uF the City in rv*r of this oblique line of the 
numerous armed Rebel* who remained in the honsis, ami who were Grins* 
on the Troop*. This wa» not effected without bloody, often humUtn- 
tiAimlp oombitsj une ul l.he most remarkable of them Lk w-eui J itanh- 
rnenta of IUr Majesty 1 * ^5tii Kugjra«nt and drd Kempaii j ? and thirty 
nr forty Vcdaiiie Smv»rp f the body-guard of the llauee in the Fatactt 
SUM tie under ihe lire of the Fort. The Sowars, full of Opium, defended 
their Stabbs, tiring with nmtehlooks and pi-ato!* from the window and 
loop-Ltded, and nutting with their tulwar*, and from behind the doors. 
When driven iu they retreated behind tbeii’ bereft, stdl firing or HgbtJUg 
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With their a word* in both hmda till they were shot or bayoneted atrug- 
gting even when dying cn Hie ground to strike again, A party of them 
remained in a roum off the stnbles which woe on lire till they were holt 
burnt \ their clothe* in flame*,they rushed out bucking at their assailants, 
aud guarding their heads with their shields* 

Captain Row, my Aide-d^Camp, saved the life of a man of Lh* 
Sfith, who was down, by bayoneting hieMHriknt. 

All the Sowars were killed, but not witlioiit several caatndtiw on 
out side. Tim gallant Soldiers cuptm'ed in the quarter* wf ihe Sowars 
the Kunee'fl standard * h three etaudards of tbs body-guard, throe kettle 
dry me and bora*, mad no English Union Jack r?f silk, which Sir Robert 
Hamilton tells me Lord William Bentinck had given the grandfather of 
ilie husband of lha Ranee, with the permission to have it earned before 
him as a reward fur his fidelity, & privilege granted to no other Indian 
Prime* I granted the Soldiers their inquest to hoist on Urn Palace the 
ting of their country which they hs^I so bravely won. Captain Sand with,, 
who was wounded, ocmummded with spirit the Europeans on this oec^ 
bio a t anil Serjeant Riown. of Hie Commissariafe Department, was the 
first to dash boldly into the stables. 

KmneMus incidents marked the desperate fueling which animated 
the defenders. A retainer of the Ranee tried to blow up him^lf and Ins 
wifei failing In the attempt, be endeavoured to cut her to pieces and 
then killed himself, Two Vihitto, attacked by iho videtLes, threw a 
woman who was with ikvm into a welt, and then jumped dawn it them- 
selves* 

Whilst engaged in the town, l revived ll report from the Officer 
Commanding one of the Hyderabad Cavalry Flying Camps, thnt n large 
body of the Kwmy, dying from the town, had tried to force his pieqtirt.: 
that a few bad racertded, hut that the main body from 3a 0 to 500 strung, 
had b en driven back, and had occupied a high and rocky hilt to the west 
of the Fort; that he had tarretjnded the hill with Cavalry till reinforce- 
tuents were sent. I immediately ordered out from Uie Camp# of the 
two Brigadeflp the available Trqope of all arms against ihe FJilh The 
enclosed Kep-rt from Major Gall tliewi how sal i* foe tor ily these Rebels 
were disposed of* Lieutenant Park ivaa killed whilst gallantly leading 
on h party of the 24th Bombay Natiiv Infantry alon" the ridge o[ the 
hill* The Ranee^ father, Mmnoo $ahib # was amongst (he Rebels ; he 
was wmiiidid on the hill, and t&ptured tome days afterwards and hanged

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Afl^r having olewed the quarter of the town in nur pOS«ee*ion of 
the Enoray, I had intended attacking the remoindier of it, but deferred 
doing so tiU the ne*t day on Brigadier Si an art's representation that the 
men were too much eiharutad For any further operations I hat dny. 

Toward* etineet it was telegraphed From the observatory that ihe 
Enemy were appmanhtng from ihe East« I had therefore to re-occupy 
tnih all the fore* I ootild collect the field of notion oF the Botwa, the 
devoted Troops marching to a fre^h combat after thirteen boors* fighting 
in n burning son with n* muchspirit as if they had not been engaged at alL 

The alarm proved to he a false one. Troops from Tohree having lieen 
mistaken for the Enemy. 

The nest day Brigadier Stuart and myftelf occupied the rest of tho 
City by a combined movement, assisted by Major Gall, who spiritedly 
waled the bastion at the Onow-gate from hiin Plying Camp, arid capturing 
the Gim that was thm, ihiew it down the rampart. 

The foil owing morning, a wounded Mahmtia retainer of thr Rcmeo 
wm scut in to me from Captain Abbott 1 * Flying Camp. He stated that 
the ftance, accompaciiud by 300 YUaitfes and 25 Sowars. de> 1 that night 
from the Fort; that after Leaving it, they had been headed back by on* 
of ihe picquets where tha Ranee ami her party separated, she herself 
taking to the right with a few Sciwarain the direction of her intended 
flight to Bandlri The observatory also telegraphed "Enemy escaping 
tn the North-Start" I immediately cent oft strong detachments of Her 
Majesty's 14th Eight Dragoons, 3rd Light Cavalry and Hyderabad 
Cavalry to pursue wilb Gan# to support them, as it was said fdtatTantb 
Topee had sent n Fore® to meet her. I also sent Brigadier Steuart, with 
Cavalry, tn watch the forts of the Be&wa. 

Tn the meantime detachments of the Htith and 3rd Europeans took 
possession of the fortress; 

In sight of B*ndlrt r 2] miles from Jban m r the Cavalry came in 
eight of the Irregular Horse* sent to meet the Bunn, whbh separated 
probably wilh the view to mislead her pursuers hr to her real cornua*

with find cut np forty of the Enemy ecrnduting of Rohillas and Bengal 
Irregular Cavalry. Lif attain t Dowkcr ws^ gaining fwt on the Ranee*

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who with four attendants,, was mow escapiflg on a grey horse, when 
he wag dismounted by a imn wound, and obliged to give up the 
pursuit. 

From the time the troops took ilia Pal wee, the Rebels het heart nnd 
bt-giui t- kave the town and farL Nothing could prove more the effi¬ 
ciency of the investment than the number of thorn cot up by the piequet > 
of the Flying Cam psthe woods, gardeus nnd roads round the towns 
were strewed with the corpses of fugitive Rebels, The Ranged flight 
was the signal for a general retreat. Early in the morning, I caused the 
outskirts of the City to be scoured with Cavalry and Infantry * it will 
give some idea of the destruction of insurgents which ensued when a 
party of the 14-th Dragon us alono killed two hundred in one patrol* The 
Rebels who were chiefly tfibuties and Pathaus, generally sold their Viva* 
as dearly as they fouM, figbtmg to the last with their usual dexterity 
a tut firmness. A band of 40 of these desperadoes barricaded themsr-Ivee 
in a upaeiua* house with a court yard, vaults, etc. ; before they were 
aware of its strength, it wus attacked by a detautimecit of Hyderabad 
1 ei fan try under Cap Lain Hu no* with the loss lj f CapUiin Sinclair, of whose 
condoet it is my duty again to make honorable mention. Reinforce* 
monte and several pirns of siege Artillery wore brought up by Major Orr, 
who commanded the attack against the house, bat even when it had been 
bleached and knocked to pieces, the Rebels continued to resist in the 
ruined passages and vaults. They were all ns usual destroyed, hot not 
without several casual ties oo our part. Major Orr expresses hh oblige 
lions to Captains Wooleombe and Doughs,, of the Bombay and Bengal 
Artillery, Lieutenant Lewis, and Ensign Fowler, oE Uer Majesty's SdEh 
Regiment, the Apr l very severely wounded, who led the men, and also 
Lkuii'Uflnt Simpson, 23rd Regiment Bengal Native Infantry,, wounded.

the breach at the moaiul, and the rocket lower, and the low curtain 
immediately to the right of it, Lieutennut*Cok>nel Lowtli, Her 
Majesty's Bfttb Regiment, Commanded the former, Major Stuart, Her 
Majesty's S6th Hegimeot, the litter, attack. On the signal being given* 
Inatb parties moved steadily to the point under a smart lire from the 
Enemy. Capiat a Darby, Her Majesty's 30 th Regimen i M led the stormers 
□p the h reach in the most gallant tnanu*T r and the Eoamy were driven 
before them at all points, while at the same time Major Stmirt'fi attack 
by escalade at the rocket tower yttoceeded admirably, though holly 
opposed* On gaining the town,, Lietitenaot-Cotoutfl Lawth f with great 
judgment, moved part ol bis men to his right, and thus took the Enemy 
in flank and rear, when they were mating the right attack of the 2nd 
Brigade with great vigour. All the Troops then of the 1st Brigade con¬ 
centrated in th* Ranee's FaEaco 1 which was taken possession of by Lieuton- 
aat^Coionel Lowth and his men in the most gallant manner. As llie 
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Major-Gfneial himselF tv ns witness of greater f*rt of the operation* at 
this, anti at a subsequent period, I do not enter into further details.

Major 
Stuart., Her Majesty's Sflth Regiment, carried oat the duties confided to 
him in the most satis factory manner, and led the eaealading party with 
the greatest gallantry; ho was assisted by Lieutenant Hartnell* and 
Ensign* Sewell end Fowl or, of Her Majesty's Hfitli Regiment, who wore 
all wounded* tin* first fcwi> Oifioers severely ; also by Lieu£eaunt VVebber, 
Royal Engineers* Commanding the ladder party of the Royal Sappers, 
who most ably performed ihm duty. On tbie necarfon lieutenant Dart- 
nell greatly distinguished himself, &-■ nluo Serjeant Alleyn Wolfe* and 
Private Roger Mathews* both ol Her Majesty's S 1 "til Regiment; the

Meiklpjuhu mad Gfiak, of the Bombay 
Engineers, led the way np the ludders of the rightCoinmn> both of whom 
were wounded, the latter severely, The ladders were found in soma 
instances too abort, ia others tm> weak, breaking under the Men, who 
were withdrawn from the heavy Bra to wkiok they w#re thus unneces¬ 
sarily exposed, and the mo v cine tit was made with great pmdEian and 
ooobow, 

Shortly after this, Captain Robison, Sri Bombay European Begi- 
ruent, was informed by Captain Barby, Executive Engineer, that soma 
of the B6lh Regiment had entered by the breath to his left, find he 
•doubled some of his party round to that point, at which he ejected an 
entry and cleared the ramparts so as to enable the remainder to mount 
the ladders unopposed, Lieutenant-C ljI ana l Lidded, on finding hie lud¬ 
ders of no use. ordered Lien tenant Good fellow, of the Bombay Engineer^ 
to try a bag of powder at a postflrn, but from being built up inadd# no 
entry could he effected ; however by this time Captain Hu Id sun hnd mode 
good hi- lodge men i, and was followed by the right Column, when all pro* 
seeded t-wards the Palace, which, is tire Major*tlenBraI ia aware, no & 
taken after a desperate resistance* 

Both Columns behaved with great ceolum mid gallantry, and 1 
trust I mav he pardonod far bringing their landers to the notice of the 
Major- Genenl ; m also Captain Sandwith, and Livuteumt lark, 3rd 
Bombay European Regiment; Lieutenant Goodfellow, Bombay Enjfi- 
teerp, and aW Privates Few and Whirlpool, Srd Bom Lay European Regi- 
mtnip of whom Lieutenant-Col Gtnd Liddell speaks in the highest terms. 
Captain Robison's conduct in doubling round with some of hie men to 
the breach, spanks for itself ; but he Lae brought to my notice Corporal 
Hard, Privates Huger and Archibald, nil of the Grenadier Company! and 
Private Drum mend! No, 1, and Private Doran, No. 5 t umpatiy-j of the

hy five hundred Verities under the ILotne of Jhausi, Cavalry from 
Cotabj and Guns and Troop from disaiLicied Rajahs, the whelp under 
Lhe Command of Tan Ha Topea, had occupied Kgoneh^ and thrown up 
an trench meat* which they had armed to defend the read a t» tlie town 
from Jhauai, and that they ware determined to make a vigorous uppo^i. 
tkm at Kaonoh to my advance against Calpee. All tile account ngreed 
ihni. the Rebels were strong in Cavalry! Mutineers of Bengal Regular

A few rounds of shrapnel from Captain TnghtfooCa Guns emptied 
some of their saddles, and they disappeared iulo the wood. The Rebel 
Infatjtty now shewed in force behind a long wall to our front, and in the

1 had marched the Brigale a distance of 1 * miles from Lohnree 
that morning, for the purpose of surprising the Enemy by the flank 
movement:, and not giving thorn time to alter their plan of defence.

Tbo Enemy , a Hue of defence being now cut in two, and their tififbt 
completely turned, they retired in from Koonch, fco the exten* 

&ive plains intersected by heavy ploughed Iaml p stretchings towards Orai 
and Calpoe.* forming iirv irrogulnr and very long lino, livt or six deep in 
aome places covered by skirmishers at dope distance^ who nt intervals 
were in groups oF small mas*os* a mode rf skirmishing peculiar to 
Indiana ; thiiPO groups act as n sort ol bastions to tha line of skirmisher*. 

The latj Brigade mode their way through the town, as qniekly 
an its narrow and winding itmti would allow them, mid rouruhed the 
plains m pursuit of the Boe&iy* 

But tha Infantry bad already Fullered mi much during 1 the mom- 
mg , B sun, twelve mm of the weak Wing of Her Majesty71st having 
died from sunitrokr, that it would have been a heartless an l imprudent 
sicrifien of invaluable Infantry, to ponuo with that arm. They were 
therefore hid ted, ml well m the Infantry of the Second Brigade, and 
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Major Orris Fnretfj whiell b:id advanced through the wood, iQiind the 
Town to fits plain*. 

TIlo Cava!rj nf both Brigade?, ntnl of Major Orr*fl Fore*; (eioepl a 
party which I had lefi; to watch the Jalonn road and my rearl,one Troop 
of florae Artillery, Captain Field's Gqq^ and the four Guns of No. IS 
Light Reid Battery, went in pursuit. 

If, on the i ne hand, the Enemy had retired from Kooiieh with too

Iu the course of the pursuit, more Guns and ammnuilion were cap¬ 
tured by the Cavalry.

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freqnflnElv' to go over* and the freight of his Gua=, eon tinted to tnfn 
them to good aacontit, Wid kept up well with them to tlie oioeo oE the 
pursuit. 

The greater part of the Bnecaj^i line of elrinuaaher* bring billed, 
tbe remainder driven in, anil febo U*hri Artillery empty red, tha m rain body* 
the first lin&gol btoconfwmn, lort their nerve, and crowded into the 
rofid to Ccilpeo, a long and helpW Column dI runaways.

The seorriling rays oF the sun and the pee at which they retreated, 
told even op the sepoys ; several full dead on the road struck by apo¬ 
plexy j many exhausted* threw a way their arms* whilst others* to tiuepcb 
their iMrst* rushed to the wells* regard lees if oar Cavalry ware upon 
them. 

But the inn, fa eigne, and scarcity of water told flfla.il more on my 
Artillery and Cavalry* a great part of whom were Europeans, and had 
been marching* or engaged lor sixteen hours. Tbe Commanding QJffcwrs 
oE Artillery and Cavalry having, on our arrival aL this village, reported to 
at# that they were not longer able to puraau, I halted* and hiving watered 
tbo horsns ns well ns I could* marched them back at sunsel to toonrii* 

The Enemy must have lost about five or six hundred mm m the 
action and pursuit; and neoordiug to their own account* the hand Hegi* 
ment Bengal Native Infantry* or 11 ITenry ki Pullun/ # * whidi covered lhe 
retreat* was nearly destroyed. Nine Guns and quantitive of good Eng¬ 
lish atn munition nud stores, furnished to the lute Gwalior Con Lingi'nt* 
were taken. 

Tbe defeat at Kcwmeh gave rise to animaniiies and mistrust, in the 
Babel Army.

assured, and an good authority, that at one time there were only eleven 
Sepoys in the town and fort* 

The utiti*pooled arrival of the N&wab of Banda, with a large Force 
t.f gitnd Sepoy Cavalry mutineerij uorae Guns and Infantry* and his 
orsergotjc exertions* bucked up by those of the It a nee of Jhaflai* produced 
one of those sudden changes from despair to confidence* which mark (he 
Indian character. 

Their leaders again exhorted the Sepoys, as I learnt from an inter- 
uepted letter, "to hold to the tut* Calpeo (heir only annutlj and to win

I had sont Lienttsu- 
ant Lysttr with an order to the Cavalry to charge ; cm hie way, he cams 
aeroB? a group of Boma thirty Sepoy*, skirmisher *; single-handed, he 
cbargfrd in view of the pursuing Force* cut bis way through and broke 
tbeiTi; bis Horse was severely wounded. This is the second time I 
have bud the honor to mention this Officer for gallant conduct in the

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2. I received during the night of the 01tb, the mat motio ns tratfc^- 
mitted to me by you, directing mo to move from my encampment hi 
Aitc towards my left flank, and proceeding by Eiesoop end Sunnow, 
along my Force by it# left, with the right of the 2nd Brigade which I 
should find renting on tbc village of Qomreo* I marched doting (<ho 
nighty and oar Ey the nest morning, (the 7 th} opened a cam muni option 
with Brigadier Sten-art. Commanding Ind Brigade. From Sunnow, I 
advanced to Furr ay ta, took possession of lho small village of Dare#, abuuL 
I of a mile in my front* and occupied it with a strong picquot of Cavalry 
and Infantry. 

S. About 8 o'Clock, the Enemy appeared in force on my right flank, 
□ large body of Cavalry supported by Infantry moving steadily down to¬ 
wards Dav*e p apparently advancing with mmh determ[nation, and hiv¬ 
ing opened a dm from a B&tlery mounting tw*i or three Gimp, one ol 
them of considerable calibre, I mured forward my line, and n few 
rounds from the.Guns forced the Enemy back to their original position. 

4. Having received the Major-Gener&Fe orders to take ground 
to the left, I moved in that direction, to the front »[ the village 
of Qomree* from whiah 1 advanced direct upon Kaon eh. In my 
immediate front were name garden# and walled enclosures, held in 
force by the Fun my, and from which a heavy fira was directed upon cur 
lino. The Artillery under Captain Dunging advanced, and its hre hav¬ 
ing silenced ihnfc o£ the lithe is* 1 ordered the gardens and emaknures to 
heevirecl by the Infantry* This wsa very gallantly needed by a Dctacli- 
ment of the 5th Infantry, consisting of two Companies under Command 
of Lieutenant Partridge, 23rd Bengal Native Infantry, doing duty 5th 
Infantry Hyderabad Contingent, n ray promising young Officer, and 
the Enemy were very quickly driven out. At the nme tinif, I directed 
the whole of the Cavalry under Command of Captain Murray and Lieu¬ 
tenant Dowker, to move to the right and charge the Enemy's 
Hwnnwll, who had oil ibis time been threatening our flank. This 
semes was promptly and effectually performed* the Horsemen beang 
driven quite oil the field at this point and forced back within the line of 
thuir supports of Infantry, occupying several deep ravines nod broken 
ground, and from the shelter of which a heavy fire was directed. The 
Enemy f H Guns at the same time opened with ronnd shot and shrapnel I, 
The Cavalry were subsequently joined by oae Squadron of Her Majesty's 
14th Light Dragoons, and two Horae Artillery Huns, the whole com* 
manded by Major Scudamore* and they retained possession of the 
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groond they fend gained until the general advance, whan they also fol- 
lowed the Enemy id pursuit. 

5. The Artillery Lad meanwhite advanced so far »a to brin^ it com* 
pletdy within range of this Enemy'a Guns from two liatteries, and 
they were lime enabled to open upon it a double fire of round ehot, 
shell and shi*ptiell from the efleets of which several Casualties occurred. 
The Hebei Infantry afeo being strongly rq-io forced, again suddenly caoio 
forward with o rush in great number*, and forced hack the Detachmont 
holding the garden. I was about to advance onoa mote at this point* 
when I learnt that the Major-General with tfee lift Brigade, fend forced 
the Enemy's positions, and was in po-WMflien of the Fort and Town, 
Tfee whole force now advanced, the Enemy was driven from the en¬ 
closure* fee Isold, and joining in the retreat of His main body, proceeded 
iu the direction of the Orri road. I moved forward with the Cavalry 
porti m of thy Force under my Command, and joined with Her May-sty’s 
1-lth Dragoons, the Harm Artillery, and Horse Field Buttery in the pur¬ 
suit, which continued For about eight miles, cutting up a groat many of 
the fugitive Hotels, consisting almost entirety of Sepoyo uf the Muti¬ 
neer Corps of the Gwalior Contingent and Bengal Army, The great 
start obtained by the Enemy before the foot of their retreating became 
known; the extraordinary great heat of the day, and the utter want of 
water, and the eihaoattou of both men and horses from these two causes, 
all combined to make the low to the Enemy heavy, though it was 
less 60 than it would otherwise have proved. The Fores returned to 
Camp at 9 r.M. having been since £ A-H. under arms, and in the

after leaving Jlianai, They had to contend, not c-nly against the Hehn! 
Army* fighting as usual with all the advantages on their side of very 
superior numbers, itid knowledge of the ground, but thsy hod to eu* 
counter also a new antagonist, a Bengal Son* at its maximum of heat* 
Tina formidable ally of the Rebel cause was more dangerous than the 
Rebels themselves - M its summer blare uuide bavoa a*noDg»t Troops, espe* 
■dally European?, who already exhausted by months of over-fatigue, arid

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want of sleep, by continual Bight-watchings and night-marcher, were 
often exposed to Its fays, manoeuvring or fighting as at Koneh r from sun¬ 
rise to sunset. 

At Kouch, the Thermometer was before Culpee 118 D in the 

shade, and on the march to Gwalior, it buret in an Officer 1 ® tout at lfiO D * 

Her Majesty*9 71st Highland Light Infantry, ka*innied than any 
other Corps, to Sun, because just arrived in India, suffered the most from 
it, Besides the twelve men, of a weak ^Tjng of this Regiment, tilled 
in their ranks by tho -Sun, at Kunchj a great tunny more had ta go into 
the Field Hospital, sick from sun-stroke j and tho whole Wing was more 
or less affected by it. 

The number o£ Officers and men in the siok list, all of whom had 
to be carried, on the march, in Db&olies* increased with eaob Jay b opera* 
turns, mid in proportion as I was deprived of fighting men* the difficul¬ 
ties of taking care of tho sick, nod tram purling them in continued 
inarches increased* Whilst nay Force suffered so much from sun-stroke, 
they were deprived in a great measure of its antidote, water. Between 
Jhaufli and Culpctp wo found no streams ; all wa* wrll water ; the 
wells, which arc neither numtic>us not abundant, lasing oF extroyr<Unary 
depth, as we approached the Jumna, which increased the difficulties of 
obtaining water. 

Parage also wan as scant aa water. 

The scarcity of these two essentials hurt the efficiency o| the 
Cavalry and the Transport, at the very time that they were both urgently 
required—tho first against tho Rebel Cavalry, whoso number* u»d orga¬ 
nization made them unusually enter prizing ; and the latter, for the 
ttDmpniHB and daily-increasing sick. 

The scarcity of water bad another disadvantage; it prevented con¬ 
centration of my Force, when the strength of the enemy, and my diffi¬ 
cult iflF rendered it neoesscry for a rapid advance against Culpee. 

The Enfield Eifies had made up a good deal for my inferiority in 
numbers ; that advantage, however, no longer now existed, The boat 
sod other causes had had inch an effect oil the ammunition of the Riffi-s, 
that their loading becoming difficult, and their lire nueertein, the men 
lost conEidrooo in their aimt!.

A result of this advance wu my occupation of the village and 
■iremg Fort of Hard owl, one march from Sonch, which the enemy had 
abandoned in their retreat, and the iiirronder of its Chief, one of the 
most influential adherent* of Nana Sahib. 

Hut u further rapid movement to the front waa prevented bj 
Briefer Stewart's report! og to me from Konch, that he bad been 
ttnab^ to march from that place, afl I bad directed, ia eoosaqtumc* oF ft 
storm ol naiti baring rendered the tents too heavy for Transport. Tbe 
Brigade was delayed three day a at Koiicba 

Other tactical plan* o£ mine wore Frustrated by aimilnr chat atlas, 
jvfv original instructions were to takfl Ctilpee. I wna flubBecjuuntly 
directed to make my nppcafaoee on acme point oF the right b&nh of the 
Jumna, to effect a eofumunkivticn with Lieutenant-Colonel Maxwell. 
Comm aoding a Column oF the Bengal Army, who wns ordered to eo* 
operate with me against Culpee from tba left bank o£ the Jumna, for 
the porposa oF tecemug from him a supply of amnion it In a for the 
Stege of Unlpee, to make good the largo amount which my Force had 
expended in the Skges of ChauJerey and Jhatifi* 

I bad written to Colonel MwtWttll tbit I would be on the Jumna, 
a few miles below Cnlpee, on the 14th of May : thie letter never 
reached him. the communicationa with this Officer, and the left bank 
of the Jumna were baT-Jirdons, and were only effected by Spies, in dig- 
guiie, who conveyed our letter* in the heeld or aoles of their sandals, or 
in quills in their months. 

The information which 1 had eolloeted ©n the road, and a reeonuoi* 
eance made by Lieuteniiut-Culonel Gall, H» Ms 1 itb Ughfc Dragoon?, 
with bis usual tkillj confirmed nil I had the honor to state in my report 
of the actb n it K^nch as to the one-ray 1 * elaborate finea of defences for 
the protection of Ctilpiv on the main road from Kouoh to that Fi-rtres?. 

I could not have concentrated o force, on account oF the want o£ 
water* airuith-t tbwe defences. I detcrmiiiedj therefore, to turn them, to 
btu^k off to the right. From the high road from Oruyo to Culpea* march 
to the Jornoft! to the Tillage oF Golowlee, about 0 miles below Cnljioe; 
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effect a comtnanic.ition from thenoe with Lieaten*nt-Col jqb! M» swell, 
aod theft, my i%hl reeling on the Jumna, and coferod by the flunk fire 
of Colon id Maxwelli Batteries and Riflemen from the other bank of 
the Jumna, advance tip its right bank, n^intt Culjiee. The Fort of 
Cm I pee, and the port or the Town, facing my advance, to he well shelled 
before the attack. 

Th# Junnitt \s fordable at Golowlce ; it stands in the Nall aha run¬ 
ning down to the Jumna, juat oatrida the djingenma labyrinth of ravines 
which, hit round Culpee a 

Mv march to Uolowlee was, with the exception of a fow Lad and 
unbridged Nullahs, over a table bad* from which p during the Monsoon, 
the waters abed into the ravines 

To mislead the enemy, and mask this movement* I directed Use 
2 Eid Brigade to ol om* up to Graye from Koncb, and following the high 
mad to Culpee, take up a position at the Tillage of Band*. This plan 
cw foiled by tlia Brigaded losing It* way, and instead of going to 
Banda, making a double marsh, and following toe to Sucalee- Their 
long exposure to the Sun, in this pratr.icted march* caused a great many 
cnsualtiktfj and the general prostration of the Brigade ; Brigadier 
Sfowart, and the whole of his StnsTj forming part of the Sick Ll&t. 

It was important to Imp the appointment I had made with 
Colonel Maxwell to be on the Jumna, on the 14th instant. But the 
£ud Brigade could not, on account of its sickness, co-operate with mo ; 
and it would have been hazardous to go too far away from it, weak as 
it wefi, especially the enemy; aw are p as I learnt, of the sick new? in 
my Camp* and of our difficulties hid concentrated all their Cavalry* 
with Infantry and guns, from their bivouacs in the villages round 
Culpee, for the purpose of unceasingly harassing my Iqtu% in it* separa¬ 
ted state, by making attacks feigned and real 3 foiling on partial 
going for water, wood* gras?, &Cp j part of their tactic? being to force my 
Troop* to be exposed, at the hottest time of the day* in largo numbers to 
the sun. wbtafa they knew m fatal lo Europeans. 

In giving assistance to my £od Brigade, I had to bo careful that I 
did not reduce the life by too much exposure to Bun, to the fame state 
of inefficiency * 

To meet all these obligations and difficultly, 1 delayed one day at 
Etowa to give a rail to the stud Brigade at Surolee, and detaching all 
my carriage, for I be sick, to their osiistanca, and calling oft the atten- 
tiou rf the enemy from them, by a di version in an opposite direction * 
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liieii teams T>Coionel Campbell, who Lia.il succeeded Brigadier Stewart 
in the Command of the 2nd Brigade, brought it tip La the 1st, oil ihe 
night oE the 14th inataur, wit bent molest At ion. 

A few hours aflerwardsj I marched wkh the 1st Brigade, mid 
Major Orr 3 Force for Golowloe, which I reached with no other opposi¬ 
tion than nn attack on the baggage by the Uobel Cavalry, concealed in 
a ravine ; they were put to Itighfc by a Troop of the 14tb f which in 
anticipation o£ an ambajcade, I had sent to reinforce the war guard* 
In this march we crowed the high road from Jnlhlpoor to Culpte. I 
directed Major Orr ta drive in a strong picket of the enemy of all 
Arm?, posted osi this road between. us and Culpw* % halt afterwards on 
the road ; cover the march of my rear guard fr> Golowleo \ and then 
on corns* at the Tillage of Tehrec, near the road* for the purpose of 
watching it, keeping up my com muni cat ion with the 2nd Brigade, and 
assisting it, in its march, during the night o£ the lath to Diapoora, a 
Village near Tehrew. 

On my arrival at GoWlee r I despatched two of the Hyderabad 
Cavalry aerosE the Jumna to Li*nteuant-Colonel Maxwell, who wa? 
about thirty ruilei off nn the other side of it, requesting him to more up 
to the River immediately. 

I also ordered two Pontoon raffce, which I hud brought wilk great 
trouble from Poona, to be floated, by sun-set, on the Jumna, for com mu* 
niention with Lieutenant-Cob’net Maxwell, and transport of the urn mu* 
nitiott for my Force. The Rebels had destroyed or taken to Cnlpee all 
the boats on the river. 

One of the most important of my instructions Wfti now carried out. 
My Force had marched frem Bombay to the Jumna, and had effected 
an union with the Bengal army; the immediate result of which was a 
combined operation of Bengal and Bombay Troops against Culpftt. 

The advanced guard and centre of the tnti Brigade reached 
Diapoora* nn the morning of the loth without opposition, hot its rear 
guard, under Major Ffifbea, which I had strongly reinforced hud hardly

ns I far^aw that the safMrtfiflg heat of the sun mitrt atrifrt down a 
Imrffe put Lion of my Force. I galloped on, end found that Major Forbes 
bed touched Diapoorn ; but that the enemy, baffled in their attempt to 
cut off the rear gem), had taken ground to the left, anil reinforced by 
three or four Battalions from Cnljiee, who were now swarming out uf 
the ravines, was preparing, firing heavily to storm the village of Muthn, 
wbioh Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell had judiciously occupied from 
Dinpoora, for which 1 beg to make special mention r-E him. For if the 
oncuty were in possession of Mulha, the Camp at Diapoora would no 
longer have h«n tenable, A large body of Cavalry, deployed across the 
rojttl from Known to Muttra, were approach in g in support of the In¬ 
fantry. The Officer Commending in Muthn, felt himself so hard-pressed 
that he had given orders for evacuating it. The enemy were passing 
forward*, I immediately gave ordure to the Troops who ware retiring, 
to re-noeupy the village, and hold it atony prioe, ordering up in their 
support, at a trot, the & Tmop Horse Artillery, and the 1 of No. 4 
Light Field Battery, a Troop of the 14th and the Srd Hyderabad 
Cavalry, with two Companies of Hyderabad Infantry, and the 85th 
Bombay Native Infantry. 

Captain Lightfoot placed thp Artillery alcilfuliy, on the left of 
Mu tha, the accurate (ire of their shrapnel and round shot broke the 
Rei.,1 Cavalry, and drove (hem from their position, in support oE tha 
Infantry, who (till hell the deep and twisting ravines in front of M'ltkft- 
I di rooted Captain Douglas, Bengal Artillery, CnmmftTiding Artillery 
Hyderabad Contingent, to post four fl-poundere on the right of Mutha, 
and burst shrapnel just over tha heads of tbo Rebels in the ravines ; this 
he did with his nBiml skill and devotion, under a heavy fire of iho 
enemy’s llitlemeu $o effectually, that the Rebels who were suffering 
from the admirable fire of Her Majesty’s 7let, who still had some of the 
better sort of ammunition, retired from their ambuscades, the main 
body down the ravines, n few across country to Culpec, the fist waking 
killing practice at tha latter, it 700 or 900 yard*. I did not pursue, 
because fresh exertion in the sun, aud in moat difficult ground, would 
have been fatal to men, the greater part of whom had boan marching all 
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night, and engaged nil day in fearful beat. My game wap a waiting 
fiu^ and I abstained rarifully from playing that of my adversary, which 
was to disorganize noil pros l rate my Force hy tout in nod exposure to sun. 
I never yielded au inch to the enemy* s attacks; hot, on the other hand, 
k Lisbon Jud the strength and health of my tneo for oup great com but fur 
Culpas, As it w*b* the intense heat made havoc amongst my Tioope p 
Officers qj wel m men* Upwards of 20C? out of leva than 400 men of 
the £5th Bombay Native Infantry fall out u£ the mutes on the line of 
march, struck hy sun* This gallant Regiment auffend as nmeb as 
Eur,ipeaoa from bus, the constitutions of the men having been weakened 
by scurvy. Captain Wood, Assistant Adjutant General, fed, e truck. it 
was faired mortally, by sun-stroke; lie recovered partially, and with 
the unyielding resolution which characterized the conduct jf the Foroe p 
raaniDel hie duties uutter fire. Having provided for the protection 
oi Mnahuj 1 returned with the detachments of the Ui Brigade to 
Golowlee- 

The *nemy p the same day, in order either to prevent me from giving 
support to the £nd Brigade, or hoping to beat the Iae Brigade weak¬ 
ened by the reinforocmenti whteli I took from it, reinforced strongly 
thrir lines of Out-pOata Id the ravines, nnd stippor ting them with gums, 
and unuMs, at o distance, memiced and kept op a heavy fire on my 
position at Gotowleo, from the Jumna to the village of Tebree* against 
which latter plaee they advanced with a thick chain oE skirmishers. 

Brigadier Stuart, Commanding the 1st Brigade, at Golowlee, nnd 
Captain Haie d Commanding at Tohree, met the attack with vigor; the 
former answered the enemy's cannonade so effectually with liia mortar* 
and guns, that they retired. Captain Hare repulsed the enemy'i 
advance and following them up took a tope of trees in ailvane# of his 
pentten f in which they had ooncencrated a force, I beg to make spec ial 
mention of both these Officer# for their conduct oti this occasion. 

The f npmy having shown signs of fortifying a high rid go opposite 
my right front, altfmfc hull way between GolowW and Culpee, I liad a 
Battery oE two Scinch Mortars constructed in front of my right, which 
ihdl^d with good effect the ridge nod the ravines near it. 

The next day, the 17th inttant, after noun, the enemy sgaiti attacked 
K*. SiaulMm the £ud Brigade at Din poor*, and w»

Colonel Maxwell, leaving his column of the sEreurth. as detailed in 
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thfl margin, to roll to n position opposite Culpee, cnrae vn to me At 
Uolowke, when I communicated to hi eh iuv plan of attack, cmd gave 
him thfl requUitG directions- Fart of his column had bten Jo locked 
from biro* but was eipoetcd back, 

I hove already bad the bun o r to state the out li nt of my plan of 
attacks Its details were as fallows i 

Colonel Mu stroll was to oonttawt, on the opposite batik oE the 
Jumna, Mortar Batteries ; one to shell, vigorously, the Fort of Cnlpeo Jl 
aud blow up, if possible, the powder magazines iu it, destroy mg also the 
defences of the Fori facing my position atGdowko; another to sheik 
the part of the Town fronting the same way, so ms to prevent the enemy 
fram holding thesa localities in force, when I attacked thorny another 
Mortar Battery to be placed lower down the Jumna and opposite the 
Tillage of Mehras. Echree stands on the edge of the small sandy plain 
bordered by the Jumna, which is situated belwecu the bell of ravines 
and Culpee* The enemy had a fore* and a Battery in Itehree for the 
purpose of ■weeping oE my right column of attack, when it debouched 
from the ravinea against Cnlpeo, and preventing it* occupying the 
s^nd v Plain w which was an important point for toe, because, ones in 
possession of it, my right flank resting on the Jmsno, I could bring up 
mil my Artillery through the (»« through the ravines, and concentrate 
I rum the " Sandy Plain" m vertical and horizontal Are, on the part of 
Cut pee which I wished to attack. I wished Be b res, the ravines and 
ground about it, to be destroyed, and made untenable by fire from the 
Appetite bank. 

These Batteries were to shell their iJ obj-eulifs PJ for IB or £G hours 
before, ami during the advance against Culpoe* 

Riflemen end Field Guns were to ho stationed opposite the u Sandy 
Plain M on the other, the left bank of the Jumna and clear it# right bank, 
and the 11 Sandy Plain J| of Lb 6 enemy. 

I hoped Ho bent the Rebel Army in quo decisive action* I felt 
certain that if I routed them, they would not, with the fate of Hf Jhamd >l 
and ,4 SohwC Jl before their eyas, have the heart to shot themselves up U 
the Fort and become the victims of an investment. At the tamo time, 
it was evident that to take by strum, such tremendous ground, if well 
deftutk-d, a« the ravines surrounding Colpe*, every yard of which was 
a dangerous obtilaole and an ambush, was no ordinary operation, parti¬ 
cularly under the various difficulties of my situation, previously' enumer¬ 
ated. 
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Whilst, with i ny light, the lit Brigade, I attacked Culpce by its 
left, I intended to umbo a si Lrong feint against the right of the enemy 
to he converted into a real attack, if feasible, with my left, the 2nd 
Brigndej along the Jnlalpoor and Cislpce Road s Major Orr's Faroe in 
Tehreie keeping op the communication between the two Brigades* and 
nsaisting both as required. 

Frewli difficulties eiifnihGUed mo to modify this (dan, Some few days 
must elapse before the Mortar Batteries on iho leftj Use opposite bank 
of the Jumna, could be ready* The wella of the ^ilSnges where I lie- 
Hyde railed Field Force, and the 2ml Brigade were stationed, began to 
fail* r lfee rick from sun-stroke could not hate the '-vliUt which was 
necessary for their treatment; Troop horses and baggage animals died 
from drought. My left, the 2nd Brigade, was exposed, eiokly ns it was, 
to eons tin t attack. Concentration and abundance of water were the 
only remedies for (hose fresh embarrassments* On the morning of the 
KHh 1 brought the 2nd Brigade and Hyderabad Field Force from 
Dkpoom and Tebree, to my Camp on the Jumna, 

The enemy continued their tactics of hnrawing unceasingly my 
Troops, and forcing them into the sun; large bodies of Cavalry hanging 
on toy position, retiring when attacked p but ready to fall on escorts, 
which I was obliged to lend to n di a tattoo for forage, the wnnt of 
which was ths cause of serious losses, Out of 3d men of the Mth 
Light Dragoons, forming part of one forage escort* seventeen were 
brought back to the Camp in dhoolies after only two hours' explore to 

EUD. 

This prostration of more than half a body of race by sun r after two 
hoars' mere marching, and a similar amount of mn-sickness in the 25 th 
Bombay Nets re Infantry, on the march to Matin, giro a correct m ti- 
mate of the sanitary state of ray Force before Cmlpee ; that state me 
dangerous. The prostration ol the whole Force had become a matter 
of arithmetical calculation* So many hoars 1 bud laid low ao many men, 

I h^ weakened by every wart oE difficulty, to conquer the greatest 
stake in the campaign, against the greatest odd#; half of my Troops 
sickly; every man of thorn ailing, to say nothing of a very numerous 
and daily increasing Sick List, crowded into tent?, where the Thermo* 
meter stood llS a in the shade* To compare mill things to great, 
myself and ray Force were suffering tinder two evils, which have over¬ 
come the greatest Armies, tinder the most successful Ucnerats, sickness 
and djmite* 
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This view of I he ease wns borne out by un official letter which 
I received at ihis time from Dr. Arnotfc, Superintending Surgeon* 
a Gentleman, wfac is dislinguisbcd by Iris cool and correal judg^ 
mt otp 

Tlic object of Dr> A matt's letter was to make known lo me the 
criti-cml state of the health of (ho Central Indin Field Force. Dr- 
A root t showed that tbe great proportion, of it, Offioera m well a« men, 
beginning with my personal and ilmgi-nnil Staff were ill; that the 
health of all was so weakened by tho continual hardtfnip and over-fatigues 
of an arduous campaign, that it was fast Slice limbing under Son ; finally, 
that if the opera Eloub against Culpeo were to be protracted* the whole 
Force might ho prostrated* 

I knew this and ■ good deal moire, I knew that from tbe com* 
m ones incut my Force bad been engaged in operations on a scale* Eor 
which, uncording t> Military Rules, and in former timet in India, three- 
or f L .ur limes their number were considered necessary. 

Ill a quiet Garrison to bt on guard every other day is held to bo 
too much for a Soldier's health ; but my man, far months had b^en 
making the strongest physical exertions, with broken sleep* nr no sleep 
at all* watching the camp in unknown and hostile district^ against 
surprise* half the night* and marching the other half to avoid son ; 
then often nil day, without, a rest* lighting* or on the rear guard* or on 
FetiOjuofceaKiKV* or escorts, under a burning sun. The fewness of 
numbers ot nay Force did not allow of rhe Reliefs which according to 
the rules of the Service, are considered itulispeusable, evan in Fesoa. 

In my long - march, from the to the Centre of India, the hard¬ 

ships of the service were not lightened by good npad*L On the contrary* 
con 4 try tracks and tin bridged uollalie, with vary few ex Coptic ns. were 
my communications. The consequence of this was that one deep Nullah, 
often, detailring the baggage ijuru^ and rear guard for hours, the 
Transport and Troops cm preyed were opposed to all the haul effects of a 
protracted march in Sun. Bad roads and an unorganised system o£ 
transport and supply* w^re also the cause that the rations, notwithstand¬ 
ing best ^ndeaveurs of the Comnfli&s&jijit, were at limns in arrears, and 
that the Troops on those oecnsioui per for mod hard duties nr fought alt 
day on insuifideiit nourishment. 

The evil of the numoriral strength of the Force being far too ™&U 
for the extent of its operations (ihc Government was unable to complete 
it to the strength intended, m coconut of the necessities of the times}* 
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was invr^nssrl nibftaqnAntly by that strength being eantUtUly dims niched 
by cnsnaEtics m the field, and by a large end daily-in creasing Si ck List* 
The details oE Rccruita who joined me, did not make good these 
vacancies ; and it became necessary to weaken,, still more, my Field 
Force, at a time when every man oF it was urgently required, by leaving 
a Garrison at Jhansi, consisting of a Wing of the 3rd Europeans] six 
Companies of ibe 2-H.h Bombay Native Infantry ; half a Battery of 
9-pou ml £rfl t and a proportionate Amount of Cavalry, under Lieutenant* 
Colonel Liddell, one of my beat superior Officers* 

I bog leave to apologize for the length of these details. But it is 
right that His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief should know the 
reason * in their fullest extent, which compelled me to re in Force myself 
with part of Lien tenant* Colonel Mai well's Force j that His Excel- 
It'nuy should know also, what the Troops, whom. 1 had the honor to 
command, bore far the cause of their Queen and Country, auj how they 
byre if. i hove the satisfaction to report that the go noble Sodden, 
whose incomes were never chequered by a reverie, with a discipline which 
wjy* us enduring ns their courage, never proffered one com plaint. They 
fell in tbvir ranks struck down by Sun, and exhausted by fatigue; but 
they would not increase the anxieties of their General, or belie their 
deletion by a complaint. No matter how great their exhaustion, or 
how deep their short ilsep* they always sprung to my call to arms, with 
the heartiest good will. To think of yielding or retreating would have 
been ignominy. 

All felt that physical strength might fail, but that the spirit and 
discipline of British Soldiers never could ► They were often too ill to 
march, but their devotion made them fight. It is almost superfluous to 
add that Troops animated by so high u senAe of duty weie sober, orderly, 
and most respectful to their Officers. There wm leas crime in my Camp 
than in Garrison* 

When I speak of springing to their arms, I ought to make special 
mention of Her Majesty 's I-Ith Light Dragoons, for the admirable order 
and celerity with which their in-lying and out-lying picqnets mounted 
on the frequent occasions when I turned them out, on alarms, or sudden 
attack* of the enemy* Their videttss and patrols also wore always watch¬ 
ful and intelligent. 

My DrsL and moat important instructions were to take Ciilpee. 
Them were two ways of doing so, either by one decisive action, or a pro- 
tranced operation. 
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Iq either cnee, I retired refnfoream#n£*< The fight for €ulp*e was 
■areto he *n obstinate, perhaps ft iwperftt* straggle* I should hate enm- 
pfomL^d the whole spirit of my most important instructions, am! the 
innrrtT 0 f British fttoltt in India, if I had attempted that straggle 
with a Force, whose health wag such 94 l Imre described |t f and bad 
gtgtatal to reinforw it with a portion of the galliot; Troop* who fresh 
and unimpaired id vigour, were only separated from me by the Jamm. 

A check before Cntpee in the advanced state of the hot season, und 
the rains close it hand, would have remiscilnted rebellion througlinnt 
India, com promised the safety □£ CnwnpniB, exposed to a flank, or rear 
attack the h- rtrarive Una oEopenrtidnft of His Excellency the Commander- 
iii-Chicf in India, and lit the torch of rehiHion in tbo Deoun, and the 
Southern Mnhruitas, full of ill disposed Arabs and Be brill*, nnd parti*

A day or 
two after the arrival of iho reinforcements in my Camp, the Camel 
Corps, the nrincipsi] reiuFotwmcnr, aura), by their timely aid. my rights 
the key o£ my position, a disaster, in a desperate and general attack 
on it, on the 23rd of May; and that success was followed by a conquer* 
iug advance of my whole lino from the Jumna to my extreme left; the 
total root of the enemy, and the capture, next day, of Co [pea, with all 
iti Artillery and rich Arsenal. 

On the morning of the £Ath I made a roeonnoiatiancu on the left 
hank of the Jumna, and selected a position Ear ft Battery of B-ineh 
Mortars, ftt the village of Huseulpoor, to batter the village of Kchn* 
ns already itntad. 

On the & 2nd instant this Battery was ready. A3 well ns on* <<f four

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itbinch Mort&TB opposite the Fort, and another of two 8-inch Mortarg 3 
opposite the Town and Cutcherry, in whioh letter place Kao Sahib, 
the- NaWub of Banda, and the Italic of Jliansi were reported to he 
stationed with a lar^e body of Infantry ami Gnus. A Division of 
jjkpotindpr guiiB, and a Company oE Her Majesty's 88tb wore stationed 
%i Roea'il poor against Kehree, ami (be * f S-nady Plain ** on the oppoiite 
bank* 

The enemy wort now exposed to my attack of their left flunk from 
Golowlec and to ftciw vertical and horizontal fkcj into the Fame Saak 
ami their rear from the other side of the Jumna, 

I had hardly returned to Camp* on the 20th 3 before the enemy 
a^iin advanced, covered by a very thick chain oF skirmishera, through 
the mvinea and attacked wi Eh much determ in alba my right flank* Tho 
picket* were immediately reinforce! by four Co)n]>atib of th« 86 th, 
two Curapaaits of the 25th Bombay Native infantry, and three 9* 
plunders* 

Thi? reinEorL'emecits had not joined me j and the Mortar Batteries cn 
the other side of the Jumna, were net ready to cover my advance; the 
heat was &E ita maximum ; and I bad fixed the fiSrd instant for the 
general attack of the enemy's positions and of Cnlpee. I did not there* 
for« play the garni of my adversary by allowing myieli to be drawn into 
a gineml action under diiadvantagennt oiroamBEanoea^ but directed the 
pickets merely to mam tain their ground, which they did steadily and 
gallantly a under the abb command o£ Major Stewart, Her Maje*fcy*a 
tUUh Regiment, until the enemy wore beat back. 

Tbe casualties in tliia day 1 ! partial affair were four Ofibers and 
forty Rank and File, Lieutenant Jerome, Sflth^ severely wounded, and 
Lieutenant Forbes, £5th Bombay Native Infantry, struck down by min, 
led their Companies with the same high Military spirit for which they 
have beca specially mentioned on former occasiong. 

On the ilst initaut, I received information that the Rebel Army 
intended to make a general attack on my position! at Golowlee at 8 a.h., 
the next day } that they bad ewaru a religious calk on the waters of the 
Jumna, a sacred HivaF, that they would drive mf Force iato Lbo Jumna 
and destroy it, or die, and that afterwards, they would move Southwards 
again fit General Wbittook; that large quantities of opium had boon 
issued to the Troops for the purpose of making them fight desperately- 
The positsotis occupied by my force wore as follows i— 

The light flunky facing the left of Culpee, rested on the ravines 
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running down to the Jumna; in these ravioei stood the village* of 
Soorowle© and Go'owke. Both these villages were connected and held 
by strong picket* and prevented my right b*Eti g turned* 

Half of the Ufc Brigade, my tight flank* ivaa encamped per¬ 
pendicularly to the Jumna, faring the belt of ravines, atul the 
left front of CaljM f on the table Uni* immediately ©ntril© the 
belt. 

The mmrindof of the let Brigade facing the continual inn of the 
belt of ravinesp which took a sweep outward* and the 2nd Brigade and 
Hyderabad Field Fetes, faring the table land &r plain stretching horn 
GoWlce aero** the road from Culpee to JulUlpOor, were thrown back 
?* en jmtenee/' Tais ground was adapted to the movement* of Artillery 
and Cavalry* 

My whole front was wall guarded by strong out-posts with advanced 
son tries in the ravine* and pickets. 

. On the morning of t2nd T made the following disposition of my 
Troops to resist the ex peeled attack * 

The prnkeis on the right front of Her Majesty 1 ^ Sfith Rcgimoat and 
3d Europeans were reinEgroed by the rem&Uukr oF the $Gtb in ekirmiEli* 
ing order; (heir right resting oq the Jumna. In support were three 
guns of No, 4 Light Field Battery, fine Troop Her Majesty J c I 4th tight 
Dragiwni* a Troop of the 3rd Bombay Light Cavalry und four Compound 
of lh- liafch Bombay Native Infantry, the whole under tbs command of 
Brigadier Stuart. 

The pickets of the right centre were supported by the other half of 
No* 4 Light Field Battery, the remainder of the Both Bombay Native 
Infantry* with the flirt Cnmpay Royal Engineers, the whole under 
Li e u teoanVColonel Kobe ri rfon* 

Mv left centre, faring the plain and the village of Tebree, wa* 
guarded by No. I Bombay Troop Horst Artillery, supported by two 
Troops Iler Majesty's i4th Light Dragoons. 

Tli© Siege Gun?* two 18-panders* one £4-pounder and two S-inch 
Howitzers, each of their flanks guarded by detuchraanl s of the 3rd Euro* 
peaiiH, formed ihu pantre, supported by lb* Wing of Her MsjeftyV 1U t f 
oue squadron of the 14tb n a Tmopof the 3rd Light Cavalry* and Captain 
Fluid's- R>yn! Artillery, D-pouudere. 

The left was Formed by “be Camel Corps and No. IS Light Field 
Battery, supported by a detach roe nt of the Sikh Corps, the Hyderabad 
Field Force covering my extreme left* 
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Two Companies U&t Muj^ly** 8Stb whose stiro^ ih. although they 
bad only been two or th ree days in my Gump, was already much weak¬ 
en*] by sun casualties, and four Gompanirs of the £i|iLh Bombay Native 
Infantry, were left in the Camp for its protection. 

Shortly after 3 o* clock A.H., on the ifcnd of May, the enemy who 
continued their tHetiea of farcing my Troop# to fight in the heat of the 
day were reported, by continued messages from my vtdettes and oat* 
pti&tEij lo be advancing jo great force from Culpeoand its environs toward# 
the belt of ravines on my right, and along the Jullalpoor ond Cnlpee 
Road against my left. 

Their left manoeuvred eo e-tilfally that they got under cover of 
I not tn ground into the ra vines, without being ptreeivi'd cm the right; 
and Brigadier Stuart reported to mens I was polling the Siege Cun^ 
that my eight was no longer threatened, 

The enemy 7 # right, consisting of 1,300 or 1,400 Cavalry, supported 
by several Battalions of Infantry, and Horse Artillery 0-pounders p con¬ 
tinuing thfir ad Vince along the Jnllalpnor Road p brought their left 
shoulder* up, when opposite tha village of Tebree, ie front of tny centre, 
from whence they reinforced strongly their pickets in the ravines opposite 
my right centre,and deploying their gun* and cavalry to the right menaced 
to DUt-ftonk and turn my light. 1 e4i1l felt the conviction that the 
enernyk teal object of attack wm ray right; and that this ostentatious 
display of force against my loft and the perfect stillness in the deep 
mvince on ray right, wore ruses to mislead mo nnd induce me to weaken 
m y rightj by sending reinforcement# from it lo my J«ft, when they 
would have attacked with all their energy oay right, end envoy red to take 
the Moitar Battery and the Camp, their right falling at the same time 
on my left and cutting ineoE in combination with their left, from the 
Jumna. 

Whilst therefore I protected my Jeft against a feint, which might 
become a serious attack, I did not lake a man away from my right* 
and endeavored to catch the enemy in th^ir own trap. 1 ninforad ihe 
pickets, on the left, in the first instance, with a squadron of the 11th 
Light Dragoons under Lieu tenant Co! otH'l Onllj and Lhe 3rd Hyderabad 
Cavalry under Captain Abbott, and afterwards directed these Troops to 
retire slowly before the enemy, obliquely -cio^s my front, in order to 
eon coal my heavy guns, and draw the Rebel Cavalry lute their fire. 
Ckptftm Abbott was directed, after having completed this movement, to 
pW bis Rcgimrat perpendicularly to my front, in order to to able to 
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charge, with nil liU the right flank of the At!Tracing Cavalry 

The imTHPuvn' succeeded pntallj t the Rebel Hcno were enticed into the 
fire crF the Siege Gone* which caused mil fust-'n and numerous casualties 
amongst them, kilting, amongst 'ethers* the Commanding Officer of 
Itio oLb Htmgal Irregular®, Bot thu m urinous Cavalry adhered to their 
BTB±em of never allowing the British Cavalry to clone with them, and 
kept carefully mi of the way oF the Hyderabad Horse, 

To discover the enamy* who, X felt nssured, were concealed id the 
ravines in front of my right, I had ordered a Company of ihe 3rd Earn* 
pfloufl to he pushed some hundred yards forward in front of my out¬ 
posts*, into this network of ambushes. The 3rd Europeans, after advanc¬ 
ing some distance, found the Rebel host crooelted in their lair, and 
started them from it. In an instant, a Pcrioua and general engagement 
began along the whole line Emm tlio Jnttum to the village of Tebree j 
tlm belt of ravines in front of my position, becoming enveloped ini smoke 
and fire, the Sepoy* rose out of their hiding placet in thick chains of 
■kinnisliera, advancing and firing heavily, followed by large support* and 
columns' en maw at a distant.. All tny guns opened >-n the advance of 
the Rebels ■ and the support* closed up to their threatened front*. 

I was watching the determined attack on the centre of my position r 
from tht left of the Tillage of Tchr« h and at the safri* rime iheir move* 
merits towards my right and J«ft when 1 beard a fil&tknuiig of out fire 
on the Fight, X instantly sent an enquiry to Brigadier Stuart* whether 
he would wish to he reinforced by half oF the Camel Corps - bo replied 
that he should be very glad to have them ; directly aftt-rwardfi, Brigadier 
Stuart’s lire became fainter nud fatuier, and that of tfcse enemy heavier, 
I underfill'd that my right, tho key of my whole position, was in danger, 
and insUiitly proceeded myself to its aas is tan tre with ti o whola of the 
Camel Corps at iheir bet-t pace. On thy way, 1 met an orderly coming 
to me at full speed, from Brigadier Stuart, asking fee further reinforce- 
meal*; I knew that they were required, for the enemy's fire now come 
from within onr position. The Camel Corpa, under Major Ross* hating 
reached tb* tout of the rising ground, on which were the Mortar Battery 
mad the three ^-pounder*, and dUmoutitod, went up the rise in line at 
the double, in perfect order. 

The situation of Brigadier Stnart r a position was very critical 
Volleys of musketry, which killed or wounded every horse of mj Staff 
bat one, were coming over the crest of the rising ground from rise Sepoy 
Troops, who bad debouched* and were debouching, in grunt numbers from 
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the gallics [gulliesj leading into the ravines, Mid were advancing rapidly, 
filing heavily with yelli of triumph, their focus distorted by opium and 
fnrv, across a small piece uf level ground against the Mortar Battery .lud 
Guiie, to which they were close, Thu gum had ceased Srin», liriyadiei 
Stuart was on foot at the gune ordering the few Artillery men, who 
serve 1 'I them, to draw sword* and defend their guns, ins lines of defence 
had been driven in, (he men having been struck down to the ground by 
eon-si rote, where they lav, and the fire cf the rest rendered insufficient 
by the defective ammunition of their Sides, Without hailing on tbs 
crest I charged down it with the Camel Corps, the dense hoes of the 
mutineers who were ten times superior to us in number, the gallant 
Soldier* of Her Majesty's Hi Ha Brigade and Her Majesty's fifth Regi¬ 
ment giving mis of those cheers which all over the world have been the 
heralds of British successes. The rebels wavered, turned and fled, 
pursued by tbs Camel Corps, with all their energy, through the 
ravines, where numbers of them were bayonet ted or kilted by musketry 
fire. 

I ordered up rapidly the half of No. 4 Light Field Battery, from 
the Mortar Battery, to the front, to a Kuotl in the ravines, from whence 
they tired grape at ibo nearest Rebels, and ion ml shot at th* more 
distant masses which, following the piample of their front line, had also 
made * precipitate rot teat. 

The men of the Camel Corps fell un fast and thick, struck by slid in 
their violent pursuit of the Enemy, up and down the sleep sides of the 
rcckv ravines, which reflected bock the burning rays, that the whole of 
them would havo beuii prostrated, if I bad not called them off, which 
I did after they bad driven the enemy over, and taken tbs coin mao ding 
ridge between my position and Col pee. 

In this, as well us ill the previous operations, since Kcucb, sun¬ 
stroke caused sudden death, delirium, and hysterical fits of crying and 
lAugtiilig* 

TEie verf important aervica rendered dd this ocean!on by Major lioss, 
ComcnmiJIn^ ihu Cornel Corp* t require* that I j-hmild make special ifitn* 
ison of th* ability and roioM* pul hm try with wbiob ho led bia bnw 
Corps. This very promising Officer is perfectly qualified to turn ta the 
Leet fcccotict nil the vast ndvaalQ^ee of fleet or mounted Infantry* 

LUutennftt BugkJey p of the -amc Curpa, attmetml my attention by 
the ipjrit with which his pursy attacked and I ayunetted Rebeh; tor 
w hie h 1 bag to mention him i pec sally., 
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Licnienaat-Coloiiel Louth, Commaudiug on the extrema right, on the 
Juimia t relieved from preinsure by the auopesa of the Gam*] Corps, and 
reinforced hy one of it« Companies, moved forward through (he rarine« t 
and by n skilful maiKBuvre out off and surrounded a considerable body oE 
Rebel Sepoys, who had advanced t'«o far. Pmt were killed on the bank 
of the Jiicuna, the rest were driven into the river, where fbey were shot 
or drowned, I beg to mention ppecially Lieutenant-Colonel Louth for 
the gn oil service he did oti tide iico&don : he in u good and gallant Officer, 
who bJwnijb leaile hiu Regiment to sqcew* lie is well seconded by hie 
ad the ruble Soldiers, whom 1 cannot eulogist* more highly than by saying 
that they do credit to Ireland, 

The i flumy rimnltaneoualy with their attack oil my light had 
advanced with equal vigor against my right cant-re, guarded by part of tha 
25th Bombay Native Infantry* whn, despite a matt gal kot resist an ac wens 
driven buck by oyerpowiring number^ which alforded nu opportunity Lo 
Lieutenant I'd wards, Commanding the £let Company oE Royal Engl* 
neur*. which I had placed in support of tha ibjlh T to charge with his 
Company, most juGCesafntly, the very ioptrior forov of the Rebels, rout¬ 
ing them with lorn std pursuing them td] ant of reach, l be g to men¬ 
tion, specially, Lieutenant Ed warns for bin prompt resolution on this 
occasion ; he is ab enterprising and promising Officer. The 21st Com¬ 
pany light as well in the Held, as they w.,rk in the trenches, and dec 
worthy nF their distinguish ml Corps. 

The remainder pf (he £Gih guarding my left centre. under Licute limit- 
Colonel Robertson, hold their groom! etedfnatly ; the Rebel Sepoys ad* 
vancing c1o*c up to the 2ui h firing, halted uud addressed them butter 
reproaches, couched in tha most revolting language, fn>r limit unshaken 
liiielily to the English, Tha £j th answered the maledi alien oE the 
mutineLTB in a man iiur worthy of thair reputation end English dirjdplioe, 
a valleyi a chear. and a charge wilti the bayonet, Lieufcenaut-Cdoliel 
Rrd ertson, of wbo^e gallantry and ability 1 have had ao many proofs, 
nnd his devoted Roiiiinent whoae loyalty nnd discipline bavi* no nfton 
conquered treason and invnl^rdination, deserve to bo specialty men lions 1 
for their distinguished conduct on this occaiian. 

My whole line was now advancing and driving tlia enemy from their 
pch&itiiinM. I have already spokon nf the triumphant, udvanoe of the right 
,nnd light centre* Tha left centre was equally snewwfd, under Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Robot sou, who, folio wing up his spirited charge dashed 
through the ravines with the 25th after the Rebels, itme up with the 
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fear of them* near the village of Tehreo, bnyonetted them and continued 
the pursuit beyond the village, till his men, unable to go any longer, 
fell exhausted. 

The if hole o? my Infantry on the loft now brought their left shoul¬ 
ders forward] and oowod by CapUiu Lightfoct’s Troop of Horse ArtiU 
lery, throe Guos of No. 4 Light Field Battery, and ihe whole of the 
Cavalry, 1 bad reinforced the Cavalry trn tbe left with all the Cavalry 
from the rigbtj made a converging attack on the enemy'e right and the 
village of Tehree* The suomy broke and fil'd, pursued for some miles 
by tbe Heras Artillery and Cavalry, Their exhaustion and gr.und 
broken by ravines stopped tbe pursuit which cost the enemy dear. The 
Rebels were so completely beaten and disheartened that broken parties of 
them did not retire on C id pee, hut were seen flying across the ravines in 
a Westerly direction towards Jiloug. 

Colonel Wetherall* whom state of health qualified him for the sick 
list] nit hough Ms devotion lik+* that of *o many more of tins Force kept 
him out of it, was struck by suu in the pursuit three or four miles from 
Camps and brought hack to it on a litter* 

Tbe complete defeat and serious loss which the enemy had sustained 
this dny, despite their having displayed lactic* and an energy of attack, 
which I had not previously witnessed in them, convinced me that an 
immediate advance to Oulpee, which I had some days back fixed for the 
nsit day, the £3rd instant, would with the pieetiga of thiti dny*s victory 
make me master of it at once* 1 therefore only gave the Troops the 
time which was iadiapcusable lor their revt after the long day's combat 
in the suu, and dividing my Farce into two column^ of attack, marched 
the next morning long before break of day against Cdpee, according to 
my original plan of attack ; one Column, the right, tinder Brigadier 
Stuart, through, the ravines, their right resting on tbe Jumna ; the other, 
the left Column.] tinder myself] along the Jwiypoor and L'ulpco Road. 

I left my numerous sick, Furki* and baggage, in Camp, which was 
struck, umkr Captain Hare. 

The Mortar Batteries on tbu other side of the Jumna had, according 
to my orders, opened tJioir fire the Jay before, the Sind ; and during the 
fight, I was glad to sen the sbelli dropping, with great precision, iut 0 
the Fortj the Town, and all about the village of Retire*. 

Whou my column bad marched from Camp, across the plain, in 
front of my left and reached the Jullitlpoor and On Epee Ron..!* I brought 
their left vhouldere forward, and taking thg road for the direction of my 
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centre, covered my advance against On]pee with the Camel Corps 
uuder Major Roei, enpported by the Hyderabad Cavalry. 

From the road I despatched a Staff G[Tioer p with a party of Cavalry, 
to effect fk ci>mna ;j.nicalion with Brigadier StuarCa left. 

My column deeccndi'd into doop ravinee* and mounted their steep 
brake, ft.rmidabH almost impregnable position*, which the enemy had 
totally abandonsJ panic-struck by the previous day* defeat. 

Faint Siring cn the right HiiDcumced faint opposition to the advance 

of Brigadier Stuart, of whose report of 
this and the previous Jay's operations a 
copy is enclosed. 

After marching some distance along the rood, the enemy opened a 
lire on nor advance from a secret Battery, in a ravine at a great distance 
and elevation* Major Ro$s made a rapid flank march serosa the ravines 
to cut il off. But a few rounds from Captain Oaimanev's Royal 
Artillery Guns, which he had brought rapidly up considerably in advance 
of the column, erased the Battery to make off through the ravjues. 4J1 
of their guns went- afterwards taken by the pursuing Cavalry. 

Shortly afterwards, 1 gut into ccEnmnnioatiou with the right of 
Brigadier Stuart** Brigade, ami by 10 o’clock a.m* both my Brigades 
were master* of the Fort and Town n| Culpeo. 

My prediction I mi come to pn*e that the Rebels would make one 
desperate struggle for Culpna QuUbcU its walls • and that if they were 
dul -rated, they would not make a stand within them. The hard-fought 
fight o£ the day before cu the banks of the Jumna had given in? Culpee. 

Whilst my Force wua involved in the labyrinth of ravines, the 
enemy eonh) be observed moving oil to she North*We^t from Culpeo, 
in Iprgti bodies with Elephants* 

Once clear td the ruvima, 1 instantly directed Lieuteuaat-Coluiieb 

thi!n Major, Call, Her Majesty *b 14th Light DragoonSj to pursue the

The Rebels* broken completely by LiHnteBftttt-Cfllone] Gall 1 * wtmDii, 
Bed m the utmost disorder, in twos and threes aero** c-onntry, throw tug 
away their arms and uccmlrements, and even their clot.line, to enable 
fcbnm to ran faster. This tow and altered state of momt& of the Rebels 
tntut be attribiued In the bss of tlicix last hope* Culpee, alter their great 
effort to overthrow its assailant* \ to their continued defats, without urns 
nteoeii ; and lastly, to tlio dejection which ensued in the excitement 
caused by the large quantities of opium which they had swallowed for 
the purpose of quickaniug their resolution, in the action of the day 
before*

Tin* conduct of the Central India Field Force In the genera! action 
of I hr Jumna. was characterised by the ardent and unyielding courage, 
tbe devotion and exemplary dE-uiphne* which they had aliown through¬ 
out tbe Campaign. And all of us witnessed, with admiration, tho skill 


and nob!? courage with which tbe Troops of the Bengal Army, under 


Lioutetiact-Cobnel Mai well, fought by our side, and coutri hated sc 
largely Lo the success ol tbe operations, I Iwg most rtfpeui folly to 
recommend these gallant Soldiers, those of the Rpngd, an well ns those 


of the Bombay Army, one and flll r to the most favorable rrmubl erne ion, 
of His Fietlleticy tho Cemmamler-in-Obiaf.

Tliese were the causes of the delay in tr.insmining Cal pee and 
Gwalior Reports, I meet sincerely regret that anything should have 
retarded the publication of the records of so much herci-m. But 1 trust 
that tin very detailed lists already transmitted of the Officer* and men 
who distinguished them selves before Culpee anil Gwalior, and in the 
Campaign generally, nod which 1 drew up with the utmost onre, and the 
moat aniiiou* golwitudo, that, I he merits of each indiviJunl should be 
fully known and perfectly appreciated, will palliate the evil of delay.

fiivombia to them, as it was thickly intersected in every direelion 
by o'llluh# and ravines close up to our position. Finding that the 
enemy we« commencing to outflank the left of our fine of ,kir- 
miihers, 1 sent for throe Companie* of the 2ath Regiment Native 
Infantry which, when ei tended, mode all tec tiro in that direction; the 
action now became general throughout the whole line, hat the advice of 
tlis enemy was checked, though most obstinately persevered in on the 
extreme right, where Lieutottanl-Colonel Lowih, Her Majesty's S0th 
Regiment, was Commanding $ matters thus continued until about noon, 
when the enemy made n most determined assault on the Mortar Battery 
arid portion held by the guns, taking advantage of oar line c£ stir- 
mis hen being weakened by many men buying been compelled to fall to 
the r^ar from the effects uf the sun, which as felt by all woe most over- 
powering as also from their Rules having become feuded. At this 
juncture I could only muster a handful of men to defend, the Mortar 
Buttery and guns, and the enemy were steadily pushing on when the 
timely arrival of two Compaaiei of tho Kills Brigade, which in reply la 
my mill for aid, the Major-General himself brought up, and Ld against 
the enemy, caused them to retire precipitately, and they made no further 
stand.

two services* 

The newa received for the oeit few days wav very uncertain and 
contradictory* An g*proas letter from Seindiah^s Agent at Gwalior 
removed apprehension a for Iris safety T aud that of his Government ; it. 
stated ihat the Rebels, who were in a destitute condition v had, l emir 
still several miles from Gwaller, implored Si:indubV favor and protection 
in language and with a demeanour the rs verse of hostile* 

Subsequent account* from Lieutenant-Colonel Ruljertaon, which 
wore continued by Sir Robert Hamilton, gnurayed I ho news which created 
a sensation throughout India, only equalled by that which was caused 
by the 6ri£ mutinies. The Rebel Army had attacked Scitidinh at Baba* 
durpeor, 9 miles from Gwalior \ his Troops at all Arms, with the exception 
oF a Fuw of hi* Body Guard p had treacherously gone over, the Artillery in 
nm^ F to the enemy* His Highness himself, after trovdy doing his best 
to make his Troops do their duty, had been forced by the fire of his 
own Artillery * and the combined attacks of his Troops* and ot the Babd 
Army,, to fly to Agro, which he reached with difficulty, accompanied only 
by one or fcwo attendants; the Rebels had entered GwftlSor, taken Sciu* 
dish's Treasury nod Jewels* the latter said to be of fiibuluai value $ the 
Garrison of the Fort of Gwalior, ccmfiduivd to he one of the strongest* 
if not the strongest, Fortress in Indio. hod* after a moeh resistant, opened 
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its gates tu the Rebels j finally, from 50 to 00 (ins guns! comprising Horse, 
Field and Siege Artillery, had Men, os wall as an Arsenal with abund* 
once oE Wail ike Stores into the hand* of the enemy. In sbor t, t1» 
Rebels, who bad Red. in the most dboiderly flight and belplesi state from 
CaljstH> p «r«r* now completely set up with abundance oC money P a capital 
park of Artillery t plenty of m&leml f and Sdndmli's Army* as their allies. 

Gwalior itself, without the Fort* was a priz* of nn ordinary value, 
comprising the Old City, and the ,f Ltuhker/' that b,tb* ancient MahraLia 
Camp, converted into a bandaom* and flourishing City, both together 
containing a population of ITQyUOfl souls. 

But other eircum stands combined to vender the loms of Gwalior the 
moat serious event which hud occurred tiinte the revolts 

Seindiahp the Maharajah Of Prince of Gwalior, ia our very faithful 
allyj nod with one exception he b the most powerful oE the independent 
Princes of India. The centricaL aud geographical position of the Gwalior 
States* and their extent, give their Rulers great political and Military 
power over the whole of India. 'S'he main artery of communication 
mud the electric lino from Bombay to Central India, Agra, and tbo 
North-Western Province-!, traverse for hundreds of milei Suindial/s 
dominions* 

Scnuliah*■ Troops, who wont over to lbe Rebels, were the beat orga¬ 
nized nod drilled of all the Native Levitt, 

To render this state of things still more embarrassing, Gwalior fell 
into Rebel hands at tha most unfavourable time of the year for Military 
operations—on the eve of tbs great mins, and when the heat of aummf-r 
wo# at its maximum' 

N r o oae p therefore, could foresee the extent of evil if Gwalior were 
not promptly wrested from the Rebels; if Tantia To peg, with the im¬ 
mense acquisition of political in 11 da nee and Military strength which the 
pofr^iioci of that place gave the Rebel causa, had time to reorganize tin* 
Celpec Army, which he Gould easily do, with the fttouroei of Gwalior 
at hi* disposal, The worst Foreboding* would have come to pass, it 
Tantia Topee p leaving either the Catpee or the Gwalior Army at Gwalior, 
for its defence, inarched with tb* other Southward* and unfurled the 
standard of the Pe*hwa in the Deccan and Southern Mabratios, These 
Diilrietx, and I be West of India generally, wer^ very much denuded of 
Troops; and the attachment of the inhabitants of the aneieut Felsh# 
wamto to their former Government is too well known to admit of a doubt 
a H to what course they would have pursued, it Tantia Topee had appeared 
amojjg&t them with a large Army.

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The Luhsbil suits of Iiriof* had given sn many (irnnfe of unfavourable 
Feeling, that there was reason to fear that they would, if the opportunity 
offered, fallow the example of Gwaliov. 

It wm of vital importance that Troops slmtild reach Gwalior before 
tha ruins set in; firstly, because I had no pontoons for Sie^e Artillery ; 
and to have t ran sported the Siege Guns serose the ScliiiIq nml Pohnoj 
Rivere, swollen to a great bright by lb® rains, would have been most 
difficult if not impossible. Secondly, tiie siege of the Fort or City of 
Gwalior, protracted by the difficulties consequent on the m msoons, wnul l 
have had the worst effect on our Military prestige and the state of 
affairs. 

The Governor General eipressed a wish that not an hour should he lost 
in reaching Gwalior. I, therefore, louring hy order Captain Ommnaey'a 
Royal Artillery Buttery of four S-pounders, belonging to ibo 2nd Bri¬ 
gade Central India Field Force, ns part of the permanent garrison of

Brigadier Smith, with a brigade of the Rajpootana Field Force, was 
to march from the neighbourhood of Chandaree to Gwalior. 

The Hydrabnd Contingent, after their hard service, bad received! 
permission and order* to return home; almost all of thee*Troops had 
commenced their return to the Deccan, and some of them were far advanced 
on their rood. With a good feeling, which cannot he sufficiently praised, 
all of the Contingent which hod formed part of the Central India Field 
Force, instantly countermarched and moved against Gwalior on the wish 
being intimated to the Officer* Commanding their separate bodies, that 
they should perform this fresh act of good service for the Government. 

When the crisis ucaurred at Gwalior, part of the Central India Field 
Forte were garrisoning Cal pec, part had marched to Gwalior, and part 
had been left ns a garrison at JhnneL 

His Excellency the Commandernn-Chief in India was pleased to 
direct my attention to preventing the move of the Rebels Southward* 
from Gwalior to tbo Dwonn. 

His Excellency was pleased to express his entire approbation of 
my having selected Agra as the base of my operations, in coo sequence of 
the communication between that place and Gwalior being the shorten 
and the best. But even this communicetdon was rendered imperfect by 
the passage of a very Jilfiealt ford across the Chnmbnl. 

ily plan of attack of Gwalior was as follow*—To invest it as much 
as its great extent would allow, and than to attack it by its weakest side; 
the investing Troops cutting off the escape of the Rebel*. 

I hoped that a successful attack of the enemy, outside or in aide the 
City, would, like Cal pee, be followed by the capture of the Fort. 

In order to invest Gwalior from the South, 1 directed Major Orr, 
Commanding Hydrahad Contingent, to move from Jhansi to flinear or 
the road from Gwalior to Seepree. Major Ore's force wa* too weak to 
attack Gwalior from that quarter, hut ho was perfectly placed for euttiug 
oft the retreat of the Rebels to the South, assisted at he would be, by the 
other investing Corps, 

In formation as to the enemy’s position i* the surest guarantee of 
success; 1 bad no plan af Gwalior or itB environs. With great trouble 
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I hud ss&irttahMd that the weakest aide of Gwalior, and consequently ths 
best for an attack, was ihe East, ai it was girt by high hills on that tide, 
the Eiiinmita of which were difficult, it is true, of acoees ; but that, on the 
ether baud, a! opes which deace sided gradually from these sum mil* towards 
and olo^e to the ** Lnshker* 1 * would enable tne, after taking the heights, 
ta drive the enemy down from elope to slope, from the lowest o£ which 
I oould cannonada the ■‘Lushker/ 1 mod covered by the fire oE Artillery 
storm the new Town, thnt 11 til# u Lnshker/ 1 thue cutting in two the 
enemy'a whole lin^j oon&isting of the old eitjj above which m the Fort, 
and the 11 Lush ter/* or new City. 

Tide point of attack hod another advantage. It enabled me to attack 
Gwalior almost unhurt by the fire of the Fort, 

I directed Brigadier Smitli p with the Rajpootanah Field Force, to 
move from Bcepreo to Kotah-ka-^erai, about seven miles to the East of 
Gwalior, 

1 myself, with Brigadier Stuart's column, and the small one I had 
brought tram Culpae, run robed against the Moral- CnutounLCDis^ which 
were said to he occupied in force by the enemy* These Cantiinmentri for 
the Troops stationed at Gwalior are about fire miles from that city, on 
the river M^rar* They had only been partially burnt by the Rebels ; and 
Seiudiafc/s Govern meat had been at much trouble and expense to repair 
the oEd buildings and construct others for the force which was. to be the 
gamaon of Gwalfor, 

Once In possession of the Mnrar Canton men U, l could establish 
there my hospital, porks 3 etc* Divested of these meumbrancee, and leaving 
a f pitch in tbe Morar Cantonments, which could protect it f and at the 
sum* 1 time form part of the investment of Gwalior and pursue when 
required, I was free lu join Brigadier Smith at Eotah-ka-Senu and with 
his force and my own, attack Gwalior* 

To complete the investment which, roughly speaking, was to enclose 
Gwalior from the South-East and North, I sent instructions to Colonel 
Biddell to move with Eiia colutnu by ihe Agra and G wail or real to the 
Ruridcnoy, about Ervon miles to the North of Gwalior, Colonel Riddell, by 
extending his force from the Residency down the West side of Gwalior* 
inviilod it from that side. 

I bad the honor to report that ail Ihe columns of operations would, 
I trusted, bo at their po«ia by the 19th of June. 

On ill* 19th of June I arrived at Babadurpoor, about four or five miles 
from the Morar Cantonment^ 
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1 directed Captain Abbott, with hie Cavalry, to reconnoitre Morer; 
he reported that the Retail were in force in front of it- I reconnoitred 
their position myself closely j and found that the vide of the Can ton meat 3 
fronting tiitp was occupied by strong bodies of Cavalry, and ihat on their 
right were guns and n good deal of Infantry# 

My force had had a long and fatiguing march, and the eun had beom 
tip for some time, Font or five mile* 1 more march in aim, and a combat 
after wards* would ho a groat trial for the mon a strengt h * On she other 
hand, Mornf linked inviting with several good buildings not yet burnt* 
they would be geoJ quarter* for a portion of [the] force ; if I delayed the 
attack until the next day* the enemy were Bure to burn them. A prompt 
attack has uIwavs more 0 iTi&ot on. the Rcbelij than a procrastinated one* 

I therefore counter minded the order for encamping and made the 
following arrangemonts ui attack the enemy, 

I formed my force in two lines \ the first line consisting of the let 
Brigade, under Brigadier Stuart, the second line, under Brigadier-General 
Napier, in support of the firsts consisting only a small part of the ^nd 
Brigade as the rest of if was at Calpec. 

Captain Abbott, Hydro bad Cavalry, covered the advATiee* 

I requested BrigadkreGeuervit Napier to watch well h]lU on my left 
and rear, in which the enemy were supposed to be^ and to advance t* 
cfAdlon from thu right* which enabled hsm> his left refused to guard my 
left rear, on the outward flank of which I left baggage and inoom- 
blurted* 

I also seni patrols of Cavalry far away into the hills on my lift 
and rear to search ihcm. 

Sir Hubert Hamilton, who hos a remarkable Acquaintance with the 
ground and loroUliw of Central India, bad warned me to take care of the 
ground on the proper right, and in front uf Morar, ib it was full of 
ravines auil treacherous ground. 

Both lines advanced : No. 13 Light Held Buttery, aud tha Siege 
Gnus in the centre of the drat; Her Majesty's 86th Regiment on their 
right i the ^Tsth Bombay Native Infantry uu their left; Her Majefety s 
14th Light Drag-'on* on conk flunk. 

To march to our portion in order of battle, we had gone over ihe 
ground on which, a short time before, Scindinh hud been attacked and 
routed by hi* faithless Troops and the Calpae Rebel*. It was strewed 
with dead horses. 

My plan was to mask the dnngarmj ground to my left, towards 
nhit'b the enemy evidently wished to draw mo s to outflank the enemy's 
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loft, double it up, and cot off tbar retreat from the road ov*r the bridge 
in rear of the Cantonments leading to Gwalior. 

Mf first line advanced in lino atroffl the ('lain between Merer and 
Bahadur pour dmeeing by their centre with the regularity of a parade 
movement. The enemy retired from their position in front of Merer iD to 
the Cantonment^

to the tight in order to get on the romd which led to the Cantonment* 
end which enabled ms to torn the onsmy*s left ; but he misaed the road ; 
in the mem* time we had got on the edge of broken ground; 11 masked 
Battery m the cum/* centre, eonoeded by trees, and the guns on their 
right opened a cross fire on u, causing some Casualties amobgtft Captain 
Abbott** Hydradod Cavalry* who showed admirable ^bendiness, 

1 directed the Siege Guns under lieutenant Strutt, B.A, P mid 
No, IS bight Field Battery, under Lieutenant Harcourt, Bombay Aftll- 
leiy, to be placed in poeitiocr obliquely to my front, which enabled them 
to open a tolling file diagonally to their left on the enemy's Batteries, 
I beg to mention specially Lieutenants Strutt and Harconrt, for tho prompt 
steadiness with which they brought their guns into action on difficult 
ground, and For the efficiency of their Ere. 

The Rebel Artillery caused some Casualties amongst the horsee of 
these gwnfc 

The lay of the ground favouring the Rebels* right Battery, I 
brought to my left. Captain Light fool 1 * lit Troop Bombay Horse 
Artillery against it from the 2nd line. 

Nullahs and broken ground prevented the advance of Captain Abbott's 
Cavalry, whom I placed undercover; and of Her Majesty'a 14th Light 
Dragoons under Captain Thompson, od the right, who reinforced my 
left. 

The fnemy r i Cavalry* of whom the 3th Irregulars formed part, 
thawed in forise in position in our front dong the road through the Can¬ 
tonments, 

1 reinforced my left, now near the dangerous ground on the enemy's 
nght r with the 15th Bombay Native Infantry, and advanced across bad 
ground. Her Majesty** £6th Regiment firing, whom I bad thrown into 
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skirmishing' order, and to<»k by etaua omier a cannonade at the cm-my's 

right Battery* » 11 lU * Momr Cant^mnentB in out Trout The Rebels 
retired at a gallop. 

I brought forward the right shoulder* of the Bfith line of skirmisher 
and rating their right on the right bant of the Muter swept the whole 
Cantonments and occupied them, 

Captain Abbott, whose horse vu killed tinder him by a round shot, 
in the meantime had wntrired to get eceosa the uullahs further to the 
right, and wheeling to his left, galloped through the Cantonments, and 
joined in the pursuit of the enemy, who retired from their right 

But the delay in hie advance, canned by the very difficult ground, 
prevented his arriving in time to cut off the retreat of the enemy across 
the bridge. 

The Rebels withdrew their batteries, crippled by the fire of Captain 
Lightfoot's, Lieutenants Strutt’s and Ilarecurt’s guns, m* noon os they 
saw their left aoni promised by the successful advance of the SUth. 

My left, which had bean refused, oo nforroed to thn right,nnd changed 
position to the left, fronting the nullah a <m the enemy's right, which it 
had now approached. 

Tire advanced nullah and others in rear of it were lined with Rebel 
Sepoys, who gave noeign, until my loft approached them, when they 
opened on its very heavy fire, on whujh Major Rich, Her Majesty s "1st 
Highland Light Infantry, moved his skirmishers rapidly forward to 
dislodge them. Lieutenant Neave led with ardent courage the charge, 
and fell, when close toll* nullah, mortally wounded, sincerely regretted 
by his brave Regiment nnd hia General. 

Tito 71 at very gallantly look the nulla b nnd others in rear by -tone ; 
Lieutenant Rase, 25th Bombay Native Infantry, afforded them useful 
co-operation by skilfully placing * party of hi* Regiment so as to enfilade 
these dangerous entrenehmciHs. The whole of the Rebels in them were 
killed. After a desperate resistance, which cost the 71st, I regret to say, 
besides Lieutenant Nvave, several brave Soldiers killed and wounded ; 
Serjeant McGill, killed ; Serjeant Wilson, wounded dangerously ; Corporal 
tesii,!, killed ; two Privates killed and sii wounded, of the whole of whom E 
make special mention* In the advanced nullah alone seventy Rebels lay 
dead, belonging to Scindiah's fiithlew Guards and wearing English 
accoutrs-mcii ta and breast-plntes, on which wee engraved ” 1st Brigade 
Infantry." 

Her Majesty's 7lst Regiment proved, on th : s as well as on every 
other occasion, whilst under my urdere, that they will maintpin lr their 
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courage and discipline tins hiitnrical ronowu, of which they bear m many 
honoured re^nrtla on tLeir colour** 

When a Wing of the Regiment was prostrated by finn-sickness after 
the action at Koondi, the ooty complaint I hoard in the field hospitals 
from these gallant young Soldiers wm tbit they could nafc ri&e and 
fight* 

The sii(K!*!-s of the day was completed by the destruction of the Rebels 
in the nullahs, and a moit successful pursuit ol the Hcbels by Captain 
Thompson, with n Wiog of Her Majesty's 14th Light Dragoons* These 
Italic]# had been turned by Captain Abbott's advance from the ford of the 
river, aor-iss which uni tin bridge the main body had retreated; Captain 
Thompson caught them in the plains, before they could reach the hi\\a to 
which they were hurrying and made a great shuighUT of thorn. 1 beg to 
mention *peeially Captain Thom pson, Her Majesty's 14th Light Hragoons* 
tor tta very good service which he did an this occasion. 

In making ■pecul mention of Cap lain Lighlfuot Eur his good services 
this day, 1 tag to state how very much indebied 1 am to the Officers 
and Men of bis* the 1st or " baglo JI Troop Bombay Horn ArtiUsry, for 
their excellent and gallant conduct throJghout the Camp**ign . In my 
aCtionSj I made very liberal use of the Troop, in pouring an unexpected 
or flauh fire into the enemy. On ad those occasions, the 1st Troop was 
worthy of its formur Emne, and proved that no Arm of the service is more 
dangerous to its hw than fleet Artillery. 

1 beg to make special mention of Brigadier-General Napier for the 
very important a^esstadco which he afforded rue m the notion of the 16th 
of Jane. 

1 Leg to bring to His Excellency's notice the good spirit and gallan¬ 
try which the Troops displayed in the rapid and successful operation 
against the Momr Cantonment*. Their march from Cal pee was n very 
trying cue. In consequence of the groat beat in the tents by day, the 
men could not get the icst which they lost by marching at night to avoid 
inn. 

Notwithstanding a long march to Bahadntpwr, the troops tpnsed 
their preparation! for encamping and marched f fasting, with the utmost 
alacrity a] id si end mess against Morar, going five mi tea and tubing it in 
two boars, under n heavy aud well-directed cannonade, and a resolute 
resistance on the left- The capture of Morar had good results* It was the 
first defeat which the combined forces of the Cnlpee and Gwalior Rebels 
bad sustained. 
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Morar, the Military Station and an outwork o( Gwalior, was an 
important strategical point. It gave me the command of the line of the 
Mom River, of the road to Agra, and enabled me to communicate with 
Brigadier Smith to the left, and the Residency to the right* 

The Rebel? were surprised by my rapid march from Calpee J they 
intended to make a determined stand at Morar, nod had commenced storing 
it with supplies, which fell into oar hands. They had not lime to burn 
the houses, still standing since the mutiny, nor the temporary sheds 
prepared by Seindiah, all of which wore turned to good account. 

1 got immediately into communication with Brigadier South at 
«• Kotah-ha-Serai,” and reconnoitred Gwalior, 

I have the honor to enclose Brigadier Smith’s report of hia opera* 
jfc 2 Xastam*. Brijfuitier tiont from *' Kotah-kn-Serai ” Ibeg fully 
Smith'* Kaport, to can firm his recommend ati on of the 

Officers under his command, and to draw His Eaoellency's attention 
particularly to the groat gallantry and devotion displayed by Her 
Majesty’s 8th Hassara, in the brilliant charge which they made through 
lira enemy's Crnnp i of which one most important result was the death of 
the Ranee of Jbimfli; who, although a lady, was the bravest and best 
Military lender of ths Rebel-. The enemy's guns wbicb the 8th Hussara 
brought back out of tba Rebel Camp into their own, were the best 

proof* of how nobly they hod foufhtand conquered. 
v Brigadier Smith haring asked for 

reinforcements, I directed tueatennnt* 
25 l!i Bumbay Nsiw# Iidontrj. Colonel Robertson to job him with the 

Force detailed in tlw margin. . 

My rocodimiasance of Gwnlior satisfied ran that the information on 
which I had decided to attack it was good. II I had attacked it from 
Morar I should have had to cross the plain between Morar and Gwalior, 
under the fire of the Fort, and of masked and formidable batteries* 
established in strong houses nnd gardens on the tanks of the old canal, 
and n dry river in front of the Phoel Bagli Palace. 

1 could not leave “Morar'* so cIobo to Gwalior without adequate 
il Tntfi* litii btid«t Dragoons. protection. The arrival of the Troops, 
l “which had been left to garrison Cal pee

day, uumiadfal of Ibe.r illusoe, fell in with their Companies and toot 
part m the assault of ti walior, which corroborate! whet 1 said in a pre¬ 
vious report, that the spirit of the SoUiera often made them tight when 
they were too weak to march. 

My column bivquaoked on the left hank of the river Morer, and 
during the night I GaarniunLcaU'd with Brigadier Smith and Colonel 
Biokv, ComcnQndiqg Artill^iy* Central India Field Force, 

Brigadier Smith repotted to me that, in consequence of the «ni>my 
ncoupying in gtssnt numbers the hi Ha oppogile u Kotab-bn-Sciai M on the 
other lid* rf the river Mcirar p flnd pressing on trim* lie hod ad vaoeed from 
his pep it ion at ** Kotidi-ku-Sorai/' and following the road from that 
place to G aliofj by the ford across the river, had attacked and driven 
the enemy from tho hilts, on his right front, mid occupied the reads which 
lad through a pass, about two miles ia length, through the bills, and to 
the left or South side of a very deep ami dry old canal cut out of the 
rock, irhieh ted from the ford dnaa by the left of the roud through the 
pa®*, to tba foot of the rock or Fort of Gwalior* 

The enemy retained po^euHtoa of the hills to the left of the jma 
and canal. 


To the left of the road and canal m the pass rose from a narrow 
plain a snoeevsion of slopes, interacted by ravine? } a ridge rap along 
the top of the slopes, on which the enemy hail placed a Battery of 
0-pounder?. To protect the Battery and poiltioii, the enemy had eon can* 
trated a numerous Force of nil Arnui on the ridge, n» well fte a largo body 
t*f Cavalry in rear of it> 

About a mile and a half further back, and about the emme distance 
from the 1A\ of ihe mad, wiji siationad, in a gorge of the hills, a large 
body of the enemyV Infantry, with guns. They guarded a road which 
branched of! from the ford Soulhwards through the hill? to Gwalior. 
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Brigadier Smith's position in the hill* wn* vnt and cramped. His 
left And rear wrre fchrenteqed by the two bodies just dnsuribtd* The 
Camp baggage and gnus were in the pas#, into which came shots from 
the enamy'e Buttery on the ridge. 

It wm dear that the «D*my must he diivpu from bolh posilhmii, the 
■ ne on the ridge and the other in the gorge, before I advanced on 

Gwalior. 

The enemy by occupying positions nts ill* hills bo far from and 
unsupported hy CfwaUor hid espoitkl himself to be out off L The impedi- 
ment to my doing in was the deep canal, impruoticahle for Cavalry and 
Infantry j cm this obstacle the enemy probably relied for protection, To 
remove it I directed the Company of Madras Sappers and Miner* to 
make a bridge some way* tn the left rear of oar position acrots 
the canal, Thu bridge nr dam was to l>e readv by sun-sel. I made the 
plan to ernas oyer this I bridge daring the night! with a force of all arras, 
get on tho south road to Gwalior \ hrough the hills above-mentioned., 
place myself between Gwalior and the enemy's two positions j fall on 
them a little before tiny "break* when Her Majesty’s tffith and 95 th 
Begs men [s supper ted by the rest of Brigadier Smith's brigade, were 
concealed by the ravines, to attack their Frant and torn their left 
(lank. 

I hug to make special mention of Major the Hcra J ble E. C. If. 
Massey, 95th Regiment ; Captain. Bolton, Deputy Assistant Quarter* 
Master Gtnerab Rajpootana Field Force, and Lieutenant Harris, of the 
ftrd Troop Bombay Horse Artillery, for the assistance which their 
intelligence and knowledge of the ground enabled them to giya me in 
making the rncoutioi stance and plan. 

Lieutenant Hdggmt, Commissary of Ordnance, by my desire, had, 
during the night, moved the two 1H-pounder* and S-muh Howitzer, from 
oitr bivouac, up to the top of a steup height, which was to the right of 
the road nod canal and opposite the ridge. 1 solcmed a point at the 
extremity of a spur of this height towards Gwalior as & pgsitian for 
those gani, from whence they commanded the- plain bn tew the entrance 
to the pass, and weiu enabled to fire on the enemy's Battery on the 
ridge. 

The enemy's Battery opened a fire cm tho Siege piwe* a? they were 
being taken into position, wounding two draught elephants and causing, 
sulisetpieully, some oa* unities in the Battery, after it had opened iff fire 
under Lisuttmnl Haggmit’s orders. 

The enemy get on fire with tbuir (ina? some monster hay ricks. 
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which were close lo the canal, in the narrow plaid, id order that our 
outposts might not be covered by them, 

T(]tf carriage of 8-inels howitzer had bead Bo shaken by hundreds of 
miles' marching, that its charge was reduced cl pound below the regula¬ 
tion,, in order to save the earring®; tbia irregular charge rendered its fire 
tridoh leas certain. The want of Bights od tha impounders affected the 
Accuracy of their fire in field-firing. 

Colonel Hi Lite suggested to me the withdrawal of the Siege gnus as 
they did not appear to damage the enemy ; whereas they had our range* 
I thought that it would be better that the Battery should oease firing 
gradually* when the enemy would probably do the same, than ihnt it 
should be withdrawn. This waa done* and the enemy’s Battery erased 
to Eire. 

Before the Batteries hnd legnd to diminish their firing, I had gone 
to onr Battery to inspect it and to watch an advance of the enemy’s 
Infantry, in bkir mi thing order, from the ridge and a spur of it to 
the left, against our chum off entperfi nod lift, which rested on 
the eafiol. 

Soon afterwards, a large body off Troops was Been debouching from 
Gwttlwrj and my videttes reported that freab gnai wers sacending the 
Iietgbts to reinforce the Battery on the ridge, which was good news a* 
ihv more gums the Rebel* brought up to the heights the more were we 
likely to take next morning, 

I reinforced the Mdtries and piokets on our loft od lie line of 
Ibo canal, and ordered the Troops m Camp to be ready to torn 
out. 

The enemy’s tdrirmbdram and my line guarding. Ike catml bscattiEi 
engaged. At this time I received aq express from Sir Robert Hamilton, 
telling me Lhat he had received ^formation tbifc the Bepoy g and Valai- 
lees had agreed to attack me to-day. 

The enemy seemed inclined not to confine their advance to an affair 
of out posts, but to be determined to attack my left flank p which they 
knew was weak. 

The Cent ml India Field Force was ibr worse for last night's bar- 
flHsidg march, and a had bivouac on rock* The Company of Madras 
Sappers nod Miners, whoso real and intelligence na hardships cad abate, 
would have completed the bridge across the canal by mpwet; and 1 
anticipated the best results from availing myself of It for the purpose of 

cutting off during the night Ole enemy’s numerous force of all Arina on 
the hill#. 
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I would, therefore, tire preferred not engaging tlw enemy before 
the time h 3 efep r a is j n nsJ on 

On the utheV fanul k the petition in the narrow put was so tabs that 
it became necessary to fren it from the risk of a serious attack, and to 
change tilt defensive For the offensive. 

I therefore directed Brigadier Stuart, with Har Majesty^ Sflth 
Regiment who weie encamped between the pas# and the river il Morari” 
to move (torn my loft rear, supported by the S5th Bombay Native In¬ 
fantry Bernss the canal, crown the heights on the other side of it, and 
attack the enemy in their left flank, by which means they would maik 
the fire of the Battery. 

As a diversion in favor of Brigadier Stuart's attack* T directed 
Brigadier Smith to move Lieutenant-Colopie! Raines with fbr Majesty's 
0oth Regiment, from the left of my right front* aemss the canal in 
akirmblring order, over the shoulder of the hillj on which was the 
Rebels 1 Battery, against the enemy's left Dank. Tins oblique move¬ 
ment, and the lay of the ground prevented the 95tli ^offering seriously 
from the guns of the Battery. 

I further directed Brigadier Smith to move up the 10th Bombay 
Native Infantry from the right of my right front across the canal, to 
support th* advance of the 05lh and to cover my right 

I ordered up also the 3rd Troop Bombay florae Artillery to the 
entrance of the pa*s towards rf (Jwalior t JJ supported by n squadron of 
Her Majpgty'a flth Hues*™* 

I difl|iosed the rest nf my lame in support of the attacking columns, 
and for the defence of the Camp from the rear. 

Brigadier Smith crossing the canal ascended steadily with Her 
Majesty 1 ® Sdtb Regiment, under Lieutenonl-Culoiiel Louth, the height#. 
The enemy taken in dank, retired rapidly from Lb b attack of our left 
liank towards the Battery. The skirmishers of the Jafluh, with their muul 
ardour, pr^fd the Rebel Its fan try so hard that they did not make a 
fr'aud pvcd undur their guns, but retreated across the en trench in ent, in 
the rear of which they were in position* The gallant ekirmUihcra gave 
them no lima to rally in the Battery, but dashing with a cheer at the 
parapet crossed it k and torjk the guns which defended the ridge—three 
excellent English H-poLmdere* 

The HGthj leaving a party with the captured guiia, pMsed on after 
she enemy's Cavalry and Infantry, who fled, part towards G walior, part 
to the hills to the South. 
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Liu 11 1»■ 11 ao t-C’i j1 oL Haiuee coming up frith a wing of the y&tu to 
the entrenchment^, wiili ^hhI judgment tamed the captured guns on 
the enemy "a Cavalry and Infantry, which h^ saw in del Etched bodies in 
Lhc iJ.Lin he low at a distune of 1,000 yards, &$ well os on the body which 
had retired lo our loft, 

L if ii Geo an t -Colon id Uaitiei placed Lieutenant Brockman of the 
rtfilb* with men of Ida llrgiment, id command of one gun ; aud 

Lieutenant Budgocm and Lieutenant and Adjutant -Sextoti, of tbc 95th, 
with men of their Kliment* who had been instruoted in the gun 
ttxeraife, in command of the twu other guns. Those gttua thus manned 
by Infantry made excellent practice, and although aomatiniHa shorty the 
shot ricocheted among*! the enemy. Four Rebel Batteries In front of 
■'Gwalior'* now opened a hot Hra of sbor and shall on our advanced lines. 

LienUuiittt-Cohnel Haines reports that Lieutenant Head, 104b 
Bombay Native Infantry, rendered him great uaiitaiHn in Bring and 
pointing the enemy's Artillery. 

Tha 10th Bombay Native Infantry, under the command of Lieu¬ 
tenant Room*?, crossed the pass and the canal, and passing by the bay 
istaoka, which were now one burning mase, and moving up, ae ordered, 
in support of the 9ufih, and in protection of my right, found bimaalf 
exposed to a fire of Artillery and Musketry, from the heights on tha 
enemy'a extras left. Ad vanning with half of his Regiment in skirmish* 
ing order, nod having the remainder in support, bn cleared the two 
nearest heights of the Rebel Infantry, and charging gallantly, took two 
brass field pieces and three mortars, which were io a plain at the font of 
the second height. 

My Troops were now in possesion of the highest range of height* 
to the East of Gwalior which we saw at our feet. The sight was 
inter^-ting, T> oor right wan the handsome palace of the Fhcml Rngb, 
its garden*, and the old City, surmounted by the Fort, remarkable 
for in ancient arebi tec tore, with lines of extensive fortification* round 
the high and prrmpitotti rock of Gwalior. To our hit lay the 
"Luahker Ip or new City f with its spacious houses bull bidden by 
trees. 

The ground corresponded exactly with the accounts of it which I 
had collected? the stapes descended gradually toward.* Gwalior j the 
lowest one commanding the grand parade of ihn 11 Luihker/ 1 which was 
almost mat o l fire cf the Fort and afforded no entrains into the City. 

I felt convinced that I could tak* Gwalior before sun-tet. 

I determined to make a general advance against all the position* 
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which tbo enemy occupied for the defence of Gwalior, extending from 
beyond the palnoft of the Fkool Bagb on their right, to the extensive 
H arracks on the left of tho grind parade of the 14 Ltlshker," anti than 
tmko the fl Lnsbker" by assault. 

For this purpose, l ordered the 3rd Troop Bombay IToree Artillery 
with a squadron of Uif. 8th Hussar*, to follow the road which led out of 
the puss* and advance, covering my extreme right parallel with the 
T loo pa attacking Gwalior. 

Lieutenant-Cidond Owen, with the 1st Bombay Lancers, had been 
moved to the heights, to cover the captured gum; the rapidity and 
dexterity with which they got over Tory difficult ground docs the 
Etegiment and I heir Commander ranch credit. I now ordered them to 
descend the height* to the rear, get into the road which led through iho 
bills to the South, atui occupy the ontranee to it, which led to thu grand 
parade, for the purpose oF insisting in the attack of that important, point 
mud of the 11 Lush leer/ 1 

I left a sufficient force of all arms for the protection of my Camp, 
which was exposed* 

l had ioms time before ordered up No, 4 Light Field Battery with 
two Troops of lier Majesty's 11th Light Dragoon* to the heights to cover 
my advanced line, and to answer the Buouay'a Bali erica m position id 
front of Gwalior. The hilly and difficult nature of the ground, particu¬ 
larly the deep canal which the guns hod to troverse* prevented their 
Arrival. 

The advanced Line way irregular, as it followed the formation of ilia 
bills. The Slith formed she left which was in advance; the 95tb, the 
right, was refused. 

The In ft o£ the Sflfch, who pursued, across a deep raving to the range 
of hill* to the South, the body of the enemy who retreated to the Jeff, 
had returned and rested their left on a hamlet situate on the crest of the 
francs which eomniftodeii Gwalior* The enemy immediately brought a 
Buttery of two IB-pounder* in front of the grand parade to bear on the 
hamlet, and firing freni a gr^at elevation sent round shot into it in rapid 
succession and with accurals aim,. 

Skirmishers of the 86tb had descended the hill towards the Barrack*, 
ami were advancing mgaiait the enemy, who had made a stand in houses 
amongst (reus at she foot ef the btlL XJeutenaiit* Colonel EUim* with 
good judgment del ached Captain Smith 11 * Company of the i^th in 
eupj ort of them. 

L 
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I hi rived tb& BBth from the hamlet lower do wo the hill* extendi og 
thsm at large intervals from the left U the right* This new position of 
the H6th rendered the fire of the lS-poimtiefa barmle^ and gave tnore 
snpport to the skirmishers, who soon gave a good account of the enemy in 
the hoti£e*. 

In front of* and between the two hills occupied tiy the S6tb and 85th* 
was the last slope, a spur oF the bill on which were the Bfith commanding 
the rows of Barracks and the grand parade of the ** Lushker/* to which 
the enemy, pressed by our advance, had now withdrawn the two 
1 S-pounders. 

I occupied the left of this slope with a Wing of ihe ifith Bombay 
Native Infantry, which I brought up From the second line* leaving 
the other Wing in rapport. I moved a party of the 85th down to 
the right of the ilepe under Major Vialls* xvho judiciously look posses¬ 
sion of a strong powder magazine, surrounded by a wall at the further 
end of it. 

Lieutenant Roome, with the lDih Regiment Bombay Native 
Infantry on the right* after he had captured the gnus and field pieces, 
took with touch spirit a strong building used as an Arsenal on bis right, 
from which the en*my bad poured a galling fire on his Regiment, 
and occupied a trench at tbe bottom of the bill on which was the Arsenal, 
from which the 10th kept up a heavy fire on the enemy, who had 
retreated to a position in front of Gwalior, 

Lieu tenant-Colonel Baines* leaving a Company of the 8 5th to guard 
the captured gnu#, which kept up an effective fire on the enemy, joined 
with the rest of his Regiment, and rein forced Major Vlidti tm the lowest 
slope, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Raines perceived a large tody of the enemy f * 
Cavalry m tbe vicinity of the two 18-pounders now placed lu Battery, 
who he believed were posted then) for the purpose e>F making a dash at 
the British Troops* should they attempt to take the gun a. He therefore 
halted Hud waited for orders and relnForccments, placing two Companies 
of the 95th in skirmishing order* lying down along the crest of the hill, 
a part of the Ifith Bombay Native Infantry bung in rear as supports. 
The enemy now took courage bo come out, and fired the l 3-pounder* with 
grape and can Ester at oar position, on which Lieutenant-Colonel Raines 
detached some skirmishers of the 95th to covered ground to hh front, 
who kept up with their Eufelds such an effect! vi fire on the l3*poundern 
and the Cavalry p that after firing eight rounds, the em my nav obliged 
to oecttfl firing, and retire behind the buildings of the grand parade.

The Officer Commanding No, i< Light Field B^tteryj by following 
thr- raid thrtitigfh the pH3* bayoud its tatrano^ had found a pus-ag.^ a 
very diffiuiili- cue, wato€& the canal ; hut on hi king the.ri up u bridle roid 
whieb lod lo the heights, n gun upset and dulay^d very inopportunely the 
arrival oi lliis Artillery on ihf height LLeuleuaut Golds wort by < of 
Her Majesty's 3th fiu&H&rSj who acted os my Aide-de-CSunp during she 
dayi nnd whose activity and mid hgem e were most useful iv ieh 1 , at Last 
brought np our tf-pounder to the heights* 

The enemy were firing with much vivacity, but little; effect, from

Lofg3 bodies of the enemy's Infantry and Cavalry were marching 
out of Gw&Kor T by all its issues, and moving towards ns a but not in order 
Of with resolution as if to attack, or take up n position of defence* 

Besides storming the grand parade, from which 1 could enter the 
11 LutUker IJ and pass by the main street to Scindiuh’e palace, I directed 
Brigadier Smith, with No, 3 Bombay Troop Hor« Artillery ami a&i^uad* 
rom of Oer Majraty J s Hfch Light Dragoon^ to be ready to attack the 
Mcniy's positions at the Phool Bagh and beyond iu Tkb attack pro, 
tooted the ri^ht of the Troops attacking the grand parade, and turned at 
the same time the enemy*6 lift. 

The 1 tt Bombay Lancers were to debouch from the ontranue tf the 
road on which I had placed tbsm, charge the enemy on the grand Daruiie, 
and assist the 05th in taking it, 

Tbe IOlIi Bombay Native TuFaotry were to support these Begitnents, 

Onfl £)-ftounder, the only piece of Artillery which, on account of the 
ground, bad beau able to reach the height*, wub to cover from the lowest 
elope the ndveuco of the 1st Lancer* and of tire fluth and to dear 
the grand parade 

Thu 86Lb wsru to remain in their position on the left of the heights, 
cover my left, and if necessary assist the Camp. 

One Wingol the Soth UcmUy Native Infantry was to attack the 
Barracks and cover the left of the S>5tb attacking the grand parade. The 
other vros to be iu support on the slopes, 

Two Troop* of the I4th Light Dragoon i were iu support o£ the lower 
slopes. 

All being ready, I gave the word for the general attack of Gwalior.

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I had plamd tb*G-pounder In pa sit bp, opposite tbe turn IS-piunders, 
[ rlsrMted it to Ik fired wills tdmpEiel at the enemy, who were attempting 
to load them. Thu fhnipuel, a remarkable one* burst joit over the 
13-pounders inf o about twenty piftMja, killed and diMbled some of the 
gunners, and put the rest to flight. Partin oE the enemy's Cavalry and 
Infantry on the gr>unl parade began to retire.

The 1st Law?*, under Lieottnai^Celunci Ow«n f the 1st squadron 
led by Lut'utoitent Heath, that in support by t 'll plain Loch, inuing front 
fha road, charged most gallantly, in sight of the British Troops, descifiiad* 
ing the slopes of the heights of Gwalior into the grand parade, and 
clearing all the right of it, pursued, curried away by riurir ardour, (bn 
encaiy p o infantry into the ** Lnstifcor/ 1 C:i plain LuoEi leading and Liiiule- 
nn□ t Heath supporting this second charge, ia which, I tmidt regret to 
£%y r fell in the streets, shot through the heart, lieutenant Mills of the 
1st Lancers, bravely leading hit ravu—a vary promising and popular 
young uBker j Uuptairi Loch in the pursuit cuL down the rebel who shot 
him. 

Lieutenant Colonel Raines, with two Companies of the Both, charged 
down tbe slope with his usual spirit and took the two iB-poimdan audj 
two small mortars, on the grand parade, 

After going down the idope, and printing cut to Brigadier Smith 
the pBitiou which ho was to attack, l joined L bn tenant* Colonel Raines 
on the grand parade, and wpnt with him against the Town, with the 
intention of forcing war wny, if nectary, to the Palace, the possession 
of which would give us the 11 Luihker." As I did tint know wbether 
the enemy miyht riol, a* nt Jhnnei, defend 1 bo streets and homos, I 
direcle l Lieutcnant-C.done] Raiuci to form four Companies of hie R igi- 
ment for streat-fighting, and to leaf a the remainder of tb^m in reserve 
on l!i* grand parade. 

Lieutenant, Hoornc, with tbe 10th Bombay Native Infantry, on the 
general advance being ordered, mined to the front jJarmu&ing through 
the buildings to the right of the grand parade, mid killed many of tbs 
enemy who atood there ; lbose who rscaped were afterward, cut up by 
the 1st Bombay let neon, 

Tbe l-ort kept up a constant fire during our advance, but as I fore- 
*nw p our position niH'fced u« from it. 

Shortly after entering the Lush k or we met the let Lancer, return* 
ing with Lieutenant Mills ju.t killed, Lieutenant-Cobdel Owens not 
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thinking it dnEablg that bis Rc^Sm#nt ah Cavalry should be involved in 
etrat-iighticgi with the Urge number of the enemy who were in the 
Town. 

The enemy's Cavalry mid Infantry related before a® through 
the Tnwn ho rapidly, thnt we could not even get n tight of thum, although 
we advanced by mom streets than one with the view to out (Lena 
off* The Rebel Cavnlry T aa usual* availing themselves of tbfdr Lories, 
headed the retreat instead oE covering it* After march mg for more than 
a mite through the streets wo reached the Sdndiah's palace. 

I detached Patrols in every direction to clear the streets; before 
sunsot the whole of the 11 Lushker tf or new City was completely in our 
hands. I nbo directed the old Town and Fort to be occupied immediately, 
Soindmli J s Agent, who made hie appearance on our entering the palace, 
having in for in ad me that the enemy had evacuated the Fort. 

1 el ppointed Lieutenaiit*Cotone1 Robertson to bo Commandant of 
GwnlioTp and to occupy it with his Regiment.. 

Brigadier Smith got into action with the enemy near the pnlaoe 
of the Fhael B^b l which ho took p killing uumkre of the enemy. 
He then pursued a large body of thw enemy who wore retiring round ihe 
ro^k of Gwalior ttuvmds the Residency, covering their re Lien L with Horse 
Artilleiy guue* After a stout resin tanoe* which did credit to the eaomy'u 
Artillery, Brigadier Smith, who did good service an this oacusbu, as well 
Hi lb rough nut the day, captured the guns and killed numbers of 
the retreating Rebels* Brigadier Smith speaks very highly of the 
steadiness with which Her -Majesty’s 11th Light Dragaona*, escort in lt the 
3rd Troop Bombay Horse Artillery, stood the enemy's Artillery lire, shot 
and shell, and of the ardour with which they after ward* foil on the guns 
and the retreating enemy, Brigaliov Smith, who wing directed by 
me to pursue with all hi* vigor the enemy retreating by the Residency, 
in Hided rnuoh loss on them and captured more guns ; ha continued the 
pandit until long after night, and until his men aad home* were unable 
to move on. 

The OOioer directed to occupy the old City mad Fort of Gwalior re¬ 
ported that the enemy gtiLl held the F&rf* and bud tired on him when he 
approached it. 

The information therefore of Samdhhba Agjnt that the Fort was 
evacuated was in corrects 

As it was now night, I directed the Fort to bo invested us closely 
as possible from the old City, and the Luihkerj, nud the Qfljcer 
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Cnttmandififf ilia Cavalry at Uie Flioul Engh, to ooinjileti the real of Lbe 
mveftmeii L 

The next morning, tbs enemy again fired from the Fort on the 
Troops Lieutonanfc Rose, ft 5 th Bombay Native I nfantry, Lieu tenant 
Waller ami a party of ibe Hath under bis orders, with some of Sekkdiah'a 
Police, buret open the main git 3 -way of the Fort, and surprizing the 
other gates before the Garrieorij a party of fanatical Artillerymen, 
Mussulmans, could shat them, reached an archway on which the Rebels 
brought a gun to bear ; Lieutenant Rose and hie party got through the 
archway unscathed by the tire of the guns, anil then engaged in a des¬ 
perate and hsnd-fco-hatiLl combat with the rebels, who defended the 
narrow street Loading into the Fort, But the determined gallantry of 
Lieu tenant Rose, and of the Soldiers oE t tie 3-Otb aided by Lieutenant 
Waller., who climbed willi a few of big men on the roof of a house and 
shot ib* gunnery carried nil before them \ they took the Fort and killed 
every man in it. Rub this g&lluit loader, Lieutenant Ro^e, who baa been 
twice specially mentioned by me for good and gallant conduct* fell in the 
Fi rt, mortally wounded, closing his early career by taking the Fort of 
Gwalior by force of arms. 

Tan tin To pro's character is a singular anomaly ; he gives proof 
of a great moral courage in undertaking the execution of the daring and 
important plans which he forma, but his nerve fails bins in the 
combat which is to decide their sqcc**s B Thus he planned the successful 
conspiracy to overthrow Sdudaah J a power, Rul as at 11 Kooneh ” and 
n Betwn/ 1 his flight was ton early to be excusable, and too precipitate to 
lie dignified. 

Abandoning the defence of Gwalior whilst his troops were still 
fighting, Tantia Topee, with a considerable body of Cavalry and Infantry 
attempted to retreat So nth wards by the road from Gwalior to Fqniar and 
Goonah ; hut learning that Funiar was occupied fay Major Grrk Fore#* ho 
went to the Residency, where the rest nE the Rebel Army joined him in 
their relreat from Gwalior. 

Tli# Residency was to have been occupied by Colonel Riddel I, 
but reports from that Officer showed that the difficulty of crowing the 
f^rd across the river fl Chumhol/ 1 nt Dhulpoor a whore lie liflil arrived on 
his road From Agra to Gw alio r> rendered it impossible that hie Force could 
reach (lie Itpsijcncy in time to invest G walior ; a part of his Foreo* two 
Fquailron.4 of Meade's florae, arrival at Mow the day 1 left it for 
i4 Kotah-kB-Sermi/ 1 a* nn escort to Scmdiah* I left the two squadrons 
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there to reinforce Brigadier-General Napier For the defence of Marnr, and 
tha pursuit. Captain Meade volunteered to accompany rid as acting 
Aide-dc-Camp; Lis seal and knowledge of the country rendered him of 
great use to me during the operation. 

I sent jus express to Brigadier-General Napier, at tha Morar Cantou-

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mcnfci, requesting him to pursue tha 
enemy as far and H3 closely ns he could* 
The enclosed report From that Officer 
shows how gntl&ntly and Huoee-^fully he and hie Troops on mud out 
that very important service. Twenty-five pieces of Artiflery were 
the fmifcB of his most able pursuit and the total dispersion oE the 


enemy* 

I wrote to Sir Robert Hamilton, informing him of the onpture oE 
Gwalior, and took the liberty to suggest, with the expressions of my 


Etncere respect and esteem, for the Prince of Gwalior, that the tnunur His 
Highousa returned to his Capital the better. 

The next morning His Highness arrived at Gwalior with Sir Robert 
E In milt m, Major Macpluiraoci and his retinue, I received Sctndhh with 
every possible mark of respect, nod accompanied by ad the superior 
Officers of the Forere. whose duties allowed them to ho present, and all my 
pereonftl and Divisional Staff, hud the honor of escorting Hie Highness 
to his palace in tha 14 Lushker ^ with a ■quadran of Her Majesty J 6 3th 
Hussars, and another oE Her Majesty's 14th Light Dragoons, most 
honorahlfl representatives oE my Font Our road lay through ibo Sung 
and handsome street which lends from the grand parade to the palace, 
which wa* lined by crowds oE inhal-Hants who grcflhsd Suindiah with 


enthusiastic acclamations., 

British Officers and Suldiora, no well as myself, worn rejoiced to e£c 
that in resLortng to hie rights the brave and faithful ally of our Govern¬ 
ment and Country, we had also given hack to hie people a Ruhr who to 
all appearance had won their affections. 

ScEmlinh is not a mao of wordp, or pro [basin m ; but it is due to hint 
to say that ho has been unceasing in his endeavours to prove how deep 
Ma gratitude is to the Supreme Government of India for tbair most 
prompt, energetic, and successful efforts in his favor, and to the Troopft 
who executed their orders in this respect. Ilia Highness is always asking 
how he can prove those feelings to the Troops* To n communication that 
His Highness wished to present the Forces with six months 4 batta, 1 replied 
that 1 was extremely obliged to His Highness, but that it w&s quite 
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impossible that we could accept pecuniary remanErraticu from n foreign 
Prices; that we had only performed a grateful duty, and were ubiitn hotly 
rewarded by having kn useful to o Prince, who had bo bravely ami so 
Indy stood by onr Government, and their cause; His Highnes*, after¬ 
wards, eipresaed the wish to give a medal for '* Gwalior " to lIjp Troops 
engaged. I beg, without dilating on thin in alter, to leave it in the 
hands of His Excellency the Commnnder-in -Chief in India* merely 
observing that piy only wish is, that the Officers and men should, if it be 
deemed right, have the permission to wear the modal; and that as regards 
my self, I would most willingly give np all claim fen iho decoration, if fir 
the sate of precedent, or any other cause, my doing so would facilitate 
thdr obtaining it.

On npprojwhing th* right of the Cantonment, the enemy opened 
ajhon ns from sis gnus, and I directed L: cute rum l Hmrcourt* Com- 
marhlinir Wo* IS Light Fit-Id BntUry* to engage them—an order wJiicih 
he hud barely received when lie wns Earn monad to join the 1st Brigfiik* 
My Brigade being then red need to the Wing of Her Majesty^ /lift 
Highland Light Infantry, the ltight Wing of Her Majesty*® 11th 
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UgH Dragon n=, Madras Sappers nod Miners, and 100 Horse of the 
Hyderabad Coniiigea^ csmtidH&J to ad ratios on the enemy t were 
retreating in larg^ numbers, towards their fight rear- At one moment 
th&re appeared a favorable opportunity tq charge them with Cavalry, 
Imt the deliberation with which they moved led mp to inspect that they 
were assured that they wore protected by lb# groom! in front of them, and 
I &ent toy Brigade-Major) Lieu tenant Maelnehlin, and some Tawnoa 
Fowars to examine it. The result showed that the ground was com¬ 
pletely interpreted with ratines, lined with the enemy's Infantry, I 
therefore directed Colonel Campbell, Commanding thd Wing of ib# 7 J s *

I regret to say that this service was not performed without the loss

Colon id IsiHipbflil took two Companies oF the 71^t undor Lieutenant 
^Seotfc and cleared some ravines on his left anti froUE t killing every man of 
ilic enemy that held them ; after which he tvjiia directed to vh'ar fairs top 
of a hill, where a party of Kebdi held a Tempi# end some strung 
ground. I’his duty was thoroughly off acted, and thirty of the enemy 
left dead on lb# hill. 

WbiUl fcbi* was going on a Troop at Her Majesty's 14th Light 
Dragons pissed round the bus# of the hill, and cat up all tho enemy who 
attempted to escape from it. 

The protection of the left of the Force and the rear being placed 
under my especial charge by the Major-Gene**], I moved the remainder 
of the l4t!i Dragoons and Johns!one's Hyderabad Har^e towards the 
left to cover the rear, and to intercept the enemy j e Cavalry, who showed 
1 ™ p drsporittm to move in that direction; hut on observing our Cavalry 
they rapidly di happen red through the bills to sooth of Gwalior, 

Tbs front being now quite el ear of the enemy, I withdraw my 
Rrigml# to tho shelter of the CantonmeEits^ leavings by the MfijoM Jeooml J s 
order, the Hydernljad Cavalry to witch tbe liank and rear* until the 
wbola of th# baggage should come up. Towards (tun-set I withdrew 
them to a village on the left of the Cun toma n I s, where they were quartered 
forttf night. 
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Tlit* conduct, of tlie whole of the Troops under my Command wna 
excellent. Their perfect steadiness while under the fire of the enemy's 
Batteries and the gallantry with which they fttlmneed to clear the ravine 
^ere deservin'; of the Majw-Gen eml’s warm eommeiiJstion. 

The 71st dashed into the ravines and oncoimfared the enemy hftiid- 
to-haad ; the nature of the wounds received was evidence of the desperate 
resistance made by the Rebels, who were almost entirely composed of 
Srimlinh 1 * mutinous Sepoys, 

T bog particularly to ricomnieud to the Mu jar* General's notice 
Colonel Campbell, Commanding Her Majesty’s 7Ut, for the Soldier-liks 
way in which Ilia Regiment was brought into notion; alio Major Rich, 
Her Majesty’s 71st, for the spirited manner in which be cleared the 
ravines in bis front. Also Lieutenant Scott, 71st, Commanding the parly 
which scoured the ravines on the left, and cleared the hill occupied by 
the enemy, which was of considerable height and difficult of acecs?. The 
fnomv held a very strong position on the top nf the hill in the I empl", 
with rocks and broken ground to its mar. Also Major Scudamore, 
commanding th» Right Wing of Her Majesty's Uth Dragoons, which 
was skilfully handled and ready for every rail for its servicei. His skir¬ 
mishers attacked and destroyed many of the enemy in the ravines. 

Lieutenant Gowun, with hie Troop, most oflkimtly ont off the 
enemy's retrmt from the hill, and destroyed many of them.

Frum Brigadier M. W< Smith* Commandi*(f Brigade Jinfpart* n* Field Farr*.— 
£3,dat*d Camp befoWS Gwalior. $&tk June 1858, 

I have the honor to report for the information of M u jnf-< Touerul 
Kcberta, Commanding llijpaotunft Field Force, that cm the morning of 
the 17 Lh instant, I marched by Major-General Sir H t Ko*e J s order from 
Antree through the pa^s to Xotah-ka-SeriiT, which lies la tween Lhree and 
four miles Sonth*eaat of Gwalior, 

I had reconnoitred the pass the evening before, anil occupied the 
difficult points by strong piokets and |Kigts p so that had there be^n any 
envmy 1 should hive been prepared, 

I toot with do opposition whatever, and reached Kotab-ka-Semi at 
7 i a.m, Upon my arrival I saw the enemy occupying the heights in 
front* and between mo and Gwalior. 

1 bad orders from Sir Hugh Rose to halt at Elotah-kn-Seriii nad 
commimioute with him* hut as the enemy appeared determined to attack 
m% and being also bumpered with a large quantity of biggago, and 
Kntfih-ka-Setai not being a sqeure position, 1 thought it best to lake the 
laiiiative. I therefore collected iay baggage in and near she fort of KnUh- 
ka-Serai, placing it u*ikr a Troop of Her Majesty's 3th and 

a squadron of Luneer*, and us strong n guard oF Infantry as I e^inld 
afford, t reconnoitred the ground in front* and found it to be most 
diiheult, intersected with mdiahi and impracticable for Cavalry. About 
1,800 yards from Koiah-ka-Setui, their guns were in position, and their 
line ran nil under the bill# ueross the rand to Gwnlior* 

This I ascertained by advancing with my reconnoitring party to 
within about A or 500 yards, when ibey ojieued so heavy a fire upon us 
that we were obliged to retire, not however before 1 had made myself 
acquainted with the nature of the ground, and thus enabl'd myself lo 
avoid lijing in tangled in tho nullahs above mentioned* 

I advanced the Horse Artillery and soon silenced their gnm ; after 
three nr four rounds they bdgun to retire, and I scut my Infantry 
a?roj* the broken ground giving the command of that branch to Lieut** 
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nwt-Cofonvl Rjutiei, Commimdiag Her Majesty'* 9ith (the tentor 
Infantry Officer present), with order* La Follow up the etKjmy as for as 
lie thought advisable, I hove colled upon LieilUmnt-CoIoDel Heines to 
Furnish me with a report, which I endoif, *& l oaneider it gives a 
detailed and decorate account of the proceed jugs of the infantry part ■ £ 
the Force from the time I gave him the order to advance up to the time 
of occupying the heights above Ctwalior. I have only to add that I 
cannot speak too highly oE the steady and Soldier-like conduct of both 
Officers and men of th* lUtk Native Infantry, who have given pic tho 
mart prompt and ready assistance upon all seen mobs, end of Ulfrerf* find 
men of the Both Regiment, who though eshnufited from fatigue and

In naiu^uenee of tlirtfatiming movements of the enEmy, as well as 
the unprotected potion of the baggage, I wi# obliged to send back (to 
mnfoTre the Troops already left at Kotali-kfl-Semi) one Troup oF irer 
Majesty** 8 th bl uBsate, one Division Horse Artillery nod two Companies 
10th Native Infantry* 

From the nature of tbs ground already described, I was unable for 
some time to bring my Cavalry into action p and merely ret lined them oj- 
suppon and escort lo the Troop Llorso Artillery under Lieutenant* 
Colonel Rilke, hut having advanced to the head of the pass, partially 
occupied the heights above tho plain near [he Fbool J3*gh nod placed 
Infantry to guard the entrance of tho defile, and pro tee L a reUeafc d I 
thought I might; venture to advance with a Squadron of the Sth Hussar?* 
find tho two divisions of Horse Artillery remaining at my disposal, tind 
imo troop of tho 1st Laneere, sending back for the remaining troop o£ 
the 1st Lance is as a support. 

I then ordered the Squadron of IIei soars to charge to the front; 
which they did moft gnllautly r pacing right through the enemy's Camr, 
carrying everything before them. 

Upon the return of the Squadron both Office!* and men were 30 
completely eihau*fcd and prostrated from hwl t fatigue, and great eier- 
tion they could scarcely lit on their saddles and were for the moment 
incapable of Further eiertion, Thi* was a critical moment, ns the enetnv 
were collecting both on the front and flunks, but the iluth had arrived 
tiear the gnus, nod the 8 th Htittata, in spite of their fatigue formed to 
their front id line, ntd in order to show a greater front l formed tbi-m 
in single molts. In the mean time the remaining Troop of the I*t 
Lancers had arrived t*i support, as second Him* J ihtn retired the 
Cavalry by alltnutm Troop*, protected by the Artillery, during which 
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movement both arm* shownd the greatest stcadinesj ami entered the 
ravines, under the protection of the Infantry posted there, I then took 
up a pogiliou for tin- night on the height b, tending for my baggage ntnl 
placing it in tolerable security p in a B«rt of amphitheatre formed by a 
portion of the hills we occupied. T guarded both end f the defile with 
ztTonz picked of Infantry r m strong posdtionfl formed by the ground, and 
also threw out strong pickete, loth Cavalry and Infnairy, towards the 
heights on nut right; the left of our position was defended against 
any sudden assanits by a sleep bank and a canals 

Having now finished my Gut day J j prooeediugs, I have only to 
add the numes of some Officer^ who gave me most valuable assist* 
ante# 

Li en tanaot-CnloneI Kick?, Commanding details, who was moat 
energetic and always in the front, both in reconnoitring and in the 
charge, and il was at his suggestion that I ordered the charge of the 
Squadron of the Stb Huisarg through the enemy** Camp, which although 
veaturnimiMeded well with the enemy we had to deal with* 

Cupiuin Sir John Hill, noting as toy Brigade Major who, in spite 
of the intense haul and grant fatigue, was always at my ready to 
give me u*isUn» and carry out my instructions: also Captain tJuUoa, 
Acting QmrtfF*Wut#r Geiiar.J to the Brigade, who in addition tn the 
performing of hii oivu peculiar Julies, which, under the circumstance:;, 
were arduous and trying in fcb? ettreme, give use most cHicicDl uaiist- 
auoe. Li,ntenant ’William^ Siib-AutilAtitCaminiMary General attached 
lo (hi Brigade, who is always niast netivci energetic and indefatig* 
able in the discharge of hi* duties, but oa this occasion ^ it lien the 
obtaining of any Eruppliea were most difficult, in fact, nest to Impossible, 
ho never spared himself in endeavouring to overcome difficulties. 

Captain MaoMul|i j a r i^rd Bengal Infantry, who volunteered to 
not as mt Aide- (tc-Camp and gave me most valuable uqJ efficient assist,

Lieutenant-Colonel Blake therefore proposed taking n division of hii 
guns into the heights on our right, which was accordingly done* and the 
result was most successful* By firing at low elevations, rouud ah at and 
shrapnel were dropped on the enemy's guns near, obliging them to

length fairly driven nut of the pass, which tvns then made clear for the 
advance of our force."

When uilkii) 50 yards of their worts 1 ordered the skirmishers 
to mire nee at the double and charge, and on reaching their works 
I di-covered their Infantry retiring up the ravine* towards the left ami 
light, end talking away the guts la our left. Hera we were stopped by 
a deep djfch with four fett l-F waier and lbs tanks trere hj -tei=p i that it 
was with difficulty that the men got over iu single file, and by the time 
that the skirmishers bad ascended the opposite bank, the entrenchment 
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waa eo tuple! el r abandoned, Imt we sfcdl fouTiJ a small b-idy^ evidi^otiy 
their rear* eiteiuledj firing and retiring through tbs rwines and np th* 
hills m disorder. The skirmish**? with the greatest mg*rn&* poshed 
on* and iraeceeded in shooting several of them. 

On gaining the heights in rear of the encamp mens, during which 
time a Company of th« 95th had swept retmi the tuM of the bill In 
the left, I observed that the enemy had gum, about SttO or L,00iJ yards 
in front, on another hill iibeufc the fame height* with Infantry nod a 
large proportion of Cavalry. I sounded the halt and assembly, on 
which a On of shrapnel was opened on the men. I then rioliced on my 
immediate right, about GOG yards off, and which I afterwards wertnineci 
was the road to Gwalior* about 100 of the Gwalior Contingent Cavalry, 
protected from our fire by a high embankment, nod as I anticipated that 
they would endeavour to torn my right flank by a charge end thna nut 
me off from my reserve, I ordered the retire on the entrenchments, 
opening at fcbt? same time on them a sharp fire from the Bn Helds, and 
having our rear covered hy a Company of the Mfcb Regiment in skirmish* 
iog order* 

On reaohing the entrenchment I found that Major V Sails, who 
com mao Jed the reserve, ms attacking the Gwalior Contingent Cavalry 
above all tided to, with two Companies of 05tti, keeping them in cheek 
and preventing them from advancing dowo the road, where they had 
brought a couple of 9-pounder guns to bear on us. In the meats time 
another gun ol heavy metal, judging from the distance of its rouge 
(1*200 yards)* was brought into position on a high hiLE to oar eitrtmo 
left fronts when immediately afterwards two guns af the Bombay 
Artillery were placed to alien ft the fire which con side t ably annoyed ns. 

Soon after this I received your orders to proceed up the road with 
the 10th in reserve* and on our advancing, the Gwalior Con tin gent 
Cavalry as well as the guns retired* After advancing along the road 
far about a mile (with a deep nullah and a high embankment on our 
left, and the two Companies in skirmishing order in front and covering 
the ridges to our right), and no til the skirmishers bad entered on the 
plain of the Thool Ragh* large bodies of tlio onemy h @ Cavalry were 
observed as if preparing for a charge, and in inch force* as to imperil 
the safety of the Hkirmifihcw, However (after being halted for an hour) 

I ordered %h» tup port np a hill, on ares ting which I observed tho 
Gwalior Cavalry in their rod uniform* slowly advancing in skirmishing 
order up □ broad ravine to our right, and about £0Q yards in front of no, 

v 
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T immediately caused file-firing in lias to Isa opened on them, and on 
discovering oar position they instantly retired with the utmost j?rwt- 
j itol ji n, when you, Sir, directed the splendid charge of the Bill Humana 
in pursuit, I immediately proceodod to support and follow them to 
within a quarter of a mile of the CautonmeuiSp when Ly your orders 
I ha] toil. A portion of the 10th Native Infantry during the advance 
supported the 95th* and a Company from each Corps wa.^ left to guard 
the narrow posses as wo advanced. 

During the halt nud whilst the Cavalry were engaged in sweeping 
through the CsiuLonmctile, the etietny brought two guns into position on 
our left, one on our right, and two from the Fort opened, fired on the 
95th and a division of the Horae Artillery immediately and close to ns. 

Having remained here for about half na hour yon directed us to 
retire and take tip a position oa the height! in front of Gwalior for the 
night. We reached lhem about 7 tji* 

I have the greatest pleasure in hearing witiieES to the extreme 
endurance {speciiilly of the 95th) and gallant conduct of both Gorpa, 
Thev had been oat the whole day without a meal under a burning mu* 
and hail marched it £ a.m. that morning from Lhe previous encampment 
E round * a distance of 10 miles, and although ihe list of casualties in my 
Regiment actunlly occurring from the enemy's fire (bad which with that 
of the KKh u copied in the margin) provantft a email proportion of l mnn 
killed end 1 Officer and 4 men wounded, I regret to say that 84 oases 
n£ ctiup*d<r-&oIttil occurred, I of which proved fatal on that day! exclusive 
of o O(Score dangerously! hut not fatally, attacked. 

In conclusion, I beg reipectfully to bring to your notice the valu¬ 
able nstistance l reserved from Major Vialls, Major M»fney t ond Lieuten¬ 
ant nud Adjutant Sexton, who ^ted hs my Staff Officer during the day*

We were too tired to go beyond Smnowleo, the boat of the iuu hav¬ 
ing been tam mt so we rested until 4 ohdijck A-V-, ou the Sind, then 
advance! on Jowre^Aliparc, where we found the enemy strongly posted 
with their right resting on AliporO. guns and infantry in the gentry 
and Cavalry on hoik flanks. 

A rising ground hid our approach, and enabled md to reconnoitre 
their position, in ^‘curity, from a distance of 1,^00 yar!^ They opened 
several guns on tha rceominitritig party, disolving the position of their 
Artillery which I hnd not previously been able to discoTor. 

The srtiLind was open Lu the enemy’s left, and a cn refill e K ura I nation 
with the telesoapa left me n^~urcd t that there was nothing to ob?-ek the 
ndvanee of my Artillery- 

I directed Captain Lightfoot to take np a position, about 0{H) yards 
from iIih enemy's left ilutik h and e nil lade their liue; and lo act afterwards 
ns eircu nuances might dictate, 

Oar HcliUim of march w^a the most convenient formation for attack: 
Abbott'* 11 yd mb ad Cavatry in advance'; Ligh if out's Troop of Horae 
Artillery, supported by Captain Prettijohn’s Troop of 14th Light 
Dragoon* and two Troops 3rd Light Cavalry* under Lieutenant Dick* 
with a Detach me Dt of Meads's Horse under Lieutenant Bur!ton in 
reserve. When Gas Troops carne into view of the enemy after turning 
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the fekmjder of the rising ground, the whole were advanced at a gallop, 
and as soon as the Artillery bad readied the flank of ihe enemy** poai- 
timij the Is lie was formed to the left, and the guns opened oli the earmv 
nl a distance of flflij yards. 

After a few rounds the enemy p s guns were silenced and a rapid thin* 
ftiug and wavering of their rinks took place. Captain Lightfoot ;iui* 
bored up, and advanced at a gallop; and Captain Abbott with bis 
Bydrabad Cavalry charged at the same moment* 

Ihe movement was instantaneously followed by the rest of the 
Cavalry, and tho whole oE the little force swept through the enemas 
Batteries and Camp, and past the? Tillages into the open plain, driving 
before them, and catting down the Bebelt for several unite* Detach¬ 
ment* of the Cavalry charged a body of the fugitives on the right, and 
cut np many of them. 

Wherever there was a body of the enemy collected in front, Light- 
font's gima opened and dispersed them. A party of their Cavalry made 
a move fco our left rear, as if to out off the baggage, but on perceiving a 
body of the Hydrnhad Cavalry, left to cover the road to the tmr, and 
being themselves threatened by * party of the 3rd Light Cavalry from 
our leftj they retreated rapidly out of eight. 

Wo had now advanced about six miles from uur first point of attack ; 
the doomy Were dispersed in every direction throwing away their Arms j 
£5 gun a had been captured, and were lying broadcast over the plain ; 
men and homed were exhausted and, it was otfemry to retrace out steps. 
The village* m our rear were skill full □£ the enemy, who were cut* 
ting up our Comp folio wm, and fifing on nil who passed within range ; 
two guns and n party of Abbott’s Cavalry were sent to clear them out, 
which was effected by the fire of the glide, and by parties of dismounted 
Cavalry, with their swords bad carbines 

Besides tha guns, a considerably quantity of onimnnitioEi and 
elephants, tents, tarts, and baggage fell into our hand*. 

Never was the rout of nn army more complete, ft is difficult to 
estimate lhe number of the enemy killed, but I believe between 3 and 
400. The villagers i-ay 500, but the escape of many was facilitated by 
tbs villages into which out Cavalry could not follow them. 

It ie with great pleasure that l bring to your notice the excellent 
conduct of the Troops of all arms under my command, Nothing could 
ffxcd their cheerful endurance of the futigue,aud the iutento heal of the 
march.

Many occasions qroao when it wm necessary for detached parties to 
lot against the iuomy** Infantry, and they were invariably mot with the 
promptest gallantry. C&ptasn Barrett's Troop of the 14th Light Dra* 
goons arrived of tor the olose of the notion, and a party dismounted, and 
turned twenty of the enemy oat of a garden, killing every man. 

Private iN f nvall, of Her Majesty's 14th Light Dragoons, charged 
alone into the Tiling*, and killed one of the emenj irndor a very heavy 
fire, for which act of gallantry I bag to recommend him for the

Dr. Mackenzie, of the 3rd El yd rubai Cavalry, being interrupted in 
Ills at ten dime* on the wounded, by the fire of a party of the enemy from 
behind a wall and ditch, called oo Subndar Sop jab Khan, hrd Bombay 
Light Cavalry, to dislodge them* Their position wne a difficult one, hot 
thi Suhadar, with oin 1 half luff party with slung carbines., and the other 
with drawn swords, gallantly led the charge and succeeded in dislodging 
them, and killing every man, 

I beg to recommend him for promotion to the Ir Order of Merit/ 1 

Trumpeter Charles Sappery T of Meades Horse, Hi led a standard 
hearer, and captured a standard. N*ib Rn&it&ldar Kiirrcdn! Sing, 1st 
Troop, killed five of the enemy; Jemadar J nr tub Sing , Weirdie Major, 
and Sowar Mahomed Bm (wounded) displayed great gallantry and clew 
many of Ilia enemy. I t>:g to recommend these men for the ** Order of

The way in which the Troops were led into notion eacited iry admira* 
lion; more especially the superb manner in which Captain Lighlfoot 
took up his position nn the flank of the enemy, and the daah with which 
he followed them wbeti broken,

himsel£ highly, by Uic activity and intelligence pmemlly, and ihe gal¬ 
lantry of hia charge on the enemy'* Batteries, 

Those experienced OUcers, Captain PretliJohn, Her M ajest y's 14th 
Light Dragoons* and Lieutenant Dink, 3rd Light Cavalry, were charged 
with the duty of supporting the gnus, which they performed to my 
entire an tie fact ion. 

Lieutenant Burl ton, &E Meade'B Horae, had the honor of leading 
the Detachment of the Corps; for ihe first time into action, and acquitted 
him?/-If creditably.

Some data befaro it Mca™r] t C^aln Dunlop corn rounding the left 
wing rj£ tin? lith Native Infantry, anil the station of ilranaic too, sent 
over to Major Kirke lotted Emm Major Skene, the Superintendent, and 
Cup Easts Gordon, Depot/ Su peri ntande&t of Jhaneie, informing him chat 
they had U»mt from separate sources that <me Laeknmii Ran, the 
servant of the RsJiee of Jhimsie, wm doing bis best U> induce tiiu meu oE 
the lith. t> mi tiny. It was rot known whether the Ran so authorised 
these proosedinyj. Subsequent letters from the »)ms authority informed 
Capbin Dunlop that spies ur agents of addition found great difficulty <m 
Bering hi* Imp*. Captain Dunlop, I believe,had not time to send snore. 
He never seemed to think that there was any danger In be apprehended 
from the Uth TrrcgnlarH. At Nowgoug and Jlianilrt, they lot the 
infantry begin the mutiny. I bcliuva the rnwou was solely that Hity 
iviah-il to conceal tlia charaotnr of the movement, rfr., its being a 
Muhomedim one. They were the moat blood-thirsty when the mutiny did 

break out. 

I have learned the Mowing particulars from throe natives who wore 
at Jhansi? at the time of the mutiny. One of them ™ in the Fort 
„f (.ho city of Jha iisle with the party who defeudud it. The three told 
their tales separab ly at Nowgoog, Mtriwbn, and Banda; and as tiny 
agree very nearly, I think the information is correct. 

Only tho 7th company, 12th Native Infantry, mutinied dr the -1th of 
Jane- D marched imn the Star Fort hooded by a liavildar, Goorhntens, 
n very likely m»a. Captain Dunlop paraded the rest of the 12th and 
the cavalry, ami they said they would stand by him. Ndt day, June 
(lib, he was busy it I he quarter-guarl of the 12th, preparing shells (a 
thing he was likely to da}. f-Je was returning from the post office ’where 
he had posted some lottery and wa* on or near the 12th Native Infantry 
parade, when mnu of the 12th attacked and killed him and Ensign Taylor, 

I Dope I may ho permitted to mentinn here that Lieutenant Ewart 
whn passed through Cawnpore in the end of May on his way to 
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Nowgong, to i<iLTi tho I2tb p wa a fHjmnally told by General Sit II, H, 
Wheeler to tell Captain Dunlop that ho had reported of him to the 
Adjutant General* that if ha was a man for the present crisis/' 

The sowars there severely wounded with pistols of carbines Lieuti-nant 
Campbell of the 15th Native Infantry, the only offiner present with the 
l Uh Irregulars* Ele esoapsd the city fort pursued by sowars, some 
of whom were wounded by the ofllcera inside jt H Lhmtemmt Ttfrnbul] of 
the artillery employed in tho revenue aurvey to teach the fort. I 

suppose hff wn~ on foot; I sc bo- *k refugo in n true, [jl s whs ?l'c:i to climb it* 
and Wi i£ &hot down. Li an tenant Burgess of the revenue survey depart¬ 
ment and some of ht-i English and Eurasian subordinate* had been living 
for sometime in tb rt city fort. On tby evening of the tth of June he was 
joined, by Major Skene* his wife [and I believe Lwo children} j Captain 
Gordon, Madras Native Infantry ; Dr. McEgan, 12th Native Infantry, 
and hia wife t Lieutenant Powys, 65tU N stive Infantry, mnal depart meet, 
and hia wife and fib i id > t wa ladies from Oral, relative* i*r to Captain 

Browne ; and the English and Eurasian employes m the civil and eauai 
department and salt cx^is* ‘ They employed (hoii time nnl id they were 
aU&gkcd on the 7th in gritting provisions and iiminiitjirir.n r and fire-arms 
into the f.irt; they *tonas behind the gatos to prevent their being 
opened. They appear to have made great havoc Huong the assailants 
with rifiea and gnus* only one of their number being kill^il by thofie ouL* 
side—Captain Gordon ; ho wu* shot i hr o ugh tho head when ho exposed 
himself at the parapet. A native wbn was hi the fort said bo was kneel* 
lug ov-i'r pullkg up a bucket, ftomefyoe in the lower indosure had filled 
with wheat. A native who was in the city at the time &;iid h^ woe firing 
at the assailants, but both agreed that he (Captain Gordon) was shot in 
the bead when exposing binisolf at tbs parapet i they all agreed that 
Lieutenant, Powys was billed by Mussulmans Inside tbs fort The dji live 
who ims Inside tho fort ^mye that Lieutenant Powys was found by 
Captain Burgess nnd others lying hie* 1 ding from a wound in the neck, 
and was able to snjtliai four men besirJfr him bud attacked him ; the four 
wore itDMudiately put to death, one was a rmssldar {?} moosishoe, another a 
jemadar* and two chaprnssii : ail four were employed tn the! rorenne 
surrey ; the informant who wad in the city said that Lima tenant Powys saw 
a kbit.tuntgnr of Captain Burgess attempt to pull down the stones Isbt 
closed Vh* fort gates and shot him* 1 hat this man's brother cut Lieutenant 
Powys down with his tulwar, and was imtantlv shot down by Lieutenant 
BnrgeEs. 
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The party at last were induced to open the gates* relying on the mwt 
plaint) promises made to Major Skene that the lives of nil would l» spated i 
they all walked .nit save Lieutenant Powy* who was olive, hut unable to 
move ; his wife wm tom from him, and, with the refit of the Christians, 
was beheaded in a gardjn near or in the city. Women and children were 
alika kali) 1; the men are mid to have pleaded hard for the lives of ihwo 
1a»1„ The Informant who was tnsiilo the fiwtra* says that quarter master 
Sergeant J ohn Newton, of the ISth Native Infantry, and Li* wife and 
rsw tittle children wort’ alone spared, mid taken with the rebels when 
they left Jhansic ; lie was a dark Sail} Indian ; he was received in 
Sopteuitwror October Iiiyat from 3rJ Europeans. 

I ho Raiska bmp* joined in the tlfettfep eo 1 bdhm did the men r-f the 
slit excise. A Mr* Stewart <-f that dtfparting t in rule hh way from nett 
Jbwifia disguised as a Hindoo? he joined our party on tlu* 14th June, and 
utKubm he disappeared preferring to make his way alone as a native; 
his odour and knowledge cf the language made this somewhat easy. I 
regret to siy t have not since heard OK him; ha left, ns in iho 'lark of even* 
ing without a word; ha stated that in cannequenca of the mutiny lie Und 
jpeaivod orders to conic to Jhausic fort with all hie men, and W moved 
along the -alt boundary towards Jlmnsic, eel lectin g his men as In) went; 
but finding they mutinied, he had to flue fur his life ; he was told flfo ho 
fled that the toads of some murdered officers were being carried about thi 
rillqgcs around Jlmndf-, and were then being exhibited in a village he 
it*M dose by. 

Lieutenant HyVes wa- in command with tbs only native officer, 
jemadar Lull Mahomed, and sixty men of the loft wing, Wth Native 
Infantry, and forty cowars uf tlio 14th Irregulars. I was told at Mufodia, 
by a man from JKansk*, dial Lieutenant Kyvcfi had been seen riding 
towards Lullutporo, I have no doubt that ho escaped. 

lu twneltision I beg tn say that ibis report is nuidc from memory ; 
I hnd no documents nr psjttn 1 to refer to. All books, papers, of®., 
that wo left at car qu liters at Xowgong must have perished in the flames ; 
no trace of them w.is to b» seen when I viritod cnnlcHitnenls nti the 1-lh 
and 13th June, and I think I can safely state tlinfc no records r<! the 1-th 
Regiment, Native Infantry, exist safe, save such paper* ** hare been for. 
wank’d to the brigade, and otber offices. Dtwuriptive tolls of many nt 
the mutineer* must exist in the oullectur's office, Of the young men of 
four or fi ve yenw’ Service of less, only three, I thick, joined the officer!

Boms few effected their escape from the place altogether j 
one gentleman (namo unknown) reached Burwa Ssmgjr^ when meeting 
with a imlive surveyor of tlm eana] enfciblishmiiiLfc, Siiheb Euh he gave 
him hit watch and hors?) and procuring :l escaped on 

foot- Ido was scarcely oat of sight, when two sowar hi., who were hotly 
pursuing him, arrived there, and recognizing the horse, took Saheb Kuj 
and the Thnimdur prisoners hick tij Jhunsie, where they wore still when 
tost heard of. Lientoaaiu Turnbull wn* not so fortnsuite ; not having 
boon able to gain the Furl, he climbed , l Large tm; he had, how- 
ever ? jieen Eton, and wur phut on the 1 roe. From the evening of the 
Mil* until onoa f-f the ith, th.i gentleman in the fort kept good their 
position, the Indies n^aiaruig them in cooking fur them, Bending them 
refreshments, casing htiUels, etc. They were fifty-five in number iiW 
getlicr f Europe* ns), inclusive o£ the ladies and children, and they began 
to gat very much straitened For want of pro virions. Behind all tbs 
gates, they had piled liigli Fieups of stones to strongtheu them, and kept 
op $o gojtl a defence, that one of the cun non which hud hewn brought 
tuo u-ur the gates, wu# ahiudoned ; nnd it. was only by filling rope* to 
it in the night that t^o mutineers were ah]# to regain possession of it. 
Lieutenant Powys wn* the Erst person killed in. the fort; The way he

CarshoH) drove wills his family in u. buggy U\ the dak bungalow where 
they *mvod In hsifety* Myself am! other aculahs then quilled the office 
eum pound, leaving the [neons iu charge of the office, and took our aland 
on uu adjoining road to witness what wllh going on. Seeing nothing 
where wo stood* we determined to out Into the town hy ^trilling ncruss 
the parade ground, but no had not advanced mauy atops iu our intended 
dirtxtiun, bcfuris wo were accosted hy :i sepoy from u distance the 
effect that we should keep oumdves out of the way, im Home men of the 
ISSth Native Infantry had broken into open mutiny and taken p^seasion 
of tho magazine We, how eve r t pushed on regardless of coiircquunecs, 
till wc aim a up in a spot where the officers gf the lllli Irregular Cavalry 
with a party of bewnto belonging to that regiment were haranguing the 
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men of the Uth Native Infantry, who hud noi olmdy mutinied, t* con- 
iitim a true t" their colours, i4nd we then cut into the town On onr way, 
however, ne ol-sorted a party of sepoya running toward* the eiilcherrics 
of Messrs Skene and Gordon intent upon mischief; hnt ae there officer* 
md all other Christian residents with the exception of officers attached 
to the regiment* had been timely escorted by n party of t Iii^ 14 th lm v gij' 
tar Cavalry into the fort,- the sepoys were in this instance failed in their 
attempt to massacre the Christian papulation of Jhaiuitj- When all the 
Christian residents, with the afnnsaid fsccptiou, hnd taken shelter in the 
fort, the town elites were eloped hy order of Cajibdn Skene who mil 
directed that no one should he per nutted to enter the town except with 
the privity of the head of the police. 

I heard the following mom!no that fifty-two men of the l^ih Native 
Infantry had mutinie 1 the previous day, mid were kei possesrioii of the 
uuignrinc and treasury. Tin 1 ronijining troops in lhe station pussed 
the fir^t cUy and ni^'lat ol' the i-uthmik in m nUU fc of pa^rive mutiny, 
ttgMxIlrrN o£ the exhortation* of their European nffiyerg* win - -■..mnnmdcd 
them to attack and take the mutineer** and endeavoured, though unsat- 
%p hy kind word* ue well n= by threats, to persuade the mutineers 
to return to their duty. 

The fifty-two men of the lith Native Infant ry had the previous after¬ 
noon raised the standard of revolt near the magarino uiid inf itod nil 
men of the 1 then * to duck to their standard, offering to remunerate 
e^oh man for fais nervines at the rale of twelve rupees per mcntb* They 
kept tlioir post, at lire magazine and round their white flag till noon of 
the 6th, when they ware joined by tho remaining troop* In the station, 
ni« p bv the remainder of tho l^th Native lufsmfrv and the whole wing of 
the 1 tth Irregular Cavalry, Thes* first fell upon their European nfhcom p 
who hnr l not for one moment forsaken their men; Lieutenant Campbell 
WAf- first atUcked, but though w minded, he kept his seat on his fleol 
chargor which enabled him by overleaping a jijnte to escape mtn this furL 
with out further injury* Lieutenants Dunlop hiul Taylor* however, were 
unable if* escape, and consequently foil victim* to the fury of fchoTr men. 
Two havildara and a sepoy hid the tatter under a oh&rpoy, but to no 
purpose. The mutineers next broke up into turtles and proceeded to set 
tire to tliv bungalow* and to libera to tbe oauviot* from jftiL A i*arty 
insisting of fifty sowars and SOU sepoys then approached tliu town with 
two guns and a number of Customs and PiAicc vhiipr&HbLa k led by the 
jail dragWj in thoir train—&nd the doora of the Ore hi* gate were thrown 
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open to theta to the cry of 1 deftn b chyr/ Thu Itanee pluaed guards at 
her gatt! rand e-hut heiwslf up m her [ aloes, Captain 0 ordon sent a 
message to the Ranee soliciting her assistance at this oritih, but this was 
refused, us the mutineers threatened to put her to death anil to sot fire 
to her paliK-e in ease of her eomplirancc with Cbpbiin Gordon's requrai 
The llnnce'a gnurtl* then joined the mutineers, 

The rebels nest pirowcded towards the fort with the infantum i*f 
■turning it. but were kept ut a respect ful distance by the gallon try of 
the Europe ei inmates, wbn shot u number of the former with their 
muskets Baffled in their attempt, the Integer- retired for the day 
iiftor placing guard* of sowars and Mtisgulruraa diaprsiHsis of the Custom* 
and Police departments over the gates. 

The night \&ssed quietly; the following morning Hquot. Andrews, 
Purefllh nod Scott issued from tha furfcj disffoueil an Maittilnuuu, with 
llip iiiteijtjou of fading the ELara.ee wad obtaining her aid; but the feint 
being discovered, the gen tinmen wen" sahen to the palace of the U atiee, 
who did not even condescend to honour them with an interview, hnt 
ordered them. U bo carried before the imitmoiH rossaldar for □ rdera* 
Her words wh re \u tho effect : " She had no Miuwni with the English 
swine." This w is » »fgnal of death. The thne gentlemen were then 
drugged out of the pataca; Mr. Andrew* was killed before the very gates 
of the lLranceV residence by Jharon- Canines son* sup no bed to be a 
personal enemy af hi*, and th^ other two were despatched bey end t he 
wdls of the town. In the afternoon a second attempt was in a do to 
surprise the fort by breaking opjii a t;ate # but the Le-joged succeeded 
in repelling tho invatl'*rs who retreated nttor etitioning gturtle at the 
iruLtiway a* they had dosi^ the preceding day. 

On the third day u£ the outbreak commenced an indiserimiiiiifa 
plunder of the property of Euro^nE, Bongileei, Uiul other * [drain in 
the town. The Beugalae* ware Kpodully singled eat far vengeance 
because one of them, the post office wr-tor, bed concealed one Mr. Fleming 
in his house ji and the mutineer* had succeeded in tracing him out, and 
r.unkriug him in the Baboo 1 * house. The fallowing ramming a 
general search wua mu le fur Bengalees, and myself end two others of 
the fhw-iotue estahUhlimL'ul fell into the liundfi nf (ihe ruEil^ and were 
hauled up in presence of I he rseinldar whu ordered 08 to be kept in 
confinement until the fort should surrender. 

After we hod been (ecu red, a fresh attempt wil-? made upon the fortj 
md tho Ranee was threatened with ins taut a^sraepinntionj provided she 
related to side with the rebels She accordingly consented and supplied 
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tliom with a Hin forcemeat of l^POO men and two heavy gulls wkidi -he 
Ji?id ordered to be dug out of Hie earth* Tlisy hud bean tmrieit tkrkn 
years ago* ilius atrengt boned they dommonud a brisk cannonade upon 
tbe fort, hut fulled to mab 1 any improaajan up m if, as not si single brick 
dftbc fort wel^ injured by tins bulb which struck against the battle* 
unmts. The fire of musketry from Ehe |:ort, however, did a good tltiftl of 
exoeution, uud the hedged might have bsen ably to held out much 
hngvr, hod they not Wen betrayed by certain native servant* who had 
been reived into the Fort for the prforiuunce of menial offices* Captain, 
Gordon rereived thU day n gun-shd wound ■■£ vruich ho immediately 
expired* Then a khorkie or secret d-iur wm- treacherously thrown open 
by the natives within. Captain Powys shot and killed one of the 
traitors, hut was shot dead in return by tho brother of the man he Imt 
shim The handful of European* in the fort were now for a imiineiit 
paralysed—they knu '.v not how to overcome suyb .-nlils from within and 
without. They, however, mustered ccinmge, and when they obiomxl 
that a rush was made from outside through the plottage, thtiy nil 
ascended the temine of a high building in the fort, and thence kepi 
firing upon thu enemy boluw. The hitter then propertied a parley, promis¬ 
ing to allow the Europeans to quit tho fort unmolested provided they 
surrendered themselves and their arms to therm This the Europeans 
consented to, but no sooner did they leave tho Fort iiunrnied than they 
were soilfd by the rabble and conveyed to Juki tun Hagh, where they 
we nr .^iporated into three lines, one comprising all adult mules, another 
all adult females, mid u third all the children* Then eommenistd she 
horrid mimne, the darogii of the jsiil first raising his sword and killing 
Captain Skflue, Then all hands were raised and an indiscriminate 
slaughter t<*ob place, the males were despatched first, the females next, 
and the murder of children closed this brutal scene. 

Poor Captain Skene before ho reeesvr?d the finishing stroke exclaimed 
to a sepoy who was standing beside him fi that it wits idle for the 
mutineer* to hope that England would be dotmdod id all her bold son* 
by the destruction of the handful of men that were now at their mercy/* 
and poor Mr* Carshnce r « eldest son before Ire wot murdered hogged in 
tliudee that hi* life might ho spared as 3 lc hoped that the vengeance of 
the mutineer* had been *&ti*lkxl by the blood of his father and mother* 

When the above ^tub! bmdnes# had been gone through, myself und 
fht other Bengalee pwraun wore sot free under a promise of not keeping 
up any correspondence with Euro|^anj.

On 
reaching A fill mi Alice Shcriitadar's house we hoard a loud noise and firing 
of gun* ft ww about i o’clonk- Near the cjitjr gateway, we ^aw that 
the Adjutant was galloping hard, and twu sowars wore following him.

A few bo wart, prisoners, jail Imrlraiidniizes, and men from thu town, both 
Hindoos and Mahometans, commenced plundering the house of the 
superintend col. I and Biseraro Sirfw taking advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity ran to thu garden. Bushs Allas, jail durogu, made his burkun- 
ilacaes carry two Lose* from the superintendent's bungalow to hi* 
house. The sainu day some other bora were earned off by Moroo 
Bulwiint alia* Mama Sahib, Itanue's father; Gootaar Khan, jail burkun- 
datiae, took three bullocks and one cow. This man with his followers 
came tu the garden, asked thu gardener where w e lay concealed.

otliiw» with fold. Muiian Sahib ordered his men to tftfca me to Jemadar 
Lull Quhudoor and the rasoldar to be murdered or to be blown from a 
mm, 'L'ba jemadar and ibo renmldnr first ordered me to be Hut, 'bon 
they recalled their order and kepi uie confiawL The next morning it 
was reported that tw form- mi udiMonitig upon JUannin AH g"i 
l uiiler arias.

As there is too me eh reason to fi-nr that report* tbit Major Kirks 
made prior to the mutiny cannot have got further than, or even fo fsr P 
as Cawnpon?, it seem* proper that f should relate what pitied at Nowgotig, 
am] was enters 1 ! itk the reports I aupposu to have per idled. 

The wtridge question bill heon sett-tad at Now gong. The iufaalry 
mon there and at Jliamne were ashamed ah the mention of it; the hom¬ 
ing of empty bungaluwH had long boon over when on the 23rd of May, 
a sepiy of the iStli Native Infantry, then Major Eiriu'a orderly p rallied 
into the ha use, and told him that be 1iad just got away from a party of 
t wen tv or so Foorbea* and BundeUs, who had staked In in to point out the 
officers* meg£*houso to them; thfy appeared to ho disappointed in Lire non* 
appearance of an Accomplice to guide them. The a&pqy s>aid he kul con¬ 
sented, and making an excuse ih^L he was hungry, got away, promising 
to return. Major Kirke, with hU adjutant and his nm, and one or two 
armed wpoj*, went. In ibi' sprit indicated, after d trusting the rcsj&ldar 
commanding the right wiog + 1 ttli Irregular*. hi surround it with sowars 
and proven! the wen pc of anyone* Only three men warn tennd ; coo 
ran off and rather than slop or make m reply beyond saying lie was a 
sepoy, let himself he fired at three time-*; two other men hiding in n 
h.rit w tree, lei the party pm, and thou darted off towards the artillery 
line4 ; sowar* anil infantry at onoa searched the station and found no 
one. Doubt w.n, a Jay or two afterwards, thrown rm the sepoy'g state* 
roent by the men of the ISth Native Infantry, and especially by the** ai 
Jhanehi; and the senior rewajdar of the llth next day exp rested doubts 
to me, but Major Eirkc did mi give up Ilia belief in the man, 
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having tamed him at noma plot, thnugh he seemed to think the 
sepoy bud not revealed t!w facts of it. 1 he rejssaldar disobeywl orders as 
if to M the iiiiirt ta?upe* The sentry at the artillery liu.- fciWy denied 
nny men having pruned near him and «nraes time afterwards when four 
men of the company were convicted of exciting others to mutiny, it was 
observed (and iSjh, t alder their i ■ «ai viction an 1 discharge) that this gentry 
was one of the four ; makruaU for firing hungaWs wero found nn the 
Mpot hy myself two hours after whoa search was made, and with (hem 
chore wjip a poealiar stivk slightly burnt at one find ad if from In'inff 
iiHj'd to *tir burning thatdh.

olheors, and tha men of tha lith maftife^tid an affection fur them that 
wa* most gratifying* It was felt that dome ana of the men of the 12th 
had -Miosed the bungalows to he on fire in April \ tiw men were then 
plainly told that there could l>e n * doubt upon this ^int, and also that 
it summed as clear that the man, was not known to more than onJ or two 
of hin comrodes* l fm display of feeling hy the mils of the repays that 
thus accidentally took place was rccaBeuriog, a ad it bound, them rtiongly 
to thoir oBeers. In proof that the men felt that the fires were lit by .me 
tif tlienindv^, 1 think it well to mention that whan l came upon the 
matorink for firing bungalows, two sepoys eagerly examined a piece of 
cloth that was among them, and said that the dh f, hy s mark had been 
tom away ; other sopoys who nomt day s aw the doth, did and said the 
name. 

Next night Major Kirko planted two guns under cm artillery sergeant 
m ti long, straight road that traverses the road of cantonments, which is 
crossed by many fine roads lending to nil the Huai and into tho hazard 
A strong guard was cIoho to the guns , I whh ported tlsenj. and bad all 
officer under mo.

The remaining two guns of the buttery wore at the gun shed 
VioiweoTi the iiifuntry ami eavtiliy lines j Second Lieutenant S. Townsend 
onininanditig the battery ? and tbe only European officer present with it f was 
with these guns; a strong guard wiib a European officer was posted 
beside him. Thom w ero fears felt of the eavnlri taking thn guns ; they 
furnished a mi tuber of pickets nil round the station. This duty kept 
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mnny of the men divided, And at a distance. Suspicion had fnlbu <m 
the rossnldar commanding: tho cavalry and his men; ho had informed 
Major Kirltc on the 23id, tho day of the alarm, that his corps hud 
by loiters from Delhi that every Christian there had been murdered. He 
appeared to wonder at tbo little tho Europeans Lnrw of nffrirs in Delhi, 
and that hv men and himself were in communication with the place, 

11 is neglect or dis-bcdiflncr of orders, a few hours after, w:is very 
suspicions; nml from that night the men und officers, by their rhmeanonr, 
awoke strong distrust incur miidn, cwd iho rick in tho hospital wore 
most insolent to the doctors until a few days before the mutiny, when 
they put on another tone—it may he—to lull suspicion. 

Tlio 2-'lid of May fdl n few days before tlie Bed, and the news of the 
massacre of the Christ inns at Delhi roused a fanatic feeling, which may 
Iiuyd given piece, in the lnp?i' oNuys, ton feeling that their jmy and earthly 
prospects were not to bo despised. They seemed so tips? for revolt that 
when Major Kirke saw that there war* no danger of a f- n from outride 
the cantonments, he kept nj> the arrangqmBnts I lwvn described, ns they 
put it out uf (he po«cr of the --wur* to effect anything against the 
infantry and artillery, who worn staunch. The wliolo of tho guns could 
in a few minutes he brought [-.-bear on the cavalry lines, nm.l the nwl 
to Jbansie, whieb the .aviiliy were likely to take if they mutinied, an 
the left wing ef the carps was there. Another equally strong reason 
was that no one suspected that lbe arrangement? had respect to any foe 
but outsider*. 

A letter from Captain Uoidon, Deputy Superintendent of Jlmnsia, 
bad informed Major Rirke that 10 0 Bundekund men bad bren dia- 
i-barged from the late 34 th Regiment, Native Infantry, and it ww 
thought very likely that they would, on their return, try to got up an 
assault i>q the treasure chest. The number wu* overrated, ami the nun 
cnuhl not have got near Nowgong by that time; thU won n^t clear at 
Hfet, und the jiu-n were dot told after wauls that it was clear to uh that, 
the disbonded ZUh worn fur off. Tha cavalry obeyed all t.nkre, but 
their faces betrayed on exultation about the iwvelt that was cun cl naive. 
No eigne of distress were shown them; officers visited their picket*, and 
during the dny went 1-* Lbu liiteE and talk*. 1 *! with (he native otlieen j 
they were received with fn tiring piditenestf. 

The l£t1i Native Infantry men and tbs artillery liked the arrange* 
*ncnts very much; they were greatly gratified by the confidentc in them 
shown by the officers who »kpt amongst them. It tt»va tho officen 
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opp^rtunilies of eonyomDg %vtlb the mm ; there Can Ih. j no doubt that it 
knit the twn icy each other* The arrangement had the ^reat advantage cd 
working well, and therefore in snob criticil fciniea, it Was thought Llielml 
jioliej to ke?p it up, Mijor-Ciiuiral Sir Hugh Whanler, commanding 
tbs division* when Major Kirke reported to him that he was maintaining 
it f and that the men wore well disposed ami plonked, replied that the 
report Wda highly satiirfhctaiy, This, oi enurfie, was a pars mount 
irgununt lit Hi favour, AH went on quietly till about the 8Dih ol May, 
on which day thi pay ImviUhr tff tho artillery crime to Second Lieutenant 
1 'JWDyend, about 15 V-ih, and reported that be had awoke from sleep during 
the day and hoard motiol the bompaiiy plotting mutiny oitmud him, end 
that some Setkhs ef the 12th Native Ifihmtrj were with thorn ' f this ms 
instantly reported to Major hirke* Next mo ruing it wa* learnt from rnanv 
a^wura that mutiny liad been openly plotted the day More in ( be artil¬ 
lery lines ; and it was said, by men likely to ppeok truths, that the only 
thing that prevented an outbreak was the determiniUloti oF iLo mm of 
thi IStU U liave n othing to do with it. Tbii haYi'ldar in the morning 
ipukecmt more fully \ a private employed steward or itorokeepor lo 
the battery confirmed hie evidence and bo did the subadar Birjnath, a 
very fine old man, who had just been invalided after fifty yeiws' eemec. 

Major Kirka had made all the invalided native offlccra remain at 
thoir old posts and do duly j and lhey were moat willing and useful, 
with the exception of Bahadur Doorgah Sjagh and jemadar Lull Mahomed 
of lh^ 12 tji Native Infantry, who afterwards joined tlna um^jutHns- 
Doorgsh Singh then took a prominent port, I believe. 

The above-named men agreed in their evidence tlmt mutiny had been 
openly plotted in the company by a strong party, to whidi the Benior 
m^u wore opposed, Tli-? strongest abuse had boon applied to the eld 
mWlr, and the ha? [Id or had been told he would bo ahotj because thoy 
were faithful to GownmeDt. Four men were earned by the eubjidara? 
the worjt of the imitiuoerB; thoy wore sent For quietly with other men 
who could he trusted, They were kid that a* they were ill-pleaded with 
the Company's soman, they were discharged from it. They were paid 
up; a guard was ready imd they were sent off at once to Chufcterpore, to 
be kepi there till Further order*, from acoc^s to soy one, lest they should 
work some mUehief in the line* if merely told to go home. 

The Imv ilduTp who commanded tbii escort, an id that ho had been 
fpmdUy apprehensive o£ an attempt being made by tlic bowurb to rescue 
tic mem The men then bad no ide-4 that tre distrusted the eown^Sp. 
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The men who even after the mntiny (ftnot to thoir officers {this bavildnr 
was am) testified surprise when I told them flint gflni hud been prated 
^o lw to provide against a rise of the sowar*. The major thought that if 
tv cfi.nir< *ifl.!irtinl wen: hold on the four accused] t.ho delay might lead to an 
rmeutti, while ft sudden blow at the root of the ovil would do good- 
Only one man of tho 13th, a Hindoo* was named as sharing in the plot; 
he was a well-behaved. quiet man. I believe that the Soikhs of the 
lath wore biking an open share in the plot, arid that the artillery did 
not dare to denounce them. The nflieer* put groat trust in the Rrikbe, 
the PonrluKifc wore well aware of this, and it made the Smiths formidable 
to th^m, Tills man wag believed to be innocent ; his protestations were 
batieved and he was not punished. I believe that the dismissal oF the 
Tour men had a good effijet on the artillery company; it intimidated the 
ill-affected, mid it undoubtedly encouraged the faithful portion. Major 
Kirke from that night hud the whole nf the guns of ths buttery brought 
iti front of I he qmirter-guiird oE the 12th Native Infantry, I think 
that the men of the company felt affronted anti humiliated by thii 
measure* 1 observed that the old suhadar two days after the discharge 
of the mon gave np keeping pififcol* about him, and I felt that itehowed 
thivt ho thought the men were to ho trusted. Major K irke promoted to 
the ratik nf hnvildar the steward Besbiram, and wrote a at'wig letter to 
General Whftfllur re ?orninendiug thi h ivililar for pr-jiuTtion, as a reward 
for their fidelity. Things went on quietly after this, and the an warn" 
altered deimunour led me to think they were perhaps wronged by our 
suspicions; an the 1th of June ; the men of the 1-tk following the 
example of the 70tU Native In fan try mnt word to their company otibers 
that they wore anxious tQ serve against the rebels. Pour out of the 
egmpiElios of tho wing had done so when at 11 o'clock a.u. a letter 
brought by express was put into Major Kirke's hand ; it was from 
Captain Dunlop; 12th Native Infantry, commanding at Jhaitfio; it had

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Major Kjfke at once sent for the native nllSrors of rhe I £lh Kstive 
Infantry, saiil ho hod mvi ved thp petition from the various oomjBwtuOH

iiid would report the loyalty o£ the win# to the Govern nr* General. The 
native officers were allowed to say what (bay pimped about their fidelity, 
cUv, ami then the news- from Jh.u*io was oommunicakcL They ware 
much dismays l and sincerely duties fed. They tot to work at once and 
drew up o latter r» ihft lefl wing *-.1 Jhantiic, telling thnm i.f ike riglit 
mng J n offer to serve againat the rebels j that they had done very wrong 
in mntinyingf, and should lit onee undo what they has! done. The letter 
was at ones despatched by an express. 

The rut-Mkldiir com nuftii ding- the iitc^ljIjiih weiv present on this occasion ; 
he had come to a peak to Major Kirko about a letter (dated the 3rd 
instant) ho had just received from hi a commanding officer at Jhansie, 
Lieutenant Campbell,. doss ring him to give up the t nun os of some sowars 
that bo had reported to Mujor Kirkc at- umng mutinous Language, 

The truth way this : several tc-wars weiv said by a drummer of lho 
letb "Native Infantry to have told him in t-hri sudder bazar that tbiv 
would make crow's moat of Iillh. The reesaldar appeal to have been 
aware of such word-; having been u^ad, and for some object or other 
stated Major Kirko that \m younger man would lna likely to talk 
foolishly in the linear, Jiml ho therefore bcgg.d that they might bo 
forbidden the imkar after ft vert-dll 3inur. Lieutenant Campbell must 
have hoard something about this, and thereon wrote tbo repaid a f the 
above letter I ho day before the mutiny- The t'-sd'Ws ■ Eject in coming 
was to say that he had never accused any of hid men of having actually 
u=ed mu tineas Ejiugusige* Hus wm very indignant about it* 

Tbe rt^salilftr was much discomposed at the Jljanote news ; he was a 
grey-headed tnaiij whose oojj&titutiui wy delicate, and to him it o£ 
cmnsc'itionce to keep his rank and pay ] the fan- lH eal feelings the Ked 
Festival raises in a Mahomudan had hud time to cool* and he appeared 
now anxious to conciliate. A parade was ordered id once, and the native 
officers dismissed with injunctions not to say anything to the men about 
Jhansic until the revolt was aunouuc>;d m parade. 

Thdright wing, l^tb NaHve Infantry, when nketl if they would stand 
by the colour*, rtwhod lomrd to ihem as one man, and wore enthusiastic 
in thoir etpr&ssbna of fidelity, Tbo artillery company embraced their 
guns with expre^iumi of devotion. Tbo men of the 14th said at qdco 
tbit they would be true to QuvemoieiiL They expressed no cnthutiaEm, 
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The offiwrs were much gritiGed^t tlie nionV reply, and word of it 
was sent: fat Jhausie. 

Thai iky (the 5th June' tmi parties of tho t4lh Irregulars, consisting 
of forty f iw.ira, tmh under n native offieur. wen? dojpmtdie ! to JhunwB 
ami Lullutpnn;, ut tlio re-irndtion oE the Buperiutenilunt nf Jb&nsje, under 
unlkurity from the Lieutenant-Governor at Agra- T’he Jlmnsie part* 
was rei]nir^i lo rail eve one of like strength under the com maud id 
Lieutenant flyves, l£tb Nittira Infantry. On the 7th of June a report 
wujt nscind Tri'ni the nilive officer c otininndiug the Jlumeie party to 
iIil- effect that he had hatfcvd at Mowrtneepore (thirty miles from 
Nowgting) on hearing that all tho Iiuropcaw ftt Jhiineie were murdered. 
The same a.-wars brought a tetter from the tesBildur at Mowranaepotc 
saylug the same, ami mentioning that a naiek ami four sepoys of the 
right wing, lath Native Infantry, were there with mine magazine stores. 
They had loft Nuwgutig ou the 30th May, with muskets, im mu nit ion, 
.,nd buff-bil e from All ihnW, For the deputy aaperiiitimdont at Jhansie, 
The new* of the mutiny liad eaqaisd them to turn hack when about ton 
from J im ode. 

Major Kirk* sent out written orders to the native uffic*rs that if tho 
cavtilry had mutinied at Jltinsie he -honld return, hut it not, lie should 
push on. 

Tlie jraaldar of the 14 th Burned very uneasy at this news* and when 
we said that Ho word hud earns of tho 1Itli mutinying, hti said he much 
f*ared they would, a* they had vary tew ofBcstfa, European of imtivu, and 
ui-iuv of tbo man were very young. Ho seemed t&i feom aniiuus tioiv 
that a mutiny ihould lake place. 

In the afternoon oE ibu 9th the ahopberd ol the? left wttn? taiees tom 
in flud said that Captain Dunlop and Ensign Taylor had been killed on 
the parade gruiitul at JhuBao on tlie 5th by tho moa of the I'ith Native 
Infantry. The litk mu si at Xowgoug *l« mod horn tied at the newfij 
most eeriaiii]jf many ol them fferu smuerely rfUj and that night the men 
of the artillery volunteer#! to wrre against the rebels The men stained 
to be well uJfrctod, but the bazar people seemed to be very anxious to 
i$*. L pd away their women and child fin, which Maj^r Kirke would not til low 
them to do. We were in funned that murmurs were going about thnt 
the treasury was baingf emptied in small sums, and that it was to be 
made over at once to the Guruwlvo Rajah. Both tales were without 
foundation^ hut tlicy weft* alarming itiilicuiioftp that the agent of the 
gc literal rcWllioo, who had ^ot the bungalows lighted, and utorie^ set 
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afloat about cartridge^, and bune-diiit^a^j was ay determined a? ever to 
effect Jiis intention, and that some men si tied him* On the lOt.h a letter 
in English eame from Twearry Husain, the tcpfildar of Mowranecporc, 
•tying tSiati lie hid heard oE the murder o£ every European nt Jliansie, 
Hint ha hjid received a pnrwanoah to the effect that ths Ranee cE Jiuim-ic 
was aealed on the guddea, and that he wis to catty on business as 
hitherto P He added that he meant to leave the place at ome, and I knew 
that lie did so* 

The inail^ that hod begn senr tr/wards Jhansie on the 5 th and 
mbtenjaent days came back in one bag itithe afternoon. The runners 
had feared to enter the station. 

At sunset the mutiny Woke out. Up tu that moment the men of 
the 12 th hiid showed the greatest good-will, attachment eleuI raped. to 
their ohieers j I liave Ikkiu ten years with the men and never before did 
1 nee them show bo much good feeling a* they hud at all times dene 
find? the 23rd May, when ihe alarm arose that a massacre of the officer* 
wiw meditated. t believe that in the majority of the men sincerity and 
fidelity misled, and that many who mutinied did so under niiireidnf.Loii* 
and from an infatuated feeling that mutiny was a matter of destiny at 
present, Benares Brahmin* having predicted it. 

The artillery company had boon cheerful uud well disposed until the 
guns lisL'I been brought before our quarter-guard. 

The driver company were ntuuly for a few days in May, while an 
Impression was abroad Hint the infantry would not lire cartridges, hut 
they quieted down the niumeut the infantry fired, ami they remained, do. 
The artillery Bergen nt told me of thin feeling* which went tu this length., 
that the men paid tittle attention to his orders and were very elated. 
Lieutenant Townsend told me that the sergeant had reported this *tate 
of tiling to him ; he appeared to he sure [bat it woa a true report. 

The mutiny broke out thus: — 

At fcjimsiet of the lUth the guards paraded, a number of the men 
began to load, and three Seiklis nt lbc same time stepped to Lho front. 
One at them, Kana by name and sepoy of No* 1 Company, shot the 
Umvildar Major (AWm*Miti*Sing of No. 1 Company, acting as HaviMar 
Major) through the bead j he fell dead and did not move. The Seikbs 
then made a rush nt the gum j they were drawn upon the parade ground 
pa ncoal. The artitlory sergeant made mmu resistance; lie sap no one 
oidtul hiidj and he fled and gave information. The sergeant major, 12th, 
was fired at, and a sepoy* Dumm Slug of Nu. 3 Comiiauy, pushed the 
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barrel Bwi'de j be was one ol those who stuck to the effiflin to the 
&ud Major Ejrko said that he would maitiirnciid him for tha Order of 
Merit 

The sergeant major fled to the mess-house, I #as told afterward# 
by sepoys whu remained faithful lliut the qinater-gnanl 1.jaded nr began 
to do so to fins on the mutineers, hut were £Sopped by a jemadar* 
Mobomck Ally* who asked him why they loaded without order* TIilb 
jemadar, a few nnuutes after ward ** joined the mutineers, and was first 
(import says] in command of the wing- 

The first use the mutineers made of the gun a was to load one with 
gmpe, and Era it into a teat that officers occupied cfosa to lho quarkr- 
guanL They then seized the treasure tumbrils, and placed them in the 
midst of the guns ; the treasure tumbril# were at the qtiarter-goaid, 

En&ign FnmLs happened to he at the Hues at the time ; lie saw tho 
guns seized, and immediately vimt to Major Kirke 1 * to report All the 
other aQtoere were at the mess; the shots in the Hiw gave (hem the 
alarm - Second Lieutenant Townsend was the first to reach the lines; 
his guns were by that. time in the mutineers p hands. Lieu Lena id Ewart* 
12th Native Infantry, and myself were the next Before mounting 1 
went to the top of the mess-house to have an idea of what was going on. 

When I reached the mugaiine 1 found that lour sentries were 
mountOne u£ ttuml, a Seifcjt* saOmsd not at all surprised at what 
Ttas going on (being in the plot of course) ; a few sepoys were leaving the 
lines by a road that crosses the eentro of them, and others wen hanging 
about the mugarino in & panic-stricken elate, I could not induee them 
to advance on the gunt. I hoped to collect men in eneh number# that 
they would mate a Josh on them : and getting hold of a bugle 1 blew 
lho assembly repeatodly, bat nu one cabin. The mutineers ju#fc before 
1 did so fired grape from a gam over the lines, and this shuck terror into 
the men. Ah none would advance, 1 entered tin 1 lines by the cwtm road 
ft ml some e&me on with me, e( hern joined me from thdr huts, but none 
wruilil gn against tin? mnf imvr* : indeed mywlf and Mr. Ewart had 
great difficulty in making mir way foftrard as the men hold our Initio* 
by ihu bridles, and* na far as they cnuldi ptr&veiittfd oar proceeding, l 
had ordered tho magazine to be opened that I might get a bug’ll) oat, and 
I was told that the gentries would nut lot the magaiinft lie opound T I 
perceived, too, that of the men around me some were in tho plot, and 
wished to save Mr. Ewart anil mjedL The jemadar Moboxnck Ally 
gave me a mint moaning warning look, and waved In# hand as a Fign 
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Hint f bad better go* II wag dear that 1 could effect nothing, so I went 
book to tlifi nuss, ordering Lfciitbimtit Ewart to come with me, Mxjcr 
Kirin and tin? offici i with him tried to induce thdmpnya that were there 
(about IDO) to attack the mutineers* bur they at] fell hack* and the 
attempt h^d been given up by the time I cams baukr 

A party of the fiintmeen had now cinw almost in front of the ineri 
house with onfc gun. The major seeing thk ordered us to leave the 
canton mo n tsj and nv began lo retire : Lhc sowar orderlies then ga]luped 
off to their lines, When we had pr. needed about SENJ yards a round 
shot and a round of grape or canister wore fired at us ; a* we were 
hidden from sight, the aim was inaorreot, and mi one was hurt, Mr^. 
Mawe, wife uf the doctor, Mr, Smalley, the- hand-master, and his wife 
had joined us at th& megs, im L-Lch were left bliim], and we pitched on. 
The major directed ue to take the raid to CkutU^rpore, but Dr. M&wtij 
who was leading in a buggy, took th (Jurrowlee : ond, which crosses the 
other at rightangles. It wjs idoi- pr videntul that tins mld.afcc wn* 
made, as it led to til a mjwura, when their ihii^fc for plunder wan some who L 
appeased, going out to Ournwleo in quest of m. When it was darkj and 
we were bidden from cantonments by a hill, we tnmed towards Chut ter* 
pore* meaning tu get on the metalled i*ic) road that lends to it, th rough 
the town of M how j providentially again our intenth inn were accido is tally 
defeated. Wo had kept too imtuli to onr right, and found l injnn*.able 
ground between us and this road ; wu, tliarrfore, took the road to the 
Com I&kft, and on arrival there, we found a Bhoanddn hoatinan, o 
servant of the adjutant, I3lh Native lufomfcy, Lieutenant Jackson, who 
took m? l>y a couiiLry road tu CbnttorporVj which we readied at daybreak 
in safety. 

Had ike sowars attacked ut on the way, I do not think the thirty 
sepoys who wore with us would Ijllvc been of any use, they were ao panic* 
stricken, and that the parly would have been cut up. The bungalows 
were flurronndeii by the mutineers the moment we loft, they took whftt 
they pleasod# let ut> one eke taka anything, and than burned the 
bungalows, guarding them till no one dare cater; Liny then plundered 
the biiDgalowi, and plunder being over, they seat parties in quest of us. 
I boljeve the sowars reproached the infantry for not having killed u» 8 If, 
they iturigfel thu country for u#, uud seizing our servants threatened 
their lives under u iappoiitiua that they knew what road we had taken ; 
they, too, supjuifed we had gone to Gurrowles, wme were able to Hay 
tkiat the iNfoplc at. Mliow aawured ttiem we liu>l not tu Cliutler|iori‘, 
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Tbe semi at Chut terporc was giveti up to us, *uil at first we *or? well 
treated. The Kmce meant well, but some of the chief officer* were 
Mahomed nos, and seemed to sympathise with the rebel*. They told u* 
that a message hud come from Nawgong tliat the troops liftd risen fm' 
"deeu/’ and Shut the Hanes must not shelter ns. Fifty so ware, they 
raid,, were u. tm off, and bod. brought, the message ; I believe that none 
1 -a.mft beyond Mhow, elevon miles off 

One man, o, sepoy,* named Toorah Khan, greimilhr company, l2ll » 
Native Infantry, rode out to Clmtterpore, and ascertained that we were 
there ; the liurse belonged l" Lieutenant Becker. A week before thi- 
ttpoy was reported by the natch of his guild for having been ■!*»* ** 
gHvffiil hours during ike night ; hutexcuse wits that lie left the gn aid f°r tt 
few nrimttw, and fell down senseless. Major Kvrlse would not piumdi him. 

At % or 3 p.m, uf the 11th we heard guns firing at Nowg'mg, The 
ndjols were firing a salute ere marching. During the night some ^ys 
«m> to juju us, and caused an alarm that the rebels were uppraaehing- 
A large force, l believe, Lurnnd out to oppose them. I was admp, and did 
not know of this till morning. 1 mention this lo show that the Bence 
was determined to defend ueh 

By the night of t he 121b June (hero wens with us four native officer# 
{three were Brahmins und one a Mahomed an), five liavitdars, and seventy- 
cigbt sppoys Df the 12th Native Infantry j only one was a Mahomedan. 

A number of the Christian bandsmen nod their wives bwl come also \ of 
the artillery only a Christian bugler and a private had come ; none came 
afterwards. Two repays of the lith afterwards joined at Mufaoba on the 
loth ; cme had lmen plundering, and he was made over t>i tho civil 
authority. No sowar joined the officer. 

On the 12th Major Kir tie sent me to Nowgobg to acc what state it 
w as in, and to do what m igh t he accessary aid pose it dr- s cco ml Lie utenant 
Townsend of the artillery aeconipniiied me at hi* own wish. We met a 
number of people after 0 p.m., carrying towards Mhow wood they 
had plundered from houses in cantonments. 

We found that all the thatched bungalows had l*cn burnt; three 
pucka houses were standing, two of them wry small am. Of the public 
buildings only one liad bcu burned, the bungalow of the sorgeant-mapir 
of tlm 12th Native Infantry. The magazine of the 12th Native 
Infantry had been blown up. The men e£ the 12tli had set fire lo 
iheir lbe», but very few huts were burned—tlnjy wete tiled. The artillery 
and cavalry lines were uninjured ; mi were the bazars .‘l tin* I'Jth and 
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the cavalry, A largo portion of the nut in street i>f the fladdor bazar was 
burned down* One homo wu stilt burning; I had no maun nF 
putting the fire t>ui A guard from Chat ter pore was in the station fur 
it« protection, They were guarding some grain in the sndder bnaar, 
meaning, 1 believe, to keep it, and they allowed lumdreds of villagers to 
plunder the hoora* of wood. 

I feared they have allowed the public build trig? to bo deprived of all 
their woodwork, and the huts to bo stripped of their roofs for Uie 
timber. They could easily have pro vented plunder, far Lieutenant 
Townsend and ray self cl Bared the station by firing a few shot go as not 
to hurt anyone. I gave the official in charge of this station parih-uJnr 
orders that villagers wore Lo be intimidated, ami, if that failed, that 
down to prevent plunder* tie and others at Nowgong thought out rule 
was over, and the station tho Ka nee's for iht future, and ray orders wore 
listen l'J to, but not carried out. 

1 fhund a sepoy (a Brahmin) in quo hospital in the last i-taga of 
sickness, left there to ftmve or to he killed by dugs^ and an old bod- 
ridden wonun, mother of an invalided imick and grandmother of a sepoy 
musician, who had It ft her uneared for to march with the rebels* 1 
entreated them to the inoofedor of the cantonments who resides In the 
village, Bdlareoj dose at hand, and gave hisserviLufc money for their food. 
This mau 1 itamgop.il Oildiit, and Lfs head servant, Lai a Doran, wore well 
disposed towards onr Govcrnmentj and •lid their ht^t to gI vj ua lei for¬ 
mation n£ the doings of the mutineers, On the day of tha mutiny he sent 
us word that the forty sowars on their wwy back from Alow ranee pore 
to Mowgo&g had been oat ai Alipore a large place ton miles from 
NowgongL that they were going back to murder all the Europeans, The 
Moonsheo of the 12th told m-y when he jaiued us nt Cli niter pore, that the 
native officer who brought their party back said all he could in the 
presence of the Mooushee and the native doctor of the l£th Nativo 
Infantry, in the dwelling of the senior ressaltiar of the irregulars, to 
cansti n mu Liny p stiting ihnt the Rajah of Alipore had prQjKLfcd a hast, 
for the force, capecltng it to mniiny, and march to Jhatisie. I forget the 
native officer's name, I may find it out acme day, L mention the tdrcuiu- 
Etance that it may not be forgultefi against him. He was a tall old man, 
very thiu-faceL Major Kirke tout no notice of the information beyond 
menttonisg it to myself and seme of the oilfcers. 

The hcad-fiusiten of the regiment marched fr- m Chntterpqra on the 
night of the 12-Lb, and reached Mutioba oh the morning of the 1 .111 - 
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Major KLrlc« left Itic party during tha lint march, and want;to Logj&iSO 
where I met him on the night of the 13th. Tire ftajah was very kind 
and boaptahk to tie. Nest morning wo left odder an escort furnished 
by thu Ha ace of Nyngong. Wo loft it—a place trailed KoaSpesW on the 
borders of tha Chirkaree country—and nt daybreak of the 15th reaahal 
Chirfeiiree. The itnjah in fear of the rebels was moat unwilling U) 
receive us, and hid us from sight- In the course of a day ho heard of the 
dnk from Agra having reached Muhoba, and then he seouied better 
disposed. In the evening, he no longer dreaded publicity, nnd aotit us in 
a carriage to Mtihoha, 

Hr. Cnrne, tha deputy oolluetor, was there, hut hia district wan so 
disturbed (bat be had made arrangement for thu Kigali of Chirkaree 
taking charge of it. 

On the lOtb news came in of the mnthy at Banda and at Jlamcer- 
porc. One party therefore marched on tho night of the 17th for 
Kallini'Cr in Miraapore or Cbirnir, inrteikl of Allah abud, as heftiru 
intended. The guide took the guilty out of the w*y to b village, Jeyroho 
iu the Jaisn territory. A pass bet ween two bills was pointed out as the 
quo we wore to proceed by i norno armed men wore in it and cu liio 
bills. The man in t he village, too, were all provided with totHfi. We 
thought they wore afraid of us, and assured thorn we bad no hostile 
intentions, As matchlock men were guarding the only village we had 
passed on the way, and the whole country denied alarmed, wc thought 
that no danger against its led to the man being on the bills : indeed, it 
was thought they were seeking their own safety. 

The sun was up, sit the party halted under some trees, some diVtaneo 
from the pus*. About uoon, the men in the pass senL os a message 
demanding money. The men were ordered to tm ready to form the pa*a 
at t and tliey seemed wall plowed with the orders. But in less 

than an hour two of the native officer* came to urge that the money 
Ehould be paid. It was determined after much consideration tlmt wo 
tmuL yield to the native officers and men, and let them have their own 
wav in the matter. They were most obedient cad showed more 
anjciotv to please us than I over before saw them show, but wa felt that 
wo could not courue them and could not defend the largo number of 
women and children without their aid ; indeed, it was too great for the 
Humber of sepoys wo had, for on the man'll it was found utterly impoiai* 
bio to prevent the line of carts lengthening out to more than a mile, 
Thu country seemed ready for rapine, and the freebooters would have 
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Liiil Iftt[a difficulty in collecting any number of rnon from the villages 
on our road, 

Mr. Carae,the deputy collector, wan with ui ; the Rajah of Cliirkaiw 
[sail refused to shelter hitn r mid Lu was of op Lino u that the e-vm-L of the 
purty to Kfllbngsr i<>util he pixtchiLaed uh caffered. The men aoeorditig'Iy 
pojd down 800 mp j t^ to the head of the party who culled himself Ihran 
®ngli| and applied to the o Akers for 41)0 rupees to make op Che advance 
agreed uu. It wa* given out th.it the whole paid to Prau Singh. 

Next morning before daybreak, as the party was getting ready in 
PW on without Vr.\j\ Singh (who had not appeared}, the camp was 
fired into from a tree between it and the pass, where some men were 
gathered. The tiepqju immediately begun to lire wildly, end after u few 
mi mites they a U retreated, tjuve ton -it- twelve who held their grim ml 
with Lieutenant Ewart, Lieutenant Townsend, and myself 

Major Rirfefl and the ofiSeejs went aftof the retreating mon, trying 
in vain tn bring them back and restore order. They moved a wav a* a 
quick jwicep Lieu tenant Townsend was shot in thu |l* ail- in the course 
of a quarter of an hour j tie died instantly. Tie was firing when hit. 
He was a very gallant young officer of leas than thf*e years* service. 
He had fur more tliuri a yaar held the sole charge of hfo battery ; and l 
am sure that were Major KJrke now utive ho would bestow great praise 
ou him for the CiuellaDt condition Ida battery was in. 

The whole parly, women and children, were by this time a good 
distance from imui|k I therefore followed them; the daeuils^ fire was 
nearly oyer, but the m 2 in party were gone* We moved slowly uway 
keeping the attaching party al a dis^unee by turning on them frequently. 
When we reached the Chutterpore territory the pursuit eeaBcd, .but a 
village fired on the main party j and they moved on fa^fc iis before. 
The women mjci children, nil on fontj conUl not, keep up or geL rest, I 
remained in tho rear with two havildars* and four of five sepoys, and lied 
great ddDonJty in getting the women and children brought, on, and in 
keeping the nis i n. back from themj I had no means oT helping them on, 
hut my own two horses which I gave up to them; and in spite of all 
my efforts, several dropped out of sight* I i\m much distressed te have 
to fitate that before two o'clock Major Kirke, the ^. L rgeaut*mftjor lasear, 
and Mtv. Smalley, tli*? wife of the bund'master, nil died of nun-stroke or 
apoplexy ; Major Kitke was with the main party when he died, and he 
abue was buried, the ^epoys helping with their bayonet? to dig hi* 
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grave, whiuli is on iliei OirtaMrla of the bwn cf Karoo Pnhqreo, midway 
between Mub «il .n and Kubmi, Major Klrko was fnfliag o» tie mutiny 
tuLik plaue ; and the privation* nrs<S ct litres of mind tbal- the mutiny 
causoi] him irnaily Impaired Ins mental powers; nud on ibe Itith »F June 
At tflilloW be told mu tu act for him, and leave him to sign papers. I 
did so, referring everything of oonsequftiifle to hi* final decision. At 
the firing of tho daaait* around him, and while trying to tally the tutu 
and load them on* tm was hira^-ulf again while the oxritomenfc lasted, 1 
smi told Shu men went on after the major's death, and stopped at, a well 
1 ill I joined them. 

We entered Knbmi at 3 f + *t. The men gave out that they were 
rabbis* tilting ns to the Baud a Nstwnb to be killed 1>y the king of Delhi's 
order ; lhoy feared to escort us otherwise. The Pity people were taken id 
hy the ruse, and obeyed the *epo}V reqnisibua for feed for lib and our 
horses-* People cniuo in crowds to soo uB h hut they did not Smalt us, 
A “ Kami Sahib" was unirping authority at Kub™; perhaps the man 
spoken of under tJ lI^ title wa* agent of the Nana of B it boor, Wlirm 
It wii* dsrk and the city people all gone,, the men lull nt* that oar rtifo 
was discovered* that ilso Moon*hee and n Mahdinedan native officer had 
taken all the Christian drummer* to the uity p a nd that the lepov we had 
imprisoned at Mulioba was in the i^wb, nod had told upon u*, and they 
could protect us no further, nnd we most take onr way by uur^clveg; 
thiB was said sadly and reaped fully. We left at Kuhmh a writer, 
l 1 , ili> b us on, who preferred to remain, nmla Mrs Tiftmey (ft wife uf leino 
sergeant that she hud deserted for our ger^aut-major) and bur 1w& 
children, as she had no ohiuee of her life with m , and I had good hopes 
ah# would mt ha injured at KubniL Tho sergeant of artillery was 
like wist? left behind; he had been dmuk during the day. When I pitied 
Muhoba ho wont back and entered a deserted police chowtee ta deep 
there. 1 hoard ft said Hint he had come up juvt lufora we started ; I 
never riw him and he nude no attempt to join u&. Mr* Came left us 
at Muhoba and went to Chnwharec. Tin- rajah received him. I hare 
scut! a letter from him dated the £Bth of June. 

The party that moved on coudated of Lieutenants EwurF* Barber, 
Remington, Md Franks; Dr. Mawe, Hth Native Infantry, and 
Mrs, Mawe and child ; Mr, Harvey Kirke, eldest sod id Major Kirke; 
Mr, Smalley and child ; and Sergeant Kin j b"f£ and hta wife. This man 
wujb employed at J uitjrorc* near Howgong, in the caiml ^|AriteH Tit| under 
Lieutenant Fuwyi ; he joined us at Muliobn. Ws had only nine nurses 
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am angst uj, Wo moved along the Banda road i^st villagers all on tho 
lock-out- for an attack. 

No it morning, the iLHh June, wo worn attacked by villa gert, whose 
number increased every moment. They were joined by two armed 
knraeineii and some footmen from the road * find U seemed likely to go 
very bard with as* Mre- Kirehoff bad fallen off her horse, and wo were 
all crippled for action by having some one behind ni or a child before. 
While I wan doing my heit my hone wag struck vtith n spear and 
instantly ict off at full gallop. lie wan a runaway by habit 1 had only 
the single bridle; the curb bod Fallen off while I Imd Mrs. Maw^b dbild 
before mu and Mr. Smalley behind, and I canid not stop the an in in I 
until it reached a uuMali it could not leap. Lieutenant Franks was with 
mo* a loose horse had atticke;! him and bis imm, and afeor chasing him 
round, the eamhabmtB compelled him to go straight off. Lieutenant 
Remington liad followed hh- Noneof the party we had left were in Bight. 

I feared that all b id been killed save one or two who might have ridden 
off ‘ r wa therefore moved on an fast os my Lame hone could go* W e were 
next day (the fclst.) surrounded when rating in u maiigoo tope and 
taken to the Nawah of Bands, who treated tii very well for sixteen 
fiayUj when under orders from Major Ellis, the Political Agent for 
Buodeluniid. be sent ns to Nagode. Wo stayod two days at Airighttr, 
and were veiy kindly treated by the Baneo. We reached Nagudo on the 
l£th ins tact, 

I have learnt that the villagers who Attacked us on the 5HHh, drew 
off on Lieutenant Jackson shooting the in^n who speared my horse, 
Mrs. Kinshciff # s horse Laving ran off she was placed behind Lieutenant 
Jackson and tied to him; ho carried her thus till the Mth when he reached 
Adzighur, The party then pushed on and ero^ssd the Cane above Banda, 
They luilted at a nullah for a nhort time, but some villagers throaton¬ 
ing 1 them K they mounted acid rode off. Dr. and Slr^+ Mawe boro fell 
off their horse; ho bad boon suffering terribly for sometime, and ha 
died iu half an hour. The villagers plundered him and his wife before ho 
died and then left them. In an hour or two more villager*; came down 
and searched Mrs. Mu we Tor plunder, and then mode bor walk bare* 
footed three miles to the village MikkoopOW- Early in the morning 
oE the &£ud June they «nt her off in a doolie to Bandit She was met 
on the way by a palkee the Nawob had sent out when he heard of her 
being in their village. The Xawab bud eeut orders to all the villagers 
round nub to id jure European^ Mrs. Mawo reached Banda in ati hour 
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or two's time ; she hud suffered terribly from the enn nml fatigue. I 
regret te kiv (hat HfutstlUli J. II Barber di^l on tbo S0tb # ail hour 
or tiRro after Dr. and Mrtt. M»wo worv^ loft behind* Ho folJ from Lis 
horse si iF shot. Lintilanaiifc Ewart died m\ the 22nd* also o^ #uti- 
stroke. Mr, Marvery Kirkg wont to a village to got him w>mfi water* 
tli. nigh h? vm insensible ; lie eauu with a troop oE villagers yelling at 
his heolff like devils, anil the party ware obliged to push on. They wore 
shortly after this drinking at a village and observed a Rignn! given by 
one of the villagers i Sorgeint Kirohoff: was too slow in mounting, ■ml 
he was stunned with blow* and left for dead, Lieutenant Jackson, 
Mr. Haryey Kirke, and Mrw. KtrchnB were abk (o get away. They 
were well treated when they entered the Adzigbur territory, ntid after 
resting soma days were pent on to Nagodt? which (hey reached On the 
29 tli June, 

1 nm glad to nay [hat Sergeant Kirchoflf came to himself after the 
villager^ had left him Tor dnid, got up and reached a village in 
Adzightii territory where ho was kindly treated. Ho was sent on direct 
to N&gode am! arrived hem on the i-Jt'b or 25th June. Ho and his 
wife have goim on ta Mirjeapore; so have Mrs Mawe and her child, 
Lien taunt Jacksan is at Rcwnh employed a# jeMiddn-eommanJ of a 
force being raised them?* Lieutenant Remington, Ensign Fiauks^ stud 
myself are here, detained by Mayor Hampton commanding.

he would protect him an long as he chose to remain here. 

Ere 1 hit Banda, fourteen drummer? of the 12th Native Infantry 
and our mti I lory bugler with their families [forty *one pqrrenu^ in all] 
reached Banda. The Nawah gava the strictest orders in the ctly that 
if anyone mo It?:-ted them ho wnttU blow him from a gnu, he also gave 
lIio drummers i&vme money. 1 have written to him to request him to 
■dvamc them money [which I should he responsible for)j a* thin is tla^ 
lainy season, and there arc no teute fur the men and their Jamtliej* I 
think it better to let thorn remain under their NawaVs protection. Four 
of tha bandsmen arc mining and one man remained *tNowguL<g; 1 
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flaw him there oil Lin? lSth d and ordered him togo with flume men nf ouri 
to Midi-hn, He dkoky.i'd me, 

Tlnj widow of a drummer b rig deceased, find lior three i-hildran, 1 have 
not bwti able to Irani anything about. I LltEEik they went Ln Jhande 
with, tba rebohr She isi of native extraction, but a Christian.

The drum major at BaiiJn informed mo that be had left at Mantuan

and her two children. The zemindar was very bind to them* I have 
written to the Nawah of Banda to send for ihenij if they be nut a I

I have now a neon utedthrall the Christians who were at NowgCffig 
when the mutiny broke out. 

1 hoard it Raid that one Christian drummer wm fell LeJ hy a sowar neai 
Nowgnng, There? id ono that I had ant seen since the mutiny, and 1 
have BJt him down as killed* He id an African, George Dick by dame ; 
but I have heard from a khitundgiir Miel t lie saw an Afrk-an at Banda, 
hi I hope the man has aaeuped. I have put him down an misring. Ho 
other Christian at Nowgeng was killed * thank God, by the mutineers. 

I know that three of the four Christ inn drummer* that I have put down 
aa mining were u«t left behind; tliuy left no nd the l&tb p seeking, J 
suppose, some way of their own to eaoapti by. 

Only one native was killed at Nowgmig by the mutmeerfl, the anting 
Riivillitr .Major AEuwmauii Sing of No. 1- Company ; Snbadar Di- Jar 
Tewwrty, invttlidc.Nl from the Uth NVtive infantry, was wounded in the 
ah'lumen by a bullet, cm t lie ll'th June. I hear that, he died a Jay or 
two after at Mu! Luba ol \m wound, Two sepoys were likewise tv unruled 
by the matchlock men on rile I9lli Juno, one wan n Seikh, Kami Sing, 
the otW* name in Snligratn Sing P Grenadier Company. Roderick, an 
artillery bugler* was wounded on tho flame occasion. The eepoyo left 
at Knbrai went on tu Banda ; after leaving that place 1 know not where

loyal; on their ret urn to their lines, they embraced their guns, and ware 
anthnsiiHtio about their Loyalty. During their nhaonee from thn guns, 
Seeturani stood beside (hem with spikes nml a hammer ready to spike 
them in case of the company niullaying- Whoa the mutiny broke out, 
thy whole battery was on the 12th Native Infantry parade, according to an 
Older issued, when tin- report u£ the mutiny in the company was made t 
the £Utli Native Infantry pickets or guards were being marched on, ween 
the Sikba daubed to the front, loading ; many men, Day thirty or forty, 
loaded too. They then killed their Jlavildai-Uajor, and rushed on the 
guns i the Bergen lit, Unite hy name, drew Ins sword, and was fix ad at ; 
I think one of the artillerymen interceded to save him. I cannot 
discover tJmt they did anything to savii the guns; indeed, hi about a 
minute r c time,, they fired grape at tunte on parade that the oil]curs slept

The old snlfcahdar, 1 am glad to say, esca^d, and I hear that he 
was met at Kubrui, or Mafiobft, hy a nephew, and that ho reached home. 
Ho is a noble old man ; and I am sure that all who warn at Nowgcngj 
from the (dine mutinies began in the finny, would say that be deserve 
s-jine distinei ion, mok as admission int-i the Order of Merit After b^ng 
invalided, he mod willingly remained with the company, knowing well 
the danger there was of a mutiny taking place. I m» aure lie weald 
hiLvo been most unwilling to go hid be been allowed to do so* Bb did 
every thing that la y in IlLs power to avert a mutiny; mid Major Kirke, 
commanding at JSowgong, thought most highly of him, 1 have hoard

bullets fired from the linen at them, tbo officers made their escape to the 
fort; there (hey Emnd Colonel PUtt, who had tint a- yet been down t* 
the lines, and wham it was difficult to persuade of the Fact of the regiment 
having mutinied, so vimfident was he of their loyalty, 

Hanover, the men of the regiment on duty n( the fort gate were 
immediately disarmed and turned out by the artillery, and four gnus 
of the horte battery were immediately gottwndy and went down t" the 
sepoy lines. Colonel Platt, however, without waiting, ordered Captain 
Fftgmi, bis adjutant to accompany bi n, and the two rode down teller 
to "he lines of the 33rit Nativo Infantry. They were never mol alive 
again : all night after the return of the four guns they were nnwoonty 
exported j but it now appears that they were shot d-wn by the meu by 
a volley whilst Colonel Platt was in the out of luirauguing them, and before 
the gnus hud time to come up. Their bodies as well as thoee nf thoir 
boms were found next morning lying on the parade ground in frun! 
<,f the bslle-cf-ams, literally riddled with bullet*. Coh-uel Platt Smd 
uIho been Fearfully gashed by tie out of a tulwar acmes the mouth and 
the buck or tl;/ head. The two guns under Captain Ilungqrford ..f 
artii ery opened on the line* with grape ami canister, and speedily cleared 
them of their oocapant* The men all rusiwl *mt of latitmuncuis, not 
even waiting to take their property ffiih (hem, and with llu cavalry 
wont nff to Indore, not, however, before they bud m iringed to bum 
down the regiment racasduiuM and tbo bungalows of seveml other 
officers. 

Since then small parties have occasionally returned, or have been 
hanging about the neighbouring village* bm which the guns di<rvc 
them out uh the following day* 

The mnniudur of the ofiieeri wi ll their lamil ea arc safe in the fort 
it Mhow, and tlie ,.flkert have all placed Lh ■m^clvcs uuJer the L-rder* of 
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Captain flungerford, wmmariding the fort, anti net □&volunteer*for night 
duties and sonifies omUie wnlb, mid Ip accompany tha guns mounted as 
a vuwring pnriy whenever tliey have oeeasiuii to move out. They, with 
myself, iimit (ha i-r < f Ilis Excellency the Commandin'-] ii-Chu i as tn 
our future disposal; hut os yet tha ditturbed itate of the enutatry wifi not 
admit of our leaving the fort. Of the men of the regiment, oii-y the drum 
major, a Musalmnn, and i'iv^ Ciiiiatiuli dr uni mors have remained with 
their officers Two eopciyj pmetvfid the life of Lieutenant Simpson, 
who was on picket, duty with them on the night nf the mutiny, and 
brought him safely mlu the fort next morning; but though I promised 
tiw*e uion pro motion to bavildar, they hare einefl gone and joined Mr 
comrades. The cokniu of the regiment have been curried away ns well uh 
tb# arms, except a certain number recovered ; returns of which shad he 
hereafter furnkheiL The regiment luagasino hat: bran blown up by 
Captain IJiLngcrlord^ order is. Wo ure now iti n dangferpns position, in 
ii weak fort, umeriy untenable against an enemy with guns for any 
length of time, with only a handful of European*, in the midst of a 
country men nil aronud : but we tnn4 t* b* aide to hold uur own until 
Huoh time ns nsajitaiiefl, so much needed, may reach us.

She,—D etails of the oeourrencea at Indore and Mhow, writivis hur¬ 
riedly, have been seat at different times to the Bombay Government, for 
Im upaali Miim lu you, I beg now to tend a more conreeted account for 
your information, 

1. When the news of the mutiny at Meerut »nd Delhi reach id 
Ml sow f I requested permission from the commanding officer, Colonel 
Platt, to pline a guard from my Eurojonn com puny of artillery nt the 
fort gateway, instead of the guard of the 2Srd Kt+giment Native Infantry* 
The fort contained many heavy puns, much ammunition, and valuable 
stores uf various kinds, which, falling into the hands of mutineers j 
would have mtn-h atrengthcoeA them. Colonel Halt euntbdtrcd tint 
I he change of gourds would show a want of coniidoflee in his own mca h 
and would not penult it; but I was authorised to dismount and disable 
the heavy guns* 

E. On the news of the Neemuch mutiny reaching Mhow* I wrote tu 
tha commanding officer a letter dated June 6tb f 185T. My guns were 
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(lion in thair ahold, £00 yarda froiii tbu barracks, ami the men could 
not ha¥t» turned out in bitter/ un lor half an hoar- A portion of my 
letter id as follows : —

b. Colonel "Phitt met me on re-entering ui nti-nine tab-. i gave him 
Colonel Travern' nut*, and told him what the to war had Hid A a t^jiieetiug 
permission at the same rimo to hike my battery into the fort* as the 
fort egutd be defended for any length of time. Colonel PlUt would 
not hear iif it. At the artillery barraoLe all the wive* and families of 
officers and men liad taken refuge Thu barracks could not bo well 
defended, from their extent and position* 1 urged repeatedly on Colonel 
Platt* during the afternoon, the advisability of defending tins fort; 
but only at the very last moment could ho he persuaded to allow mu to 
enter it. At half-past € tvit- Colonel Platt rode down to t ho artillery 
barracks, nudtold iuo to outer the fort B lie had strengthened the guard 
at the gateway ti fifty iul-u fr-jiu hi# own regiment.

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south «f the Jumna, to state some facte »ud efreiimetiiicos hitherto 
unknown to them or to any ona not in direct cernm union t ion and confi¬ 
dential correspondence with the Governor General of India and the 
unthora 1 1 >h. 

[ have abstained from all connexion with any parties ; I Lave avoided 
nil correspond oneo^ and preserved a complete silence, because I considered 
tlint holding tlie high appointment ! did, in connexion with the Central 
Indian held foree, and liuving the entire ami sole conduct of all p-diUea] 
matters with the princes and chiefs in or through whose territories any 
portion of the army employed in that service moved, I should not be 
justified in opening my month or in writing a line without the sanction 
of the Government on dor wham I served + Having received the sanction 
of the Secretary of State for India* 1 shall state facts which may serve 
to guide the judgment which may be come to on the questions raised in 
the memorial above alluded to H 

For A [H/riod of ten years T held the appointment of Resident at Indore, 
smd fnr a greater part uf tbit time Agent for the Governor General in 
CeuLml India. Before the mutiny broke out, I had sole control over 
tho states of Gwalior; Holkar t Ttews&h, Bimdclctindj and all the inter¬ 
mediate petty states 

The boundaries of my authority were the Jumna, along the Gwulior 
frontier f the cliitriots of tfumeeTpon;, Banda, A 31x1m bad* and Miraport; 
along the Ecwah frontier the line of the Chumbnb towards Rajpootnna* 
the Gooierat frontier the Sudpoora range of hills, and the Taptec, towards 
Cundeiah and the Nerbodtk, with the Sanger territory. 

A gknee at a map will at mire idiaw the extent of my political ssjper- 
intendenw before the mutiny, and when the operations after the mutiny 
began, the whole of the San got and Nerbudda territory wore likcwisa 
placed under me t so that the ^"agporo and Hyderabad i-htca became the

The Kawab >*£ Baudsi fled, and subsequently gave himself np to Bir 
Michael, by whom he wag seat to me, and Tantia Topee was hunted 
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down, caught, trad bang b y my orders, under the mitnurtioiie above 
alluded to, without any reference for authority. Between the fall of 
tTalpce ntid tLio eaptarc of Gwalior, Sir George Whitloot moved into and 
occupied Kirwge from Banda* unopposed.

Whitlock did not sot on his own plnn h but in co-operation with out 
general pkn, ami that kb movernon tfi were influenced by the plans and 
achievements of others* 

To ewrolnde, I am prepared to reply to any inquiries tlmt may bo 
made by any competent authority, but i shall not enter into any corre¬ 
spondence, or even keep a copy of thin niemorandum* 

In justice to Brigadier Smithj and the portion of General Roberts* 
llajfipobina Foree, I most add that they moved up and joined Lbo force 
before Gwalior! rendering most important »m 1, and doing very gulktil 
tcrrict b i during the operatiumf resulting in the capture of Gwalior, which 
was only IB days in the possession of the rebels*

and gained a complete victory over it, pursuing htm two rojjos beyond 
the River Hetwa. talnug IS gnus, of which s<na was m lB-paander r one 
*n M-inch Mortar, two i£-Pounders, and two English -pounders, and 
killing upwards of 1,500 rebels. 

For suTiui tiine past, Sir Robert Hamilton had given tm information 
that Tautia Toupee, & relative mad the A gout of NmmcL Sahib, had been 
collecting and organising a large body r f troops in the neighbourhood of 
Mhow and tf owgpmg in BandMnnd, which, wai ^lled 11 the army of 
the fttshwa/* and displayed the standard of that abulimbed authority. 
After the fall □£ CMrkaroe, thin arcnv was reinforced bv the 
iluiuiTi -uh rebel troops, oejwys from CiljW, and Bundi-elfcj. u hu had 
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b^iegod and taken it Towards the end of last month, I received 
sonata ntly ro ports that thi* Force, estimated ut 20 or 25 r QtJ0 men with 
89 nr Guns, wns advancing against me. On the Stith ultimo, Sir 
Robert Hamilton informed me, that its main ben.Iy kid arrived at Burra 
Sangor, about three miles from the Botwa, would ltces that river during 
the flight, and at lack me tiest morning* 

In the hope of farcing the Enemy to engage with the river in his 
rear, ) loft the pnrk and heavy baggage of The si Brigade, with which 
I was, with the let Brigade, and marched at 9 F.ir., cn the 30th ultimo, 
from JliiinfliD to the villa go of Bupoha, nx mike from Jhangle, which

At Bupjba I received reports from the two outposts which I had sent

1 came to the conclusion that the Enemy would not cross the river 
whilst I wm so close to it, and that nothing would bo more likely to 
encourage them to do so than a retrograde movement on my part, which 
they would const me into a retreat. 

I returned, therefore, to camp, leaving the outposts to watch the 
fords, I wns not mistaken : that same day the Enemy crossed ihc upper 
ford, the Rajporo, in great numbers, preceded by an advanc'd Guard of 
ViMties, and took qp, after sunset, a position in order of battle, opposite 
the rear of the camp of the 2nd Brigade* 

At sunset, the Enemy lit an immense bonfire on a rising ground mi 
this side of the Bctwo, os a signal to ikansio of their arrival: it was 
answered by salvos from all the but tones of the Fort and City, and 
a bouts of joy from their defenders. 

It was evident that the Enemy sought a battle with my force; this 
self-confidence fra5 explained afterwards by prisoners, who stated that 
Tantitt Topee had been informed by his spies that nearly all my force 
was imattered and engaged in the siege and investment, and that he could 
easily destroy the few who guarded the Camp* 

The fact is that Jbansic had proved so strong, and the ground to be 
watched hy Cavalry was so extensive, that my force had actually enough 
on its hands. But I relied on the spirit of Brttkh sold ions, which rise* 
with difficulties, and resolved, whilst I fought a general action with the 
Enemy f not to relax either the *iege or the investment.

In consequence of the lateness of the Enemy's advance, and the 
distance of my first Brigade, my force was not in p<*iri> n till Jong after 
ilurk. The silent regularity with which it was efioetud, did credit to 
their diseiplina. Both oursalrea and the Enemy slept on our arms 
oppositfl each olher* 

A little after midnight, one of the Hyderabad Cavalry, left at the 
lower, the Kolwar, ford, came in ns bard ns ho could, and reported that 
the Enemy wire eroding ui great numbers. I thought it probable that 
they would make s bis move, of which tho object wag to turn niy left 
flanh, and force their way along the Burra Gong road, through Major 
tkudamore's flying Camp Into Jhatnrio.

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I detached Brigadier Stuart at once tv i tli the Ui Brigade along the 
Burra Gnnp Tdsi<tj to the village nf the beubc name, about 8 mile* from 
JinmBie, elate to the river Bafriva, from whence he eoulit oppose and out¬ 
flank thu Enemy, who had created by the ford above Bum Crong, 

Tli Ei- loocjpfuuiyni^ copy of a Report from Brigadier Stnart sbowi 
Low Weill bo executed my instrucfckinir, and how mu oh lie contributed to 
l be success of tlie day. 1 beg to record my aoknowledgoaeotei of the 
good i&Titii ho did, and la wseond warmly bis roeommeiidiitinn of the 
Office t & and Men of hie gallant Brigade* 

The departure of the lit Brigade loll me without a second line; 1 
wna therefore obliged to withdraw th- Detachments of the 34 th Native 
Infantry from the Is t 3 and make a second line of them. 

The best way with Indiana for making up for numerical inferiority is 
a determined at Lock on their weak point. 1 hud, therefore, intended to 
commence ths attack at daylight , advance in line* pour into Hie Rebel* 
the fire of all my Gum, and then turn and double up their left flank. 
But the Enemy, before daybreak, covered by a cloud ■■£ skirmishers, 
advanced against me. 

My picquets and videttes retired steadily, closing to tilth flanks in 
order that I might open upon them lb a Lire of my giins F and then tmn 
bis left flank from my rigid* Before my line wdp uncovered, the Enemy 
took ground to his right. I conformed* Ed prevent hh outflanking my 
left* but very cautiously, Icat ha should draw me away too much to the 
Toft, and then fall on my right flank. This wt« probably bis inJyntion j 
for a body of Horse was seen towards ray right, I halted and fronb d * 
the Enemy did the same, and instantly opened ft vi ry heavy Artillery 
Mutfket and matchlock fire on my line from the whole of hi* front to 
which my Bnlteriet answered steadily. 

The Enemy had taken up an excellent position, a little in rear of a 
rising ground, which made St difficult to bring in elective lire on him, 
1 ordered my front line of Infantry to Ho down, the Troop of Hone 
Artillery to take ground diagonally to the right, and enfilade the 
Enemy's left flank- Tit this movement, a round ehot brake the u heel 
of n Horse Artillery Gun. 

Captain Lightfoot took up an advanced position to his left front, 
which made the file of hie Battery much more efficacious. 

Whilst the Enemy were suffering from the fine of the Troop and 
Battery, I directed Captain Fiottijohn* 14th Light Dragoons, to charge
